She is living with her aunt, Shirley Sin- 


gleton, 29, and grandmother, Mrs. Hallie 
Singleton, 62, on a small farm in Speed- 
well, Tenn. 


Donna Sue was released from W. S. 


Major Hospital in Shelbyville, Ind,, Tues- 
day following her recovery from internal 
injuries sustained in the Jan. 3 automo- 
bile accident At one time she was in 
critical condition. 


The accident occurred on Interstate 74, 


near Shelbyville, when' the Elk Grove 
Village family was returning from a holi- 
day trip to see relatives in Claiborne 
County, Tenn. Also killed in the accident 
were three women in another car. 


In a telephone conversation with her 


aunt and grandmother yesterday, they 
said the girl was doing fine. 


"Donna was playing with her doll and 


buggy," said her aunt, legal guardian of 
the child. 


The grandmother said Donna will have 


a couple of good playmates in her son, 
Wayne's two children, Kevin, 3, and Ter- 
ry, six weeks, who live next door. 


The farm has "a little tobacco, bay, 


and we have some cattle," Miss Single- 
ton said. 


Donna is all right, she said, except for 


a cut on her left leg. The stitches are out 
now, she said, but the bandage is still 
there. 


Mrs. Singleton said Donna received 


many cards while at the hospital from 
people wishing her well. Miss Shirley 
Singleton and her brother, Wayne, picked 
the child up from the hospital this week. 


Donna's parents lived in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage since 1966 and were always in regu- 
lar attendance at the Elk Grove Baptist 


Church, 'according to friends. 


Her brother, Michael, 7, and sisters, 


Sandra, 9, and Diana, 5, attended the Ira 
Ruptey School in Elk Grove Village. Mr. 
Edsel Singleton, 32, was employed as a 
centerless grinder with R. J. Frisby Mfg.

Surprised Chief Receives 
Pat On Back From If is Force 


Moratorium Asked On Zone Requests 


Jack Pahl, Elk Grove Village presi- 


dent, has aaked the Cook County Zoning 
Board to place a moratorium on rezoning 
requests near Elk Grove Village. 


Pahl said he wants the moratorium to 


be in effect until the county planning 
commission and the village can meet to 
agree on future land use in the unin- 
corporated areas surrounding the 21,541, 
population community. 


The village and county have been at 


odds over a decision by the Cook County 
Board to rezooe a 50-acre tract for 1,336 
units, largely multiple-family dwellings, 
Just outside Elk Grove Village. 


The village has opposed the decision, 


saying the development is contrary to its 
overall plan for development of the com- 
munity. 


Pahl said he wants county authorities' 


to sit down with village officials to agree 
on land usage and then present it to the 
property owners for their consideration. 


A CASE IN POINT occurred Monday 


when the county zoning board had a 
hearing on a request for a service station 
at the northeast corner of Rte. 53 and 
Devon Avenue. 


Testifying before the zoning board, 


Pahl said if the request was granted it 


would be spot zoning and not in keeping 
with the Elk Grove Village com- 
prehensive plan. It would set a precedent 
for strip commercial zoning, he said. 


Pahl asked for the moratorium and 


said he would hope to work with the 
county in the future on the development 
of the unincorporated 'areas which are 
largely undeveloped. 


Under the present situation, any devel- 


oper that comes to the county can make 
a request for a project and the village is 
then left to the whim of the developer, 
Pahl said. 


THE SOUTHWEST sector outside of 


Elk Grove Village has been of special 
concern to village trustees in the light of 
county board decisions approving of mul- 
tiple-family developments there. 


The area is north of Devon Avenue and 


east of the 1-90 Expressway under con- 
struction. 


In 1969 the county rezoned 27 acres for 


about 400 dewllings near there and in De- 
cember granted rezoning for the 1,336 
units nearby. Another develoepr in the 
area has also asked the village to be an- 
nexed so he can build multiples. 


According to the village, it has desig- 


nated the area for single-family homes, 
in its comprehensive plan. 


Board Eyes Environmental Plan 


An organized effort for environmental 


protection may be developed by the Elk 
Grove Village Board of Health, accord- 
ing to discussion at a meeting Wednes- 
day. 


'I don't think we could study every 


kind of pollution but we could coordinate 
e f f o r t s , " Brother Ferdinand Leyva, 
board president, said. 


Brother Ferdinand was responding to 


Jack Pahl, village president, who bad in- 
troduced the topic of organizing efforts. 


He said that many people were con- 


cerned about the matter but that there 
was no coordination of efforts. 


THE BOARD WILL be considering dif- 


ferent ways of structuring the environ- 
mental protection efforts, which would 
include such divisions as aviation, plan- 
ning 'and ecology. 


In the past few months the health 


board has been dealing with one area of 
environmental protection which may con- 
stitute a health hazard — storm water 
drainage. 


Health board members plan to cooper- 


ate with Centex Industrial Park com- 
panies to alleviate problems in that area, 
which they claim has the worst drainage 
in the village. 


Wilbur Mitchell, director of the North- 


west Mosquito Abatement District, spoke 
at Wednesday's meeting and advised the 
board on where some of the worst flood- 
ing spots were and how to approach im- 
provements. 


"The main problem is a lack of house- 


keeping, which is causing an interruption 
of the natural drainage," he said. 


THE P R E S E N T DITCHES are 


"clogged with junk" and are not pitched 
well enough to handle the amount of w& 
tor that comes through there, be said. 


Mitchell suggested a maintenance pro- 


gram be established by the industrial 
park and combined with a program of 
enclosing the ditches. He was referring 
to an overall plan of approximately 10 
years for the enclosure process, 


"The village should make some ordi- 


nances which would not allow them to 
dump all their oddball stuff in there," he 
said. 


Pahl directed the board to identify the 


nature, extent and character of the 
health hazard constituted by the clogged 
ditches. 


A standing ovation Tuesday was given 


Harry P. Jenkins for his eight years as 
head of the Elk Grove Village Police De- 
partment. 


More than 30 uniformed members of 


the department delivered the enthusias- 
tic reception to their chief at the opening 
of the meeting of the board of trustees in 
the new village hall. 


The vote of confidence given the chief 


included a presentation of a plaque hon- 
oring him as poficeman-of-the-month by 
the Fraternal Order of Police Lodge No. 
35. 


Jenkins, nervous at the surprise recep- 


tion he received, accepted the award and 
thanked the men in a noticeably subdued 
tone of voice. 


Later he told a reporter it was com- 


pletely unexpected and quipped, "You 
don't see that many police unless it's a 
policeman's funeral. 


"IT WAS TERRIFIC," he added. 
He said that earlier in the day the men 


presented him with a silver tray for his 
25th wedding anniversary celebrated last 
month. The gift had arrived late, he ex- 
plained. 


Patrolman William Lancaster 
pre- 


sented the plaque to Jenkins saying it 
was "in recognition for Ms contribution 
to law enforcement and in particular in 
his administrative ability and 
out- 


standing inspirational leadership in the 
past eight years." 


Jenkins became police chief in March, 


1963, replacing Edward Clifford. The de- 
partment had 12 men at the time and 9 
reserve officers. Today, Jenkins heads a 
49-member department including 41 po- 
lice officers, four cadets, and four secre- 
taries. Reserve officers are no longer 
used. 


Jenkins, 47, was raised in Constantine, 


Mich., and served for 16% years with the 
Kalamazoo Police Department where he 
was a lieutenant and administrative as- 
sistant before coming to Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


He and his wife, Bonnie, have four 


sons: James Jenkins, 24, a police officer

The number of patients treated at St. 


Alexius Hospital in Elk Grove Village 
reached a new nigh in 1970, hospital offi- 
cials announced this week in an annual 
review of the year. 


Admissions for the year totaled 12,196, 


an increase of more than 1,500 over 1969. 
There were 21,258 emergency room 
patients in 1970, and an additional 8,923 
visits made to the hospital's out-patient 
department. 


The hospital increased It roll of full 


and part-time employes to 928, an in- 
crease of 85 jobs in 1970, because of in- 
creased demands on health care facil- 
ities. Medical-surgical units operated at 
90 per cent capacity during the year. 


Other noteworthy events last year: 
National attention fell on St. Alexius 


when a team of surgeons reimplanted the 
severed arm of a young industrial work- 
er in March. Chicagoan John Brown to- 
day continues under medical supervision 
while living at home and receiving 
frequent physical therapy treatments. 


REACCKEDITATION FOR the max- 


imum period of two years was granted 
the hospital by the joint commission on 
accreditation of hospitals following a 1970 
survey. 


The hospital opened a 21-bed psy- 


chiatric care unit which has been oper- 
ating at near 
capacity 
since last 


January. Another psychiatric service, 
the crisis call line, was started in con- 
junction with the Northwest Mental 
Health Clinic. The 24-hour service is 
available for persons in serious emotion- 
al distress and is staffed fay trained pro- 
fessionals. 


The home care program, shortening 


the length of hospitalization, was 
recently established in cooperation with 
the Cook County Department of Public 
Health. Home care enables a patient .to 
rejoin his family sooner and frees his 
hosiptai bed or acutely ill patients. 


The pre-admission testing program 


came into existence to shorten hospital- 
ization. Surgical patients may now un- 
dergo necessary laboratory work, x-rays 
and electro-cardiograms u few days pri- 
or to surgery on an oat patient basis. 


The new volunteer Protestant chap- 


laincy program regularly brought more 
than 20 area Protestant ministers into 
toe hospital to help fill the spirit 
needs of non-Catholic patients. The hospi- 
tal has two Catholic chaplains in resi- 
dence. 


NEW EQUIPMENT PUT into use in 


1970 includes the Rx Systems, Inc. ter- 
minal, which produces a complete, auto- 
mated patient history and frees physl- 
ans for more productive work. St. 
Alexius was one of the first hospitals in 
the world to employ the new machine. 


The radiology department acquired a 


special procedures room where com- 


plicated diagnostic procedures are per- 
formed with high powered equipment. 
Nuclear medicine began using a $68,000 
Dynacamera which allows thorough diag- 
nostic studies to be conducted with quick 
results. 


The hospital recently announced its 


program plans for the future. They in- 
clude providing levels of care other than 
acute. 


The Coulter counter, a new piece 


of equipment in the laboratory, rapidly 
does complete blood counts (CBC's) 
which are required for each patient ad- 
mitted to the hospital. The automated 
machine frees laboratory technologists 
for more specialized work while provid- 
ing speedy findings for diagnosis.

Crane, who rarely is left without 


words, appeared to be set back with one 
comment made in respnse to one of his 
remarks. 


The opponents of the seniority system 


claimed that swing districts in the nation 
— those in which the political winds are 
changing and do not always elect a con- 
gressman from the same party — are 
prevented from having representation in 
the big' est levels of Congress, the com- 
mittee chairmanships. 


"But you're only talking about 22 per 


cent of the districts," Crane responded. 


"Yes. and 22 per cent of the districts 


represents 40 million people," was the 
reply from the -opponents and Crane 
seemed surprised by that figure.

ALTHOUGH CRANE has changed his 


mind on the seniority system, he still be- 
lieves other procedures in Congress are 
weak and he let his views be known in a 
report of one of the subcommittees he 
has been assigned to. 


His remarks are printed in the official 


report on the Smithsonian Institution 
published by the subcommittee on librar- 


ies and memorials of the committee on 
bouse administration. 


Crane, in two pages of comments at 


the end of the report, said he could not 
associate himself with the report "other 
than in a very general way." 


He said one of his reasons was the fact 


that the transcript of committee hearings 
had not been printed and there has been 
no way to refer to the hearings prior to 
writing the report. 


"Because of conflicts with other com- 


mittee hearings and meetings, it was 
possible for me to attend and participate 
in only some of the hearings," Crane 
said. "This, together with the fact that 
the hearing transcript has not been print- 
ed and available for reference and study, 
obviously makes it extremely difficult to 
assess adequately the information and 
comment contained in the report as to its 
completeness,

Tom Novotny thinks it was only natu- 


ral for him to move to Washington, D.C. 
and he has no plans for returning to the 
Northwest suburbs.

They can get soning variations when- 
ever they want and they're removing a 
great number of trees that should be pro- 
tected." 


He said drugs are a much greater 


problem in the schools in the Washington 
area than they are in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


"I think the affluence of Montgomery 


County ii the problem with that," he 
said. "It's much more of a problem than 
it is a solution." 


The most difficult adjustment to living 


in Washington after 41 years in Chicago 
was "learning the tricks of driving 
here."

Intercollegiate football at Harper Col-

the mail for northern Illinois taxpayers, 
reminding us that it's time to make our 
annual income tax report to Uncle Sam, 
according to E.P. Trainer, District Di- 
rector. 


The tax pacage includes the basic one- 


page Form 1040, which is essentially the 
same as last year's form. Additional 
pages or schedules, Trainer said, are in- 
cluded to enable taxpayers to tailor their 
returns to their own particular circum- 
stances. However, improvements have 
been made which taxpayers felt would 
be helpful. These include the printing of 
instructions separately, the use of the 
back of Form 1040 for tax computation, 
and the printing of some of the schedules 
back-to-back. 


Most northern Illinois taxpayers will 


again receive tax packages printed in 
color. The red and blue format is inteded 
to direct attention to areas of the return 
whore errors are most commonly made. 
Tax packages and forms which are pick- 
ed up from IRS offices and other loca- 
tions will continue to be printed in black 
ink, Trainer added. 


THE PACKAGE MAILED to tax- 


payers, includes a special "peel-off" la- 
bel on the front cover, with the tax- 
payer's name, adderss, and social secur- 
ity number. The label is to be taken from 
the front cover of the tax package and 
attached to the return, 


The tax package also includes an enve- 


lope, addressed to the Internal Revenue 
Service Center, Midwest Region, Kansas 
City, Mo. 64170. This is the mailing ad- 
dress for all Federal tax returns. 


If you do not receive a tax package 


through the mail, obtain your tax forms 
from any IRS office. 


The 1970 tax forms reflect several 


changes made by the Tax Reform Act of 
1969. Among the most important are: 


Trainer pointed out that the new low- 


income allowance, which is built into the 
optional tax tables, eliminates separate 
computation. The optional tax tables 
have been extended from $5000 to $10,000. 
This eliminates the need for tax comput- 
ations by people who do not itemize de- 
ductions. 


All personal exemptions have been in- 


creased from $600 to $625 for 1970. 


RETURNS ARE NO longer required 


from single persons with income under 


$1700, nor from married persons filing 
jointly with incomes under $2300. These 
figures are increased by $600 if the indi- 
vidual or his spouse is 65 or older, and 
by an additonal $600 if both are 65 or 
older. 


The tax surcharge, which was 10 per 


cent last year, was reduced to 5 per cent 
for the first half of 1970. This means the 
tax surcharge is figured at the average 
rate of 2.5 per cent for the total year's 
income. 


Many more taxpayers can now choose 


to have the Internal Revenue Service fig- 
ure their tax for them. If your income is 
$20,000 or less, and consists only of 
wages or salaries and tips, dividends, in- 
terest, pensions, and annuities, and you 
choose the standard dedication instead 
of itemizing your deductions, you may 
have the service figure your tax for you. 
If you are a senior citizen entitled to a 
retirement income credit, the IRS will 
also compute this credit. 


Returns are still to be filed as soon as 


possible after Jan. i but not later than 
April 15. 


AN EXTENSIVE INFORMATION pro- 


gram is being launched to explain the 
changes due to the Reform Act, and to 
encourage taxpayers to file complete and 
correct returns.

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Cut Your Own Taxes 
The Doctor Says; 


Interest Earned Must Be Reported On Tax Form 
Protect Yourself 
Nursing The Sick 


by RAY DE CRANE 


All interest earned by you — unless it 


is specifically exempt by law — must be 
reported on your income tax return and 
a tax paid upon it. 


An example of exempt interest would 


be that paid on so-called municipal 
bonds. These are bonds issued by a turn- 
pike authority, sewer or port commis- 
sion, a school board, city, county or 
state. 


With that exception, all other interest 


— whether it be on savings accounts in a 
bank, savings and loan, a credit union, 
or Interest earned on a personal note, 
treasury bills or treasury notes — is fully 
taxable. 


Interest earned on Series E bonds 


may be reported annually, or you can 
wait until the bond is redeemed or ma- 


tured and then report, as interest, the 
difference between the redmption price 
difference between theredemptionprice 
and th purchase price. 


MUCH MORE favorable tax treatment 


is given to the income on dividends. 


The first $100 in dividends received 


from qualifying domestic corporations 
(this generally means all United States 
corporations, but does not apply to divi- 
dends from farm co-operatives, real es- 
tate investment trusts or from so-called 
exempt organizations, such as charitable 
or fraternal organization) Is exempt 
from tax. 


This means that each person may ex- 


clude the first $100 in dividends earned 
by bun. On joint returns, where stock is 
Jointly held, a married couple may ex- 


clude $200. But where stock ownership is 
in separate names, One spouse may not 
claim any part of the other's unused 
$100. 


For example, if a husband has $150 in 


dividends in his own name and bis wife 
has $30 in dividends in her own name, 
their total exclusion on a joint return is 
only $130. The other $50 is taxable. 


MANY PEOPLE BECOME confused 


with the dividend accounting they re- 
ceive on their mutual funds. The state- 
ment generally will show a gross 
amount, and then separate entries for or- 
dinary dividends, capital gain dividends 
and for non-taxable distributions. 


Here is what to do in this case: Report 


the gross distribution on Schedule B. Im- 
mediately subtract the total of nontax- 


able distributions and capital gain divi- 
dends. Now, from the balance, subtract 
your dividend exclusion (calculated as il- 
lustrated above). Whatever remains are 
your taxable dividends. 


Now, if you had capital gain dividends 


from your mutual fund holdings you have 
one further step to take. If you will be 
using a Schedule D to report any capital 
gains or losses, enter your capital gain 
dividends on Line 7. In this way only 50 
per cent of your capital gain dividends 
will be taxed. 


If not using a Schedule D, report the 50 


per cent as Miscellaneous Income on 
Page 2, Form 1040. Identify it as "% 
capital gain distribution." (NEXT: New 
Rules on Capital Gains and Losses.)

Dear, Dr. Lamb — Please tell all 


people who take care of anyone sick to 
wear rubber gloves. I took care of a 
woman who had syphilis as you would a 
baby, barehanded, and I contracted it 
that way. 


Dear Reader — You have a point. Ev- 


eryone who takes care of someone who is 
sick should at least be sure the person 
has seen a doctor. If the patient has 
something contagious, the doctor usually 
will take steps to protect the people im- 
mediately concerned. 


You can get syphilis from another per- 


son in a variety of ways. This is possible 
if the syphilis organism is in a little wa- 
ter or fluid long enough to be in contact 
with the lips. Thus drinking glasses and 
utensils can theoretically result in trans- 
mitting syphilis even though this is cer- 
tainly the least common way of getting 
the disease. The organism, however, can- 
not survive more than a few hours out- 
side the human body. Any intimate con- 
tact can cause the disease. 


I don't think you should limit your con- 


cern to syphilis. A number of the con- 
tagious diseases require precautions in 
handling the patient. Rubber gloves are 
not the only answer. In general, if you 
just follow the rule to take care of only 
people who are under a doctor's super- 
vision, you will do the right thing with 
little or no danger to yourself.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My husband is 36 


and the doctor says his anxiety is very 
high and his blood pressure is unstable. 
He gave him two different kinds of pills 
and told him he would have to take them 
the rest of his life and not to drink. He 
doesn't take his pills and he drinks a lot. 
What danger is he headed for? 


Dear Reader — There is very little a 


doctor can do for his patient who does 
not or will not follow his advice. Medi- 
cine that is not taken might as well not 
be prescribed. I don't know what the 
pills are that your husband is taking but 
it is a good bet that one is a tranquilizer. 
Some of these medicines do not mix well 
with alochol. The combined action of 
phenobarbital or similar drugs with alco- 
hol has caused more than one famous 
person to go into coma or die. 


Sometimes drugs that are safe by 


themselves are very dangerous when 
taken together. If the doctor doesn't 
know about the patient's alcohol habit he 
can unwittingly give the patient some- 
thing that is not good for him. 


Alcohol is a drug and should be treated 


with respect. 


I suspect your husband has an alcohol 


problem. About one out of 18 adults do. 
The anxiety and the alcohol may go hand 
in hand. He probably needs professional 
help. The place to start is with your doc- 
tor.

Dear Dr. Lamb — What harm, if any, 


would result from a child sleeping with a 
dog in his bed? I don't mean a small lap 
dog but a large bird dog. 


Dear Reader — Probably none. It is 


possible for a child to pick up dirt from 
the dog from whever the dog has been. 
But that is true of anyone playing with 
any dog anyplace any time.

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and answers 


on federal tax matters is provided by the 
local office of the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service and is published as a public ser- 
vice to taxpayers. The column answers 
questions most frequently asked by tax- 
payers. 


ft-THE IRS says it will figure the tax 


for more people this year. Who can take 
advantage of the offer? 


A—Up to 30 million taxpayers may 


have IRS compute their tax. To qualify, 
income should be less than $20,000 and 
consist only of wages or salaries, tips, 
dividends, interest, pensions or annuities. 
The taxpayer must also take the stan- 
dard deduction. 


Previously, IRS could only compute 


the tax for those with less than $5,000 of 
income, primarily from salaries and 
wages. These limits disqualified many 
low and middle income taxpayers as well 
as retirees living on pensions or an- 
nuities. 


If you want IRS to compute your tax, 


just follow the instructions for entries on 
the return and mail it, with attachments, 
to the IRS Service Center for your area. 


Besides computing the tax, the IRS 


will also compute retirement income 
credit for those entitled to it. This com- 
putation has proven confusing to many 
taxpayers in the past. 


Q—WHEN CAN I expect to get my 


W-2? 


A—Employers are required to issr.e W2 


statements on 1970 wages paid and taxes 
withheld to their present employees by 
the end of January Since this falls on a 
Sunday, the deadline for employers to is- 
sue these statements is February 1. 


Anyone who left a job before the end of 


the year should have received a W-2 
within 30 days after his last pay check. 


Q—WHERE CAN I get information on 


the changes that will affect my 1970 re- 
turn? 


• 
A—A summary of the major changes in 


the law are listed on the cover of the 1040 
income tax packages most taxpayers will 
receive in the mail. Information on how 
to handle these changes is explained in 
the instructions. 


Additional information on the tax law 


changes as well as other aspects of tax 
law may be found In Your Federal In- 
come Tax. This publication may be ob- 
tained from most IRS offices for 75 
cents. 


Q—MY HUSBAND is over in Vietnam in 
the army. What should I do about our tax 
return? 


A—You are not required to file a return 


until 180 days after he leaves Vietnam. If 
you want to file earlier because you are 
expecting a refund, indicate in the space 
where his signature should go that he is 
serving in a combat zone. 


Q—DOES THE income tax surcharge 


apply to all money earned in 1970? 


A—Yes. The income tax surcharge rate 


for 1970 is 2% percent. 


Q—MY TEENAGE son earned enough 


money in 1970 to owe tax. Does that 
mean I will lose my exemption for him? 


A—Not necessarily. As long as your son 


is a full-time student at least five months 
of the year or was under 19 at year end, 
the amount of his earnings will not affect 
his dependency status. However, the oth- 
er dependency tests, support for in- 
stance, must be met. 


Q-WHAT TAX rate should I use when I 


report my maid's wages for the fourth 
quarter? 


A—The combined rate is 9.6 per cent, 


4.8 per cent each for employer and em- 
ployee, and should be used when filing 
your Form 942, Quarterly Report on 


Household Employes, for the months of 
October, November and December. The 
deadline for filing and paying the tax is 
February 1,1971. 


Note that the rate goes up effective 


January 1, 1971 from 4.8 per cent to 5.2 
for both employers and employes. 


Q—I HAVE income from a farm I own 


as well as from a part-time job. Do I 
come under the filing provisions for 
farmers? 


A—You do if at least two-thirds of your 


gross income is from your farm oper- 
ations. If that is the case and you do not 
file a declaration of estimated income 
tax by January 15, you should file your 
tax return and pay the entire tax due by 
March 1 to avoid a penalty. 


Other taxpayers not qualifying as 


farmers have until February 1 to file 
their final returns and pay the tax due, 
in place of paying the last quarterly esti- 
mated tax Installment or filing and pay- 
ing an estimated tax declaration due 
January 15. 


Taxpayers who do not have to file dec- 


larations, such as those whose withhold- 
ing equals or exceeds their tax due, have 
until April 15 to file their returns.

President Nixon has signed into law 


new education benefits for wives and 
children of prisoners of war, and for ser- 
vicemen who have served 181 days of ac- 
tive duty rather than years as was pre- 
viously required. 


The new benefits became effective 


Dec. 24,1970, according to Administrator 
of Veterans Affairs Donald E. Johnson. 


The reduction In the active duty re- 


quirement to 181 days also applies to the 
eligibility of servicemen for GI loan 
guarantee benefits, Johnson said. This 
broadened eligibility makes it possible 
for men and women to use their GI Bill 
benefits sooner while still in military ser- 
vice, Johnson explained. 


Under the new law, the wives and chil- 


dren of those members of the Armed 
Forces on active duty who have been 
listed for more than 90 days as missing 
in action, captured, "or forcibly detained 
or interned in the line of duty by a for- 
eign government or power," are eligible 
for educational benefits. 


For apprenticeship and on-the-job- 


training courses under the GI Bill, ser- 
vicemen are required to take 120 hours 
of training per month to receive full 
training allowance, and a lesser number 
of hours result in a proportionate reduc- 
tion in the allowance. 


Full-time training, Johnson explained, 


contemplates a work week of at least 30 
hours unless collective bargaining has 
established a lesser standard for a work 
week.

South's two-club call was the artificial 


forcing opening used by nearly all ex- 
perts today. North's two-heart response 
was JACOBY MODERN and showed 
from 44 high-card points. It also com- 
mitted the partnership to game or high- 
err In JACOBY MODERN the two-club 
opening forces to game except when 
partner gives the artificial two-diamond 
response to show 0-3 highcard points. In 
that case it only forces to one trick below 
game. 


South's four-spade contract would be 


reached in any system but this way 
North had no worries about giving an im- 
mediate spade raise. 


West opened the three of clubs. East 


took his ace and returned the deuce. 
South's 10 lost to West's jack and West 
continued with the king. 


At this point it would have been a 


cinch for South to lose his contract. If he 
ruffed in dummy he would make the rest 
of the tricks if trumps broke 2-2 but 
against the actual and rather normal 3-1 
break he would have been shut out of 
dummy forever and would have had to 
lose two heart tricks. 


South was about to fall into the trap 


when he saw that he had a fine safety 
play at his disposal. He discarded a 
heart from dummy on the third club. 


TMs would not have helped him if ei- 


ther opponent held all the trumps but it 
took care of the actual 3-1 split. He sim- 
ply won the heart shift with his ace, 
drew trumps with three leads, cashed his 
ace and king of diamonds, led his deuce 
of trumps to dummy's eight and dis- 
carded his two little hearts on the high 
diamonds.

Public education today needs three ele- 


ments for success: the best 
teachers 


available, good textbooks (as many as 
possible), and as many good newspapers 
as possible. 


That's the prescription that Mrs. Hope 


Shackelford. a nationally known author- 
ity on the Newspaper in the Classroom 
program, gave 100 elementary and high 
school teachers at Harper College in Pal- 
atine Tuesday afternoon. 


The occasion was a workshop spon- 


sored by Paddock Publications to show 
teachers how a daily newspaper can be a 
"living textbook" to educate students. 


Mrs. Shackelford, who has lectured at 


160 workshops on newspaper usage, of- 
fered the teachers a variety of ideas for 
usage. 


For example, she displayed a series of

House in Chicago. 


Jennifer was born with a transposition 


of the great vessels, a congenital heart. 
defect in which the locations of the pul- 
monary artery and the aorta are rever- 
sed. 


As a result, blood circulated through 


her bixly was extremely low in oxygen. 
She also had a stenosis or narrowing of a 
heart valve, obstructing the flow of 
blood. 


WHEN JENNIFER WAS only a week 


old. doctors artificially created a pas- 
sage between the two vessels, allowing 
the child to survive until she became old 
enough for corrective surgery. 


Just a year ago Jennifer had her oper- 


ation. During the open heart surgery, 
doctors at Children's Memorial Hospital 
in Chicago were able to correct both 
heart defects. Thanks to advances in 
medical treatment and surgery, she now 
is as active and healthy as her 14 year- 
old sister Julie and her 17-year-old broth- 
er Jeffrey. 


The heart-lung machine made Jenni- 


fer's open heart surgery possible by per- 
forming the functions of the heart and 
lungs while her heart was stopped during 
surgery.

When students 
are developing a story poster and have 
questions on historical points, "Don't tell 
your kids anything they can find in the 
library," said Mrs. Shackelford. 


Let students send for newspapers from 


all over the country, she said, then let 
them study the papers, especially cov- 
erage of controversial events. 


SHE TOLD OF one of her students 


writing to the consulate of Andorra, a 
small principality between Spain and 
France. When the student learned that 
Andorra does not allow newspapers with- 
its boundaries, the students in the school 
wrote to the consulate and urged the 
country to permit newspaper publication. 


M r s . Shackelford's 
wit crackled 


through her 2'i hour talk. She said that 


transportation and communications had 
shrunk the size of the world: 


"We can fly around the world at twice 


the speed of sound and half the speed of 
common sense." 


She referred to principals as "directors 


of teachers' wealth and hell-fare," and 
praised the teachers present as "the 
most degreed, the most titled, the most 
IQ-ed and the most beautiful" people she 
knew. 


"You want more rapport with students

ful fishing that I have seen a man dis- 
locate his arm trying to describe the fish 
he caught." 


AS MATERIAL for a television comic,

The first rate liars of yesteryear are re- 
tiring or expiring and no new ones are 
coming along to replace them.

The Way We See It 
Pressure for Change 


A possible answer to the need for 


more mixed income housing in the 
suburbs is being weighed by offi- 
c i a 1 s in Montgomery County, 
Maryland. 


They are considering a require- 


ment that all future residential de- 
velopments Include a fixed per- 
centage of housing for low and 
moderate income families. 


Members of the county council 


unanimously supported the concept 
in the November political cam- 
paign. In effect, it would require 
developers to think in terms of 
communities rather than subdivi- 
sions. 


The Mongomery council is con- 


cerned about a shortage estimated 
at 10.000 units for families with low 
and moderate incomes. The Wash- 
ington suburb is an area of relative 
affluence, where half the families 
have annual incomes of more than 
320,000 and few homes sell for less 
than $30,000. 


Many of the county's public em- 


ployes — school teachers, secretar- 
ies, policemen, fire fighters — 
can't afford to live there. Neither 
can a lot of blue collar and clerical 
employes who work in the area. 


Palatine Today 


Like tens of thousands of fami- 


lies of moderate means, they must 
commute long distances to modest- 
ly paying jobs or face intense job 
competition closer to home. The 
problem is repeated in the north- 
west community and suburban 
areas across the country. 


In many communities, it is sim- 


ply a matter of economics. The 
suburban town, hungry for tax rev- 
enues, lures industry. But it is not 
eager to have low and moderate 
income housing for the workers. 
Such housing generally does not 
pay for the schools and public fa- 
cilities that must be provided. 


That discrimination against the 


poor often 
amounts to dis- 


crimination against blacks, since 
they comprise a large part of our 
urban poor. But there are many 
whites who face the same di- 
lemma. 


In some parts of the county, or- 


ganizations 
representing 
poor 


people are going to court to over- 
turn suburban zoning regulations 
that keep out mixed income hous- 
ing. Several recent court decisions 
offer them encouragement. In Cali- 
fornia, for example, a federal 
judge ruled that the Constitution 


requires municipalities to provide 
enough housing for their poor. 


Pressure for change is being 


brought by others, including indus- 
trialists who have moved plants to 
the suburbs and have been con- 
fronted with labor shortages. 


Many proposals for mixed in- 


come housing in the suburbs have 
met strong resistance from resi- 
dents of nearby homes. The Mont- 
gomery County plan would elimi- 
nate legitimate points of criticism 
by incorporating mixed income 
housing into new developments. 
There is a sound corollary to this 
concept in the planned devel- 
opment which mixes multiple and 
single family uses, with single fam- 
ily homes acting as a "buffer" 
with the existing community. In 
similar fashion, housing on the 
fringe of a development could be 
made harmonious with housing in 
existing adjacent neighborhoods. 


Zoning has value when used 


imaginatively. Certainly, it would 
be better for suburban commu- 
nities to use zoning concepts to at- 
tack the housing problem rather 
than mixed income housing im- 
posed by courts or higher levels of 
government. 


Red Carpet Treatment

Banks are beautiful. They lend pres- 


tige to the community. Banks bring dol- 
lar signs to mind, and everyone likes 
that. 


In Palatine, banks are so beautiful 


they receive the red carpet treatment. 
No obstacle is too great when a local 
banker wants to build a drive-in facility, 
even if customers must use a village- 
owned parking lot to reach it, 


Any hindrance is so small that it 


doesn't matter, if entrances and exits to 
the new building will mean greater traf- 
fic jams at the intersection of Smith and 
Coif ax. 


When the new railroad depot is opened 


just south of Colfax that intersection is 
expected to generate the most traffic of 
any spot in town. Add the momentum of 
automobile banking and visions of bump- 
er-to-bumper snarls come into the head. 


In a close vote Monday night the vil- 


lage board of trustees agreed to allow 
Gerald Fitzgerald, president of the Pala- 
tine National Bank to construct a drive- 
in facility on the southwest corner of Col- 
fax and Smith. 


Weeks of discussion, mostly beSnd 


closed doors, preceded the final decision. 
That's one consolation. Approval was not 
automatic, but in the end the final result 
is the only thing that counts. 


So in a few months customers of the 


Palatine National Bank won't have to 
worry about bottleneck traffic on Brock- 
way Street anymore. They can travel 
Just two blocks west to the drive-in facil- 
ity and fight for a place in the traffic line 
of all the commuters. 


The trafifc flow at the corner of Smith 


and Colfax obviously will be slow. Al- 
though there are plans to widen both 
streets, that can't solve all the problems. 


Three years ago it cost the village a lot 


of money to pay for a study of traffic 
problems in Palatine. The results are 
there for anyone to see. It's projected 
that between 100,000 and 120,000 vehicles 
will enter or leave the central business 
district per day by 1965. 


Conservatively guessing, if only half of 


the vehicles are going to or from the rail- 
road depot, local residents will be in a lot 
of trouble. 


The obvious question is, why add to the 


anticipated traffic problem with a drive- 
in bank? 


Mayor John Moodie, Trustee* Wendell 


Jones, Tom Xeams, and John Hughes 
couldn't have asked themselves that 
question. They voted in favor of the facil- 
ity. 


Both Trustees Terry Leighty and Clay 


Brown must have seen some of the prob- 
lems attached to tbe proposal They

voted against it while Trustee Fred Za- 
jonc didn't vote at all. 


Aside from the traffic problems, 


there's a principle involved which was 
totally overlooekd by board members 
voting to allow the drive-in facility. 


There is no other private, profit-mak-

ing business in town which has the ad- 
vantage of municipal-owned property en- 
hancing its enterprise. Chances are that 
situation can't be found in many other 
towns in the country. 


But Palatine National customers will 


drive into a common entrance owned by 
both the village and Lew Draper, devel- 
oper of the shopping center adjacent to 
the depot. The customer will then have 
to turn into a parking lot lane owned 
solely by the village to reach the drive-in 
and exit by a similar lane. 


Taxpayers' money should not be used 


to help someone in his own ventures. It 
hasn't been done and shouldn't be, if for 
no other reason than the ring of politics 
such a practice carries with it. 


Most likely, local residents didn't real- 


ize what was going on at the village hall 
Monday night. If they had, they should 
have done something to stop it.

There is another phenomenon, like leap 


year, which occurs every four years. It 
might not be as fantastic, but it is fasci- 
nating In its own right. Every four years, 
voters in Buffalo Grove elect a new vil- 
lage president and three trustees. 


This April 20, however, because of res- 


ignations, four trustees and a village 
clerk, in addition to a village president 
will be elected. 


Bight now, several persons are consid- 


ering entering the race and are quietly 
sizing up their chances of getting elected. 
Rumors, which flourish during elections, 
have it that before the Feb. 15 filing 
deadline is over, three slates and at least 
five independent candidates will enter 
the race. 


Two of those slates are obvious. One 


slate will come from the Buffalo Grove 
Alliance, a group of citizens who nave 
charged that current village officials are 
unresponsive to village residents. 


It is likely that the incumbent candi- 


dates will band together and jointly seek 
re-election, most probably running on the 
merits of their past four years in office. 


This should prove to be an interesting 


campaign, with one group of people tell- 
ing the electorate that they have done a 
wonderful job during the last four years, 
and another group pointing out examples 
where they feel the incumbents haven't 
done such a wonderful job. 


A third slate of candidates could be 


formed by the residents in the older part 
of the village directly north of Dundee 
Road, east of Arlington Heights Road 
and west of Buffalo Grove Road. 


In any event, each group or individual 


must deal with the same issues. The only 
difference will be that they will view the 
issues from different points of view. 


There are five issues which must be 


considered by any serious and respon- 
sible candidate in the next election. First 
is the future development of Buffalo 
Grove and how it should be controlled. 
Should the village keep expanding with- 
out being able to provide basic services

such as sewer and water to the new 
areas? Also, what is the desirability of 
apartment construction in tbe village? 
Should more apartments be approved, 
and if they are, where should they be 
located? 


Secondly, a stand must be taken on the 


formation of a municipal fire department 
or a proposal for the entire village to be 
protected by one fire district. The im- 
petus is underway for a change and by 
the time of the election, the question 
should be a full-blown issue. 


A third issue is the lack of any in-

dustry or professional service areas in 
tbe village. The village has a designated 
industrial area, but not one industry has 
located in Buffalo Grove. The present 
service area consists of two shopping 
centers and one old cheese factory that 
has been converted into an office build- 
ing. 


The fourth issue is an old one — flood- 


ing. This would be tbe most difficult for 
any incumbent to deal with if he de- 
cides to run. The question is how can 
present problems be alleviated and fu- 
ture ones prevented. 


The last issue appears to be non-exis- 


tent, but in any area such as Buffalo 
Grove, it could surface at any time. The 
moderate income housing project that 
has been proposed for Arlington Heights 
could just as well been dropped in the 
laps of village politicians. There are sev- 
eral unincorporated areas, especially to 
the north of the village, which could be- 
comes sites for moderate income housing 
developments seeking annexation to the 
village. 


The difference between victory and de- 


feat in the April election depends on how 
intelligently and meaningfully candidates 
can speak on these issues.

If it's been confusing to you, it's cer- 


tainly been frustrating for us. 


What I'm talking about is the Her- 


ald/Day coverage of every important 
event in the city that affects our readers. 
And because of the several school dis- 
tricts, park districts, townships, etc., 
serving Des Plaines, you, the reader, are 
probably a bit confused. So here, in cap- 
sule form, is a rundown of what organi- 
zations serve which people in Des 
Plaines. 


Des Plaines is served by eight school 


districts, some of which serve other 
towns.

North, Orchard Place, Plainfield, South, 
Terrace and West elementary schools 
and Algonquin, Chippewa and Iroquois 
Junior High Schools, all in Des Plaines, 
are in school district 62.

—Nathanson, Stevenson and Mark 


Twain elementary schools, and Apollo. 
Junior High School, all in Des Plaines, 
are in school district 63. 


—Park View elementary school and 


River Trails Junior High School, both in 
Mount Prospect are in district 26. 


-Maine West and North High Schools 


in Des Plaines and Maine East in Park 
Ridge, all are in district 207. 


—Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 


Village, and Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights, are in high school dis- 
trict 214. 


—St. Viator High School in Arlington 


Heights, Notre Dame High School in 
Niles and Sacred Heart of Mary in Roll- 
ing Meadows, are non-public schools 
serving the city. 


In addition, Des Plaines is served by 


Maine, Elk Grove and a portion of 
Wheeling townships. 


The major portion of Des Plaines is in 


Maine Township and is in elementary 
school district 62, 63 and 26, high school 
district 207 and Oakton Community Col- 
lege in Morton Grove. 


The eighth ward of the city, located in 


Elk Grove Township, is served by the 
Mount Prospect Park District, elementa- 
ry school district 59, high school district 
214 and Harper College in Palatine. 


It's probably a little confusing still so I 


will not go into further details about such 
services as mental health agencies, who 
they serve, how, etc. 


The point is, the above listing should 


bennderstood by the reader because 
from here is where they will be taxed, 
asked to make judgments about policies 
and make plans to take advantage of ser- 
vices offered. A mastery of the list 
means a more simple life for everyone 
within the city limits.'

Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 


trict officials are good losers! 


Shaken, but with renewed determina- 


tion, officials of the Hoffman Estates dis- 
trict resolved last week to return a 
$500,000 bond issue to the voters next 
month. 


Tbe proposal, defeated by a majority 


of the 500 residents who cast ballots in 
the Dec. 12 special election, would fund 
construction and equipping of a third fire 
station necessary to satisfy tbe increas- 
ing demands of the district. 


Presumably, tbe issue met defeat be- 


cause of the inability or unwillingness of 
the fire district to present facts and fig- 
ures outlining tbe tax Increases which 
would surely have resulted from author- 
ization of the issue. 


Within four weeks, officials of the dis- 


trict have done a rapid about face and 
will attempt to present their complete 
picture with assistance from a citizens 
committee established to help boost the 
measure through to victory. 


Representatives and employes of the 


tire district were floored when both The 
Herald and Hoffman Estates Jaycees 
publicly urged the proposal be turned 
down and suggested a rapid return with 
complete information being presented. 
(The need for such a facility as proposed 
was never questioned.) 


A third station, one that will serve as 


headquarters for tbe district, is mandato- 
ry in view of the high rise "high risk" 
construction now In progress in the west- 
ern sector of tbe village. 


Fire trustees know that they bombed 


out badly last month, but past history 
indicates clearly that the district has 
never been challenged or even really 
asked to explain itself on bond issues or 
tax rate increases. 


Initially, district officials were antago- 


nistic about the defeat and placed much 
of tbe blame on The Herald. Rather 
quickly, however, they appear to have 
realized their previous modus operand! is 
obsolete and that today's taxpayer wants 
plain facts and plenty of them. 


I predict that in tin future this is just 


what they will get from the fire district 
now that the air has been dewed. 


In a sincere attempt to keep costs 


down, the district did not choose to hire 
an architect or consult with bonding ex- 
perts on projected tax increases before 
approval of the sale. 


Tbe trustees, their legal counsel and 


even most of the very interested and 
dedicated volunteer firemen are now dis- 
playing the grace and consideration this 
reporter expected of them all along. 


They are showing clear concern that 


since the voters have expressed a desire 
for knowledge that it be provided them. 


Failure to receive authorization to sell 


the bonds this time will result, most 
probably, in a rating change for the dis- 
trict. 


This change will produce a substantial 


insurance increase which will be quickly 
felt by every homeowner living within 
the fire protection district. 


Unless the voter takes a hard look at 


the complete proposal, he will be liter- 
ally playing with fire — and it could be 
in his own home.

Q — HAVE THERE been any changes 


in the social security law effective with 
January affecting persons drawing social 
security? 


A — Congress has been working on 


changes to the social security law and 
the progress has been reported in the 
newspapers. However, no changes have 
been passed by Congress and sent to the 
President for his signature. The Senate 
and House have taken some actions but 
they win need to meet and iron out the 
d i f f e r e n c e s between their proposed 
changes before amendments can be 
passed and sent to the President. As 
soon as this is done, newspapers will car- 
ry releases giving information on the 


Q — IS IT correct that a larger deduc- 


ation from our pay checks is being made 
because of an increase in the social se- 
curity tax beginning in January, 1971? 


A — Effective with January, 1971, the 


social security tax goes up from 4.8 per 


cent to 5.2 per cent on your wages up to 
$7,800 during the calendar year of 197L 
Also, your employer will pay as his 
share of the cost of the social security 
program the same additional increase in 
the social security tax. This increase in 
the tax is already part of the social se- 
curity law and was scheduled to go into 
effect this month. 


Q — IS A SOCIAL security payment at 


retirement worth what Is being taken 
from my pay as a social security tax? 


A — K all you were getting from social 


security was a retirement payment, the 
answer would have to be no. However, 
this is not the only protection that you 
receive. You and your family would re- 
ceive monthly social security payments, 
regardless of your age, if you should be- 
come disabled. If you should die there 
are monthly payments payable to your 
widow and children. At retirement, you 
and your wife get not only a monthly 
retirement payment but hospital cov- 
erage under medicare.

Barbara Gillig is a member of the zap- 


'em set, what people used to call "an 
exterminator." 


The blonde bug-getter hasn't been at 


the job long — just three months. In fact 
she saw her first cockroach only last 
week But since October Mrs. Gillig has 
become something of a pro with ants and 
spiders. 


HER EMPLOYER, registered sani- 


tarian Robert E. Berns, said, "I hope 
someday to have 10 Barbaras." 


When Mrs. Gillig was put on that cock- 


roach job (they had overwhelmed a desk 
drawer at a plumbing concern), the cus- 
tomer was so impressed with Barbara 
Gillig, he offered her a job as a plumber. 
When Barbara told Mr, Berns about the 
proposition, Berns replied, "What kind of 
a job is that foria woman?" 


Formerly an aid in a school district 


learning center, Mrs. Gillig longed for 
something offbeat.

Dear Dorothy: What is the best way to 


clean typewriter keys — both the keys on 
the outside and the keys inside? — Sue S. 


You can wash the outside with any de- 


tergent solution or even a soap solution 
For the inside, you can use cleaning 
fluids like mineral spirits, tnchloro- 
ethane or even lighter fluid — on a cloth. 
However, use caution as all, with the ex- 
ception of trichloroethane, are flam- 
mable. If you want to do it properly, 
however, there are very good liquid clea- 
ners at most good stationery stores that 
not only clean the keys but the platen, 
too. And, don't forget to use that stiff 
typewriter brush every once in a while to 
get rid of bits of fluff. 


Dear Dorothy: I've heard you mention 


the Aloe Vera plant often for those little 
burns the average housewife encounters 
in the kitchen but have never gotten 
around to getting one of them. How- 
ever, thought you might be interested in 
knowing that the one sun lotion that 
has been effective for my tender skin is 
one that contains the Aloe Vera gel as 
the base. — Marline McN. 


The only thing that surprises me is 


that it took industry so long to make use 
of this plant's unusual qualities. Have 
since found that many friends use other 
preparations using the gel. 


Dear Dorothy: If you make French 


toast the night before — dip the bread in 
the batter — and put it in the refrig- 
erator overnight; it will taste much bet- 
ter the next morning when fried in but- 
ter.

Dear Dorothy: I got ban point ink on 


an orlon sweater. Quickly dabbed rub- 
bing alcohol on it, blotting from both 
sides — and there was practically no 
trace of the stain. — Margaret M. 


Dear Dorothy: A crayon was acciden- 


tally involved in washing and drying a 
tubful of dark clothes. I vaguely remem- 
ber something about rubbing such stains 
with lard but would appreciate specific 
help in removing these stains. — Mrs. 
William Cassidy. 


Pastel colored crayon stains usually 


come out fairly easily but colors like red 


and black often present problems One 
reader reported success by rubbing lard 
(or shortening) on such spots, then wash- 
ing m hot, soapy water. Another used a 
strong liquid detergent, rubbing it in 
well, then laundering. Some of the other 
products used which worked are rubbing 
alcohol, spray wall cleaner, trichloro- 
ethane (allowed to dry), then laundered. 
For fresh crayon stains, one reader 
dampened the cloth, then rubbed in that 
old faithful — dry baking soda. Hope one 
of these works for you. 


Dear Dorothy: When you'see the term 


"strip steak" in a newspaper ad or in a 
restaurant, is it the same type of steak in 
every instance? — Caroline G. 


It should be the .same — as it is listed 


by authorities ias the large muscle in 
both the porterhouse and T-bone. It is 
flavorful and tender and may be broiled 
or pan-broiled. Sometimes it's called a 
New York strip steak or a Kansas City 
steak. 


Dear Dorothy: For years we were pla- 


gued with a bad odor in a living room 
closet. We tried everything with no suc- 
cess until we put a container of charcoal 
there. Whether this odor came from the 
wall or not we don't know but this reme- 
dy might be of help to the reader who 
does have the odor coming from the 
wall. Maybe it would be less noticeable 
to put a floral arrangement over the 
charcoal. — Jeanne K. 


Dear Dorothy. I made some apricot- 


pineapple jam and apparently used too 
much of one of the ingredients as called 
for in the recipe as the result is a very 
soft, runny jam. I used pectin. Can I re- 
boil it, adding more pectin? If rebelling 
might spoil it, I can use it as a sauce 
over ice cream or pancakes. — Mrs. 
Eleanor Santos. 


Let well enough alone. Rebelling is not 


always successful. After all, it's not a 
complete loss as long as you can use it 
as a sauce.

Cooperative Sales Go Up 


A record number of cooperative real 


estate sales was reported for 1970 by the 
MAP Multiple Listing Real Estate Ser- 
vice. 


The 1,722 cooperative sales totaled 


$59,629,917. The MAP MLS recorded 1,205 
non-cooperative sales in 1970, for a vol- 
ume of $41,107,535. The total sales vol- 
ume for the year was $100,737,452. 


The average sale price on single-fami- 


ly homes in the Northwest Suburban 
area served by MAP was reported at 
$34,416, compared to $33,776 in 1969. 


The 1970 sales figures reflected a 


strong increase in the market in the sec- 
ond half of the year, according to 
MAP president Edward Busse. "In view 
of the tight money situation that con- 
fronted the real estate market during 
most of 1970, we are pleased with our 
sales volume," said Busse. "The second 
half increase in activity reflects the loo- 


sening of mortgage money by banks and 
savings and loan institutions." 


Busse said there is a resurgence of 


customer enthusiasm in the MAP market 
area. "All of our offices report a more 
relaxed buyer's attitude and more activi- 
ty in the out-of town market," he said. 


"Our multiple listing concept has been 


a service to both home buyers and sell- 
ers," said Busse. "In 1970, MAP offices 
handled a record 5,221 listings." 


Busse offered an optimistic outlook in 


the real estate market for 1971. "There is 
a definite increase in new housing starts 
nationally, and the Northwest Suburban 
area will be one of the prime areas for 
construction," he said. "New home 
starts indicate a healthy attitude in the 
business community. 


"The transferee market is directly re- 


lated to the national economic situation, 
but we see evidence of an upswing in the 


Level Of Loans 
Is Still High 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


reported that last fall's growth in bank 
loans to industrial and commercial busi- 
nesses was the smallest in 10 years. 


From the end of August through Dec. 


23, 1970. outstanding business loans rose 
$340 million on the books of the 55 large 
Seventh District banks that report their 
loans weekly. But loans transferred to 
holding company affiliates of these banks 
have been declining, and when these 
are included business loans dropped by 
about $240 million. In the same period a 
year earlier, when loan demands were 
very strong, the combined total rose 
more than $700 million.

To Be Marked

bank loans from proceeds of a large vol- 
ume of security flotations, largely ac- 
count for the weaker demand in the lat- 
ter part of 1970. Moreover, information 
available for the largest banks indicates 
that the decline in 1970 would have been 
even greater but for a substantial in- 
crease in holdings of acceptances and 
foreign loans. Since acceptances are 
money market instruments, most banks 
increase their holdings of them only 
when other loan demands are weak and 
they are seeking investment outlets for 
short-term surplus funds. 


Despite the reduction in outstanding 


bank credit to business in recent months, 
the level of these loans is still high. Al- 
though outstandings of the weekly report- 
ing district banks (adjusted for loans 
sold) rose less than 1 per cent last year, 
they had increased 18 per cent in 1969. In 
the seven prior years (1962-68), the aver- 
age annual increase was 13 per cent. To- 
tal commercial and industrial loans were 
still about 30 per cent of earning assets 
of these banks on Dec. 23, slightly higher 
than the prooprtion two years earlier. 


ALL CATEGORIES of time deposits at 


Seventh District member banks were 
higher on Oct. 31, 1970 than a year ear- 
lier. Total time and savings deposits re- 
ported in the October survey were up 
$2.4 billion for the year, with large nego- 
tiable CDs accounting for a little more 
than half of the gain. In the previous 
year, these certificates had declined 
sharply because of the higher yields 
available on competing investments. The 
increase in the year ended last October 
occurred largely after midyear. It re- 
flects both the suspension of Regulation 
Q ceilings on short maturities on June 24 
and the decline in market interest rates 
later in the year to levels below the re- 
maining Q ceilings. At large district 
banks (total deposits over $100 million), 
negotiable CDs accounted for nearly 
three-fourths of the total gain in time de- 
posits of businesses and individuals. 


Personal savings-type deposits — pass- 


book savings small denomination certifi- 
cates, and similar plans offered with 90- 
day minimum maturities — were the 
major source of time deposit gains at 
smaller banks. Savings deposits rose 
about $300 million in the year ended Oct. 
31, in contrast to a net decline of more 
than $500 million in the previous year. 
The increase in small CDs and open ac- 
count time deposits, however, was about 
45 per cent less than the previous year. 
The increase in interest paid on savings 
accounts, reflecting the January 1970 in- 
crease from 4 to 4 Mi per cent in the Inter- 
est rate ceiling on these deposits, helped 
to stem the shift from passbook to other 
time accounts. The overall accumulation 
of time and savings deposits of con- 
sumers was probably influenced by the 
high ratio of savings to income over the 
past year and by the reduced margin be- 
tween the rates of return on deposits and 
other investments.

Letter Writing 
More Expensive 
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The cost of dictating, typing, mailing 


and filing a businen tetter has gone up 
again, but at a towernte than in recent 
years. 


The average cost of a business letter in 


1971 will be $3.19, a 4.6 per cent increase 
over 1970's average of $3.06, reported 
Robert S. Minor, editor of the Dartnell 
Office Administration Service. The 1970 
cost represented an 11.3 per cent climb 
over 1969. 


The major factor in the now-classic 


Dartnell annual study is the salary of the 
secretary who takes dictation from an 
executive and then prepares the letter. 
This cost, now at an even $1 per letter, is 
based, as in the past, on a 20-minute seg- 
ment of her time. The salary used in the 
current report is $3 per hour, a median

Adding the next largest toad to the let- 


ter cost were fixed charges (overhead, 
depredation, rent, light, heat, interest, 
taxes, pensions. That cost is now 81 cents 
per letter, compared to 76 cents in 1970. 


Other areas — materials, mailing and 


filing costs - total 40 cents for 1971, 
compared to 38 cents the previous year. 


The cost of postage (first-class plus 20 


per cent air mail) has remained static 
since 1968, but since mailroom labor is 
involved, this pushed that cost from 16 to 
17 cents for 1971. 


"It seems to stretch credibility to say 


that a single tetter will attract 14 cents in 
filing costs before it is thrown out after 
a retention period." Minor said. "How- 
ever, that letter is accumulating costs 
while it is stored in the file, it is adding 
costs every time it is searched out for 
reference, and it is creating costs when 
it is returned to the files. 


The Dartnell letter-cost study was be- 


gun on a sporadic basis in 1930 when 
many topflight secretaries were paid $25 
a week and the cost of a business letter 
(under a different formula) was well un- 
der $1. By 1953, when a secretary's start- 
ing salary was $55, the cost of a business 
letter had risen to $1.70. 


Farmers Sharing

The Blind Can Learn To Cook 


It's A Matter Of Sense 


How does sauteed green pepper smell 


when it is done? How does it sound? You 
can tell when it is done by its color — 
but if you were blind, you would have to 
depend on your other senses. And if you 
are teaching a blind person, you have to 
describe things in terms of the other 
senses. 


The blind can learn to cook, but teach- 


ing them requires some special tech- 
niques. Here are some tips on teaching 
the blind, developed by Extension home 
economists in cooperation with the Ex- 
tension Service, U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


First, some general hints: If you are 


not already acquainted, tell the blind 
person about yourself — height, hair col- 
or, etc. He will want to visualize you in 
his mind. Tell him about the room he's in 
— size and Shape, windows, doors, ta- 
bles, etc. 


Pat the bite on as. 


LUNCHEON MEATS > SMOKED SAUSAGE • FUN FRANKS 


When you approach a blind person, call 
him by name and identify yourself. Tell 
him who is around him when taking him 
into a room or seating him. 


ALWAYS ALLOW the blind person to 


take your arm. He can follow you more 
easily. When seating a blind person, 
place his hand on the back of a chair. 


And here are some specific guidelines 


the home economists have developed for 
teaching cooking to a group of blind 
people: 


One sighted assistant is needed for ev- 


ery two blind persons. 


Allow plenty of time to complete a 


project. Recipe preparation, eating, and 
cleanup usually takes 2 to 2% hours. 


Have recipes copied in Braille and 


large type. Contact local and State asso- 
ciations for the blind to arrange for this 
service. A tape recording may help those 
who cannot read Braille or large type. 


Keep recipes simple enough to be 


memorized. 


Orient each person to the burners, 


work space, dials, and buttons on the 
cooking range. Braille controls are avail- 
abe from some utility companies, or 
dials may be marked with nail polish. 
Have each person open the oven and feel 
the location of the racks. Take it slowly, 
and help them feel comfortable at the 
range. They are often fearful of the oven 
because of the blast of heat and the need 
to bend over and reach out. Long as- 
bestos mitts should be used.

sioas for standing and sitting. Some may 
have problems with balance and find it 
difficult to work in a standing position. 


Supplies must be arranged logically 


and conveniently. Prepare a tray of sup- 
plies and equipment for every two stu- 
dents. All trays should be arranged iden- 
tically. 


Introduce the blind persons to condi- 


ments and convenience items by having 
them smell and touch samples. Dehy- 
drated onion, parsley, etc., although 
sometimes more expensive, are a great 
convenience to blind people. 


In measuring dry ingredients, it is 


much easier to dip the measuring cup 
into a bowl or canister than to pour the 
ingredient from a bag. Use finger to lev- 
el off measure. For measuring liquid in- 
gredients, dry measuring cups filled to 
the top are easier to judge (although 
less accurate) than glass cups; however, 
glass measuring cups marked on the out- 
side with nail polish or tape may be 
used. 


The blind can separate eggs in three 


ways: by breaking the egg into the palm 
of the hand and allowing the white to run 
through the fingers; by poking a hole in 
the end of the egg to allow white to run 
through; or by using a sieve, funnel, or 
egg separator. Since blind people need to 
use their fingers in food preparation, it is 
important to stress cleanliness. 


To teach a blind eprson to set a table, 


place dishes, flatware, napkins, etc. on a 
cart or tray at the end of the table. Ar- 
range chairs around the table so he will 
know where to set each place. 


PASSING SERVING dishes is difficult 


for blind people. If you serve them, tell 
them at what clock position you are plac- 
ing the food — "On your plate the meat 
is at 2 o'clock, potatoes at 7 o'clock, and 
peas at 11 o'clock." Use this technique 
whenever possible to describe the loca- 
tion of objects. Remember that you must 
communicate by touch and by precise 
verbal descriptions — "The knife is a 
few inches in front of your left hand," 
not, "... in front of you." 


Have the students clean up the table 


iand preparation area and wash dishes as 
they would have to do at home. 


It's very easy to do too much for blind 


people. Remember that your blind ac- 
quaintance is most likely as intelligent 
and sensitive as you are. He will appre 
ciate your helping him develop bis ow& 
skills and self-reliance rather than doing 
things for him.

Toward the end of the ninth century, 


an Arabian physician wrote about the 
properties and uses of coffee. The legen- 
dary discovery of coffee is attributed to 
an Arabian goatherd named Kaldi 15 
centuries ago. Kaldi, it is said, found his 
animals dancing after eating fruits and 
tips of certain bushes. He tasted them 
and was so stimulated that he cavorted 
with his goats in the Arabian hills. 


U. S. Department of Agriculture re- 


searchers say that coffee has been used 
as a food, a wine, a medicine, and a 
beverage. Its use as a beverage dates 
from the 13th century. The coffee plant is 
a native of Abyssinia and probably of 
Arabia. It grows in the Tropics. 


Coffee reached Europe about 1500 and 


was brought to Italy by Venetian traders

in 1615. Invading Turks carried it into 
Vienna. Holland had already begun a 
worldwide trade in coffee from their col- 
onies in Java. The Dutch presented a 
seedling from one of their Java trees to 
Louis XIV in 1714, and he had it planted 
under glass in the Jardin des Plantes in 
Paris. Eight years later, a seedling from 
this tree was carried by Captain Gabriel 
de Clieux to the French West Indian is- 
land of Martinique. This was the source 
of all coffee plants in the New World. 


Coffehouses were introduced to colonial 


America in the 1680's. Around 1700 coffee 
and tea were for only the well-to-do. Tea 
gained in popularity faster than coffee, 
but tea was boycotted after the Stamp 
Act of 1765 and the tea tax of 1767. After 
the Boston Tea Party in 1773, coffee be- 
came more popular. 


ARABICA AND ROBUSTA are the 


main species. Arabica accounts for about 
80 per cent of the world's coffee. Most of 
the remainder is Robusta. Almost all cof- 
fee in Latin America is Arabica. Arabica 
is of two general kinds — "Brazils" and 
"milds." It is high in acidity and has 
considerable body. Robusta is more flat. 
Most coffee the American housewife 
buys is a blend of two or more coffees. 


The coffee plant is an evergreen shrub. 


It grows 14 to 20 feet high if it is not 
pruned. Pruning increases the yields. 
Coffee often is grown under shade but 
does not have to be. Brazil and Kenya 
grow practically an of their coffee with- 
out shade. Higher yields and more in- 
tensive cultivations often characterize the 
nonshade, or sun grown coffee. Robusta 
often is grown in the lowlands, but alti- 
tudes of 2 thousand up to 6 thousand feet 
are better for Arabica. 


Coffee is grown in tropical areas on a 


wide range of soils. It does well in friable 


topsoils over fairly heavy subsoil. Ara- 
bica grows very well on rather recent 
volcanic deposits. Coffee requires soils 
that have good aeration, some acidity, a 
good supply of potassium, and humas. 


The lateritic soils of the Tropics often 


are planted to coffee, especially in Bra- 
zil. Such soils are rich in nitrogen and 
humus when first cultivated, but are 
poor in lime, potash, and phosphate. 
They therefore are soon exhausted if 
they are not fertilized. To provide some 
humus, the ground under the trees some- 
times is kept covered with crop vegeta- 
tion. 


If cultural practices are good, the trees 


will bear for 20 or 30 years. Trees may 
yield one-half pound to 8 pounds each 
year. Two pounds of green coffee is con- 
sidered a good yield. 


EIGHT COUNTRIES in Latin America 


and Africa — Brazil, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Ethiopia, and the Ivory Coast — general- 
ly receive more than half of their total 
export earnings from coffee. Many coun- 
tries depend heavily on exports of coffee 
to provide revenue for their govern- 
ments. 


The trade is big business; a drop of a 


cent a pound in export prices means a 
decline of about 65 million dollars a year 
in exchange earnings of the exporting 
countries of Africa, Asia, and Latin 
America. 


The fruit of the coffee tree has uses 


other than to make the beverage. Coffee 
may be used in candy and the extracted 
caffeine may be used in soft drinks. Cof- 
fee pulp has been used as fertilizer and 
at times it has been used for cattle feed. 


Research work is being continued to 


find additional uses for byproducts. At- 
tempts have been made to produce syn- 
thetic coffee, but only about one-third of 


the 100 or more components that make 
the taste and aroma of coffee have been 
identified. 


The coffee break came into its own in 


the United States in the forties. It is one 
reason why Americans account for 40 per 
cent of the world consumption of coffee. 
The Foreign Agricultural Service of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture reports 
that the United States imports slightly 
more than half of the coffee entering 
world trade. 


The United States processes about 20 


per cent of its coffee into soluble form. 
Soluble coffee is made by a percolation 
process after blending, roasting, and 
grinding. After a fixed interval the water 
is driven off by a special process. The 
grounds are removed; they may be 
burned to provide heat for the per- 
colation. The remainder is the soluble 
coffee. Nothing is added to it. The weight 
of soluble coffee may be one-fourth the 
weight of regular coffee. Soluble coffee 
therefore is much less costly to ship. 


FROM SOME COFFEES most of the 


caffeine has been removed. Caffeine, an 
alkaloidal substance, appears as long, 
white, silky needles when it is isolated in 
the pure form. Removal of the caffeine 
takes away a good deal of the stimulant. 
Asabica coffee often contains less than 
1.5 per cent of caffeine. The Robusta usu- 
ally contains more than 2 per cent. A cup 
of coffee may contain about 1.5 grains of 
caffeine; a cup of tea contains less than 
1 grain. 


Few agricultural commodities are so 


widely grown or universally consumed as 
coffee. The coffee break has become an 
international institution, assuring that 
this pleasant drink will have an impor- 
tant place for years to come. 


Is It 'Hamburger' Or Patty? 


A lot of heat has been generated lately 


about the "discovery" of ingredients oth- 
er than meat and fat in hamburgers. 
Why the uproar, and is it justified? 


The problem boils down to this: to be 


labeled as "hamburger" under United 
States Department of Agriculture rules, 
a patty must contain nothing more than 
beef, 30 per cent fat, salt, and season- 
ings. 


If a hamburger contains any other in- 


gredient, no matter how good it is or

what it does for taste or quality, it must 
be called a patty. That's the rule. 


The problems started when some quali- 


ty-conscious restaurants and drive-ins 
started specifying that they wanted then* 
hamburgers to be juicier, tastier, and 
larger on the bun after cooking. So, some 
meat processors started including other 
ingredients, particularly soy protein, in 
the formula for their patties. 


SOY PROTEIN, added in 
small 


amounts to meat patty formulas, not 
only boosts protein content of the patty, 
but also helps the patty hold its juices all 
thru cooking. 


The customer gets a bigger, juicier, 


more nutritious patty that tastes better. 


The trouble came because some res- 


taurants and drive-ins kept calling their 
improved meat products "hamburgers." 
Many were either not aware of what the 
USDA rules were or didn't know the in- 
gredient list in their patties had been 
changed to accomplish the desired im- 
provements. 


Until USDA regulations are chanced. 


however, food service establishments 
will not be allowed to call their improved 
chopped or ground meat sandwiches 
"hamburgers," although a variety of oth- 
er names are permitted. 


Maybe somebody will come up with a 


really meaningful new name, meanwhile, 
that does the job of alerting consumers 
to the advantages of the new kind of soy 
protein-fortified meat product that's ap- 
pearing in more and more eating estab- 
lishments. 


With the new consumer demand for 


improved nutrition, better quality prod- 
ucts, and stabilized prices, supplemental 
protein in foods is a natural devel- 
opment. One that's bound to become 
more in demand, according to nutri- 
tionists. But a few problems about identi- 
ty still remain to be ironed out. 


The consumer has a right to know 


when he's getting a product that's im- 
proved. That way he can objectively 
compare and patronize those estab- 
lishments that offer the best value for 
the money.

She 
doused a recipe for stuffed Rock Cornish 
Hens that is elegant and unusual dinner 
fare 


Rather than stuff the whole hens, Jud- 


ith cuts them in half and roasts them 
first, then turns the halves over and fills 
the cavity of each with a tasty rice mix- 
ture A sprinkling of paprika adds color 


to the savory stuffed hens. 


To complement both the appearance 


and flavor of this entree, Judith suggests 
a green vegetable, such as broccoli, 
green beans with bacon bits or peas, and 
a special tossed salad, 


She concocted the salad herself, too, 


combining lettuce, cucumber and onion 
slices with a sour cream dressing. The 
dressing has a sweet-sour flavor with 
just the right amount of tang to off-set 
the richness of the hens. 


As the finale for this elegant meal Jud- 


ith likes to serve an impressive dessert 
such as a chocolate torte or a rum cake 
topped with sugared strawberries.

STUFFED CORNISH HENS 


4 one-pound Rock Cornish 


game hens 


3 tablespoons butter 
1 small onion, minced 
1 cup uncooked rice 
2 cups water 
1 teaspoon salt 
Mi cup sliced mushrooms 


Paprika 
Split Cornish hens into halves. Wash; 


pat dry. Season with salt and pepper and 
place in roasting pan, skin side up. 
Brush with melted butter. Roast 45 min- 
utes at 330 degrees, basting frequently. 


Place the rice, water and salt into a 


two-quart saucepan. Bring to a full boil; 
turn heat down low and cover. Simmer 
until all water is absorbed, about 14 min- 
utes. Then set aside with lid on, for an 
additional 10 minutes. 


Saute onion in butter. If fresh mush- 


rooms are used they may be browned 
together with onion. If susbtituting pre- 
pared mushrooms, drain liquid and add 


after onions are transparent 


Mix together onion, mushrooms and 


rice. Turn over Cornish hens, skin side 
down in roasting pan, and fill cavities 
with rice mixture. Sprinkle with paprika 
and return to 350 degree oven for an ad- 
ditional 15 minutes. Serves 6. 


TOSSED SALAD WITH 


SOUR CREAM DRESSING 


1 head Iceberg lettuce, broken up 
1 cucumber, thinly-sliced 
% red onion, sliced into rings 
1 cup sour cream 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon white vinegar 
Combine lettuce, cucumber and onion 


in a salad bowl. 


Mix together the sour cream, sugar 


and vinegar. About 15 minutes before 
serving, pour over salad. Toss lightly 
and chill. Serves 6 or more.

What's Thawing For Dinner? 


A Greek Style Dinner Party 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


Why not have a Greek theme at your 


next dinner party? Serve Moussake with 
hard rolls and a large tossed Greek sal- 
ad, adding the traditional Greek feta 
cheese and olives, For dessert serve the 
Melomacarona cookies below. I would 
also suggest Ouzzo as an after dinner 
treat This is served with water over ice. 


Of course, Moussake need not be re- 


served for dinner parties alone. Because 
a single recipe makes a rather large 
amount, divide it into several serving 
dishes, make one and freeze the rest. 
Your family is sure to like this recipe, 
the national favorite of Greece. Although 
the list of ingredients is long, the recipe 
is really quite simple to make. 


Single recipe yields 8 to 10 servings. 


MOUSSAKE 


2 medium sized egg plants 


salt 


1 1-pound can stewed tomatoes 


approximately % cup butter or 
vegetable oil 


2 cups chopped frozen onions 
2 pounds ground lean lamb 


juice of ¥t lemon 


1 clove garlic, minced or pressed 
1 8-ounce can tomato sauce 
>/i cup snipped parsley 
1 tablespoon salt 
Vt teaspoon cinnamon 
'4 cup flour 
2 cups milk 


Us teaspoons salt 
1/8 teaspoon nutmeg 


2 cups (l pint) 


ricotta cheese 


Mi cup grated parmesan cheese 
3 eggs, beaten 
Pare egg plant and cut lengthwise into 


3/8-inch thick slices. Sprinkle with salt 
and set aside. This salting draws out ex- 
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cess liquid and bitterness. However, if 
the egg plants are fairly young and do 
not have any bitterness this step is not 
necessary. To determine whether this is 
necessary, simply taste a small piece of 
the egg plant. 


Thoroughly dram the juice from the 


stewed tomatoes. When completely 
drained, chop the pulp and set aside. In 2 
tablespoons of butter or vegetable oil 
saute onions until soft. Add lamb, lemon 
juice and garlic. Continue cooking over 
medium heat, stirring until all the meat 
is browned. Now add chopped tomatoes, 
tomato sauce, parsley, 1 tablespoon of 
salt and cinnamon. Cook, stirring, until 
liquids disappear. With a paper towel dry 
egg plants and saute in a large skillet, 
using approximately 2 tablespoons of 
butter or vegetable oil with each batch. 
Continue cooking until the egg plant 
slices are tender all the way through. In 
a separate pan melt 2 tablespoons of but- 
ter, add flour and continue cooking until 
completely blended. Now add milk, salt 
and nutmeg and bring to a boil, staring 
constantly. Reduce heat and continue 
cooking for 5 minutes. Cool slightly be- 
fore adding cheeses and beaten eggs. 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Layer the 
egg plant in the bottom of a large 13x9x2- 
inch baking dish or several smaller ones. 
Spoon half the meat mixture over the 
egg plant and repeat layers. After all the 
egg plant slices and meat mixture has 
been layered, spoon cheese sauce over 
the top. Bake for 30 minutes. Brown top 
under the broiler if necessary. Remove 
from the oven and let stand 15 minutes. 
Slice into squares, much as you would a 
cake. Serve immediately. 


To Freeie: Freeze assembled casse- 


role before baking. Make sure that dish 
is wrapped in freezer proof material, 
date, label and freeze immediately. 


To Serve When Frozen: Thaw com- 


pletely. Follow above baking directions. 


GREEK MELOMACARONA COOKIES 
A favorite Greek cookie — always 


served at Christmastime — but delicious 
anytime.

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Cream butter until light and fluffy. 


Then slowly add vegetable oil. When this 
is well blended add egg yolks and sugar, 
and continue beating until mixture is 
very light and fluffy. Continue mixing at 
medium speed. Now add remaining in- 
gredients of bourbon, orange juice, grat- 
ed orange rind, vanilla, baking powder, 
soda, cinnamon, mace and cloves. When 
this is all well blended add flour 1 cup at 
a time, mixing well after each addition. 


Cookies may be formed and molded in 


the hand and on the pan. Use ungreased 
cooky sheets. Using a generous teaspoon 
of dough form and flatten ino an oblong 
oval. Cookies should be at least %-inch 
thick. Cookies may be placed close to- 
gether on baking sheet as they do not 
spread. Bake in a 350-degree oven until 
lightly browned (about 15 minutes). Re- 
move from pan and set on absorbent pa- 
per. 


In a large flat skillet combine sugar, 


honey and water. Bring to a boil, stirring 
occasionally. Lower heat and simmer for 
10 minutes. In a small dish combine con- 
fectioners sugar, cinnamon, orange rind 
and walnuts, mixing well. As soon as 
time permits, place baked cookies in 
simmering honey and sugar mixture. 
Float for % minute, then turn cookies 
over and float for another % minute. Re- 
move cookies with a slotted spoon onto 
waxed lined baking sheets. Sprinkle with 
sugar-cinnamon-nut mixture. Let cookies 
set out for 1 to 2 hours to properly "dry 
out." 


To freeze: Put cookies in a large flat 


freezer container in single layers, sepa- 
rated by waxed paper. Freeze. 


To serve: Remove those cookies that 


you intend to use and thaw.

Place the chicken breasts atop the arti- 


chokes and sprinkle with a mixture of 2 
teaspoons leaf oregano, 1 teaspoon salt, 
J/4 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper, 
and % teaspoon poultry seasoning. 


SPREAD A STRIP of bacon over each 


chicken breast. Mix % cup chicken con- 
somme with % cup dry vermouth and 
pour over. Preheat oven to 325 degrees 
and cook for 1 hour and 15 minutes. 
Baste once or twice. 


Arrange chicken pieces and artichokes 


on heated platter or serve on individual 
heated plates, garnished with parsley. 


To serve with the chicken breasts, a 


quick and easy vegetable dish, also ex- 
cellent to the taste. 


Preparation time, practically nil and 


cooking time 15 minutes before the chick- 
en is ready.

The Miracle Of Milk 


by LAWRENCE M HURSH, M.D. 
Consultant, National Dairy Council 


When you think about it, those quarts 


and gallons of milk that American fami- 
lies use each day are a miracle. Milk is 
probably the original convenience food — 
not just from mother to infant, but arriv- 
ing in your home as it does, ready to 
pour and serve. And the technology that 
brings it to you each day from farm to 
family is as advanced as any in Ameri- 
can industry. 


For milk is unique in that the dairy 


industry operates under more voluntary 
and legal regulations than any other 
food. Its purity is guarded by a vast ar- 
ray of techniques, procedures, and tests 
that protect the consumer, starting with 
the dairy animals and ending at your 
store's dairy case or your home refrig- 
erator. 


Whole milk contains not less than 3.25 


per cent milk fat and not less than 8.25 
per cent milk solids-not-fat. Individual 
states set their own laws and these per- 
centages can vary somewhat with each 
state. Most whole milk in the United 
States is pasteurized and homogenized. 
An 8-ounce glass of whole milk contains 


about 160 calories. 


In contrast to whole milk, skim milk is 


fresh whole milk that has bad the fat 
removed Thus, skim milk contains only 
an average 90 calories for each glass. 
Again, standards in different states vary 
but the milk fat in skim will usually be 
between 0.1 per cent to two per cent. 
Skim milk's nutritive value is the same 
as whole milk except for the milk fat and 
vitamin A that it does not contain. Many 
dairies, though, add vitamin A and D. 


Then there is the so-called two per cent 


milk. 


As the name implies, two per cent milk 


contains two per cent milk fat. Thus it is 
a richer product than skim milk, but 
does not have as much fat as whole milk. 
It is made from fresh whole milk and 
skim milk, and nets out at about 150 ca- 
lories per 8-ounce glass. Many dairies 
add nonfat dry milk and various vitamin 
and/or mineral preparations. 


Make sure that you're as careful in 


handling milk after it is in your borne as 
dairymen have been in bringing it from 
the farm to you. Your general rule 
should be to keep milk clean, cool, and 
covered.

"We don't want building codes in 
Schaumburg altered."

OK School Boundary Change

Rolling Meadows students living east 


of Route 53 will be able to attend Rolling 
Meadows High School when it opens this 
fall. 


The Cook County Board of School 


Trustees yesterday decided to grant a 
request for a boundary change to resi- 
dents who were trying for the second 
time in six years to join their neighbors 
living in High School Dist. 214. 


Last week the county board reached a 


tie vote after three hours of testimony 
from residents and high school officials 
from both High School Dist. 211 and 214. 
Dist. 211 opposed the boundary change, 
which will reduce their bonding capacity, 
as did parents of 27 upcoming seniors at 
William Fremd High School. 


Yesterday, after county board mem- 


bers voted to reconsider the tie vote, the 
board voted 5 to 1 in favor of the bound- 
ary change. 


Richard Sheldon of Winnetfca, who 


originally voted against the request but 


voted for it on the second vote, said he 
hoped the city officials who said they 
would help pay tuition for the seniors 
would feel a moral obligation to do so. 


AT THE PUBLIC hearing on the 


request 10 days ago, Mayor Roland Mey- 
er said the city would help pay the tui- 
tion, so the upcoming seniors could com- 
plete high school at William Fremd High 
School in Dist. 211. 


Letters, telegrams and petitions sent 


by local residents to the county board 
after the Jan. 4 hearing were not consid- 
ered by the board before it made a final 
decision. The board was advised by its 
legal counsel that only testimony and 
documents submitted at the hearing 
could be considered. 


Sixty telegrams supporting the bound- 


ary change, 12 letters both for and 
against the change, and two petitions one 
from 40 Fremd High School students who 
want to attend Rolling Meadows High 
School and one from 24 of the 27 up- 
coming seniors possibly affected by the 
change — were sent to the board this 
week. 


IF THE CITY of Rolling Meadows and 


the two high school districts cannot come 
to agreement on tuition for the 27 se- 
niors, the students will be bused to For- 
est View High School where 29 Rolling 
Meadows high school students in Dist. 
214 will be next year. Rolling Meadows 
High School will not have a senior class 
until the fall of 1972. 


"I would like to welcome our new resi- 


dents to Dist. 214 and I am sure the two 
school districts will be able to work out 
implementing the boundary change," 
Richard Bachhuber, Dist. 214 school 
board president, said. 


The two high school districts have yet 


to work out which district will assume 
the bonded indebtedness of the area 
being disannexed from Dist. 211 and an- 
nexed to Dist. 214, the tax structure so 
that Dist. 214 will receive taxes from the 
area, and which district will receive 
state aid for the seniors who might re- 
main at Fremd High School.

Hazardous Skating At South Twin 


An amber flag which indicates restrict- 


ed ice skating has been posted at South 
Twin Lake. Mrs Anne M Schuerings, di-

The amber flag was introduced as a 


third point in the park district's ice safe- 
ty warning system by the park board 
last week 


Previously the district has used only a

residents will be able to skate on park 
ponds before the ice core depths have 
reached eight inches, however, the warn-

These three areas are equipped with 


flood lights and warming houses and, 
weather conditions permitting, are open 
from 4 to 9 p m. on weekdays.

Posting of the amber flag indicates 


that areas of a pond are safe for skating 
while parts of the ice may be restricted.

Grant Third Jayne Probe Continuance 


For the third, but maybe the last time, 


the inquest into the death of Inverness 
resident George W. Jayne was continued 
upon the request of the Palatine police 
yesterday 


Anthony J. Sciaraffa, deputy coroner, 


said the inquest will be continued, hope- 
fully for the last time, to Feb. 10 at the 
Cook County Morgue Building, Chicago 


Palatine police made their request on 


advice from the states attorney's office. 
Nicholas Motherway, states attorney, 
said "We are asking that the inquest be 
c o n t i n u e d simply because our in- 
vestigation is not completed." 


Sgt Eugene Bobinski, one of the first 


officers on the scene the night Jayne, 47, 
was killed, said the police are asking for 
another two or three weeks before mak- 
ing any public testimony. 


Those attending yesterday's hearing in- 


cluded Edward L. S. Arkema, Jayne's at- 
torney. He agreed to the police request 
and said he and the family "were well 
aware of the energetic and full-time in- 
vestigation" state and local authorities 
are waging.

1,171 man hours, a 43 per cent increase 
over the previous year. 


The officers spent 3,152 hours in- 


vestigating citizen complaints, or 82 per 
cent more time than in 1969. Juvenile in- 
vestigations showed an 83 per cent in- 
crease in time spent, from 136 to 360 
hours. Other time was spent on accident 
investigation; escort duty; follow-up in- 
vestigation; station duty, reports and in- 
terviews and training. The only area 
showing a decrease in time spent was 
follow-up investigation. The biggest in- 
crease was 113 per cent for training. In 
1969, the men spent 648 hours in school, 
while in 1970 they spent 1,384 hours tram- 
ing. 


The most frequently received citizen 


complaint was for loose animals, at 868, 
while the least frequently reported was 
accidental death, only four. 


The complaint category showing the 


largest increase was fire alarms, jump- 
ing from none in 1969 to 36 in 1970. The 
department 
investigated 
six natural 


cause deaths last year, the same number 
as handled the year before. There were 
21 suicide attempts in the village during 
1970, but only 10 in 1969. 


REPORTS OF suspicious vehicles seen 


in the village also rose, from 84 to 182, 
an increase of 116 per cent. Ambulance 
calls rose 60 per cent, from 179 to 287. 
Domestic problems increased, with 105 
families summoning police to settle dis- 
putes last year, compared to 96 the year 
before. 


The department made 53,365 checks of 


buildings for security during 1970, an in- 
crease of 24 per cent over the 42,828 se- 
curity checks from 1969. It served 62 ar- 
rest warrants last year, and only 32 the 
previous year. Reports of abandoned 
autos dropped from 54 in 1969 to 45 in 
1970. 


The number of auto accidents in the 


village increased from 599 in 1969 to 742 
last year Of last year's accidents, 629 
caused property damage, 109 left persons 
with injurie and four were fatal. There 
were no fatal accidents in 1969.

11 full-time persons and four to six part- 
time employes, he added. 


The village board in Hoffman Estates 


this week postponed the adoption of a 
health insurance plan for village employ- 
es. 


The insurance program will be brought 


up for consideration again when meet- 
ings start to plan the budget for the vil- 
lage's new fiscal year, which begins 
April 1. 


In the plan, each of the village's 65 


employes would be eligible in case of ill- 
ness to receive $75 a week for up to 26 
weeks after their full sick leave pay runs 
out. 


Employes currently receive 10 days 


sick leave a year that may be accumu- 
lated if 'not used. 


The item was tabled on grounds that it 


should be offered to employes as a new 
benefit when "discussions" begin with 
various departments on pay and benefit 
increases for the new fiscal year. 


Premium for the proposed health in- 


surance coverage would cost the village 
about $2,400 a year, which officials said 
is not budgeted for the current fiscal 
year. 


WHILE THE DEPARTMENT had no 


murders, atk npted murders or rapes 
during either year, there was one rape 
attempt in 1970. The attempted rape was 
not solved. 


For the first time since 1968, the vil- 


lage experienced a robbery last year. 
Aggravated assaults, burglaries, at- 
tempted burglaries, 
thefts and auto 


thefts increased. Assaults went from 
three to five, burglaries from 32 to 72, 
attempted burglaries from 18 to 26, thefts 
from 124 to 256 and auto thefts from six 
to seven. 


While police solved one more assault 


case last year than in the previous year, 
they solved fewer burglaries. Only five 
burglaries were cleared from the books 
for 1970, while 14 were cleared in 1969. 
Police solved three burglary attempts in 
1970, two more than in 1969, and 49 
thefts, 22 more than in 1969. Each year, 
four auto thefts were solved. 


IN LESS SERIOUS offenses, bomb 


threats quadrupled, going from three in 
1969 to 12 last year. Drug violations in- 
creased by nearly half, from 26 in 1969 to 
38 in 1970. 


By far the largest increase in minor 


offenses was in runaways. In 1969 only 
four runaways were reported, while 
there were 36 last year. 


Other increases were seen in cases of 


fraud, bad checks, con games, possession 
of stolen property or burglary tools, 
reckless conduct, obstructing justice, 
child neglect, disorderly conduct and 
truancy. Decreases were noted in crimi- 
nal damage to property, sex offenses 
(going from 11 to eight), weapons viola- 
tions, liquor violations and curfew viola- 
tions. 


THE DEPARTMENT MADE 5,562 


traffic arrests last year, and 4,624 in 
1969. Of the 1970 arrests, 133 were for 
driving under the influence of alcohol, or 
27 per cent less than in the previous 
year The most frequent charge was 
speeding, showing up 3,273 times, or 37 
per cent more often than in 1969. 


The village department decreased the 


number of warning traffic tickets given, 
going from 935 in 1969 to 778 in 1970.

OK Special 
Permit For 
Olinkraft 


Despite the threat of a lawsuit by a 


New Yorker, Wheeling's Zoning Board of 
Appeals has recommended that a special 
use permit be granted to the Olinkraft 
plant at 1175 Wheeling Rd. 


If the village board acts favorably on 


the recommendation, Olinkraft will be 
permitted to construct a concrete plat- 
form to store rolls of pnper outside its 
plant. 


The board's unanimous recommenda- 


tion was made Tuesday after Village 
Atty. Paul Hamer told the board if there 
is a suit between Olinkraft (which has a 
35-year lease on the plant) and the prop- 
erty owner, Abraham Pearlman of New 
York, the village would be involved in 
name only. 


THE BOARD voted to allow construc- 


tion of a 10,000 square foot concrete sltib 
for storage of rolls of paper in stacks up 
to 20 feet high. 


The paper is used by the local plant in 


manufacturing of corrugated cardboard 
boxes and shipping containers. 


James McCabe, attorney for Olinkraft 


Inc.. told the zoning board that Pearl- 
man only wanted to stop the slab from 
being built in order to get the company 
to renegotiate the plant lease for a high- 
er rent. 


McCabe said that the local plant has 


been losing money and that it needs the 
outside storage to enable it to expand its 
operation. 


HERB SCHMIEDEKE, general man- 


ager at the plant, explained that because 
of changing economic conditions the 
plant his had to shift from producing 
low-price volume packaging to making a 
full line of packagings to compete in the 
Chicago market. 


The plant, one of the largest in Wheel- 


ing, employs 100 persons, he said. 


Space which had originally been used 


for storage has been converted for equip- 
ment to make new products and thus ad- 
ditional storage space is necessary, 
Schmiedeke said. 


He said the paper rolls which are to be 


stored on the concrete slab are weather 
proof and are wrapped so tightly that 
they cannot be burned. 


AT THE REQUEST of the zoning 


board the company agreed to fence the 
area. The board also recommended a re- 
striction on the ordinance that only rolled 
paper used in construction of corrugated 
products could be stored there. 


Schmiedeke said that the company 


hopes to use the slab later as footing for 
a building addition if Its business im- 
proves. He said that moat corrugated pa- 
per products plants operate hi a similar 
manner. 


The special use permit is necessary be- 


cause outside storage is not permitted in 
the light industrial zoning on the proper- 
ty. 


McCabe explained that the lease be- 


tween the owner and the tenant company 
allows construction of additional build- 
ings on the property provided the addi- 
tions don't injure the original buildings 
and that they basically adhere to the ar- 
chitectural design of the plant. 


In a letter protesting the special use an 


attorney for Pearlman said the owner 
"strenuously objects to the granting of 
the variations and will take all necessary 
steps to prevent such construction in- 
cluding bringing an action for an in- 
junction enjoining the contemplated con- 
struction."

Go To Court Jan. 26 On Horse Issue 


The Village of Wheeling and William 


Simpson will go to court Jan. 26 to settle 
the argument over four horses. 


Simpson, general manager of Mykroy 


Inc., an industrial manufacturing firm, 
at 645 S. Wheeling Rd. says he has a 
right to keep the horses on his property. 
Simpson has been raising and selling 
horses and ponies from the site for al- 
most 20 years. 


But the village board, village attorney, 


and village building and zoning depart- 


ment say the horses are illegal. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer says that 


since Simpson has never had a business 
license that included the selling of .horses 
and since the keeping of horses on the 
property has not been continuous, Sim- 
pson isn't exempt from current laws un- 
der a grandfather clause as he claims. 


VILLAGE ORDINANCES require that 


farm animals such as horses, cows and 
chickens can only be kept on commercial 
farms of more than 10 acres. 


ON MONDAY, the Wheeling Village 


Board reaffirmed its stand that the 
horses must go, despite two letters sub- 
mitted on Simpson's behalf. 


A letter from Atty. William A. Black 


pointed out that none of the adjoining 
property owners object to Simpson's 
horses and that horses are also kept at 
the nearby Evanger Dog and Cat Food 
Co. Inc. 


Black noted that horses have been kept 


on the property for many years before 
the property was annexed to the village. 


A second letter from Earl Lossau,

Urge Denial 
Of Duplex 
Rezoning 


The Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals 


Tuesday recommended by a 5 to 2 vote 
that a rezoning request for a home at 231 
S. Wheeling Ave. be denied by the village 
board. 


Board members who voted for the de- 


nial said that although only one home 
was involved they feared that rezoning 
might set a precedent which would en- 
courage the construction of apartment 
buildings in an area of single-family 
homes. 


The request asked that the home which 


was built as a duplex be rezoned so that 
it can legally be occupied by two sepa- 
rate families. The existing zoning re- 
stricts the home for use by a single fami- 
ly, and the upper portion of the property 
is now vacant. 


OWNERS OF THE property, Roland 


and Wanda Heckenbach, explained to the 
zoning board members that when they 
received the building permit for the du- 
plev in 1948 there was no restriction that 
it be only occupied by one family. 


They submitted a petition signed by 23 


of their neighbors who did not object to 
allowing the bouse to be used as a du- 
plex. 


Zoning board chairman Douglas Oar- 


gill indicated that there are two undeve- 
loped lots in the vicinity which might be 
proposed for an apartment building if the 
Heckenbachs, were granted multiple- 
family zoning. 


Cargill also suggested the possibility 


that a later owner of the Heckenbachs' 
property might raze the existing duplex 
and build an apartment building. The 
Heckenbach's said they planned to sell 
the property. 


Frank Wojek, a board member who fa- 


vored rezoning, said be could not see 
how allowing a home built as a duplex to 
be used as one would be setting a mul- 
tiple-family-zoning precedent in the area. 


RON POTTER, another board mem- 


ber, said be did not think the property 
should come under today's standards. He 
said that since the building existed be- 
fore the village zoning laws it should be 
exempted from the single-family restric- 
tion. 


However, board member Al Martin 


said he feared that if the rezoning wore 
granted "anyone with a house built be- 
fore 1960 could come in and ask to have 
a two-flat" 


Cargill said that there were other du- 


plexes zoned as single-family homes in 
that area of the village. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer agreed that 


the approval of the rezoning could be 
"precedent setting" because, be said, the 
village has always tried in the past to 
eliminate non-conforming uses (such as 
rented apartments over stores) when the 
property is sold.

Teacher Salaries Will Be Revised Again 


in the salaries of teachers with B.A. and 
M.A. degrees. 


Hitzeman told the board that he 


doesn't feel the district can offer its 
teachers more than a 6 or 7 per cent 
increase in their present salaries in 1971- 
72. 


"I don't think we're in a position finan- 


cially to offer them more," he said. 


UNDER ONE proposed schedule, the 


starting salary for a teacher with a B.A. 
degree and no experience would be 
$7,700. The top salary for a teacher with 


a B.A. degree would be $10,000 after 13 
years experience. 


The range for a teacher with a B.A. 


degree and nine additional semester 
hours of college courses would be $7,800 
starting, $10,900 after 15 years experi- 
ence. Starting salary for a teacher with a 
B.A. degree plus 18 semester hours 
would be $7,900, and $11,300 after 17 
years. 


For a teacher with a M.A. degree, 


starting salary would be $8,050 with no 


experience and $11,500 after 17 years ex- 
perience. For teachers with a M.A. de- 
gree plus 15 semester hours, the starting 
salary would be $8,200 and $11,650 after 
17 years experience. 


In the second proposed plan, the start- 


ing salary for teachers with a B.A. de- 
gree and no experience would be $7,800 
and $10,100 after 13 years experience. 


For those with a B.A. degree and nine 


semester hours, the starting salary 
would be $7,900 and $11,000 after 17 years 


of experience. 


TEACHERS WITH a B.A. degree and 


18 semester hours would start at $8,000 
and receive $11,400 after 20 years experi- 
ence. Teachers with a M.A. degree would 
start at $8,150 and receive $11,600 after 
20 years experience. Teachers with a 
M.A. Degree and 15 semester hours 
would start at $8,300 and receive $11,750 


after 20 years experience.

Number One pitcher for the Chicago 
Cubs, comically giving a referee a hard 
time after being called for committing a 
violation so obvious a third grader might 
have buried his head in his hands in die- 
gust. 


And finally there was Paul Popovich, a 


utility mfielder for the Cubs, firing those 
two-handed push shots that went out in 
the 1930s: most of them missing the rim, 
the backboard, the works. 


It was Tuesday night at the Prospect 


High School fieldhouse and members of 
the Chicago Cubs professional baseball 
team were taking on the faculty at Pros- 
pect in a game of basketball.

Continuance 


For the third, but maybe the last time, 


the inquest into the death of Inverness 
resident George W. Jayne was continued 
upon the request of the Palatine police 
yesterday. 


Anthony J. Sciaraffa, deputy coroner, 


said the inquest will be continued, hope- 
fully for the last time, to Feb. 10 at the 
Cook County Morgue Building, Chicago. 


Palatine police made their request on 


advice from the states attorney's office. 
Nicholas Motherway, states attorney, 
said "We are asking that the inquest be 
c o n t i n u e d simply because our in- 
vestigation is not completed." 


Sgt. Eugene Bobinski, one of the first 


officers on the scene the night Jayne, 47, 
was killed, said the police are asking for 
another two or three weeks before mak- 
ing any public testimony. 


' 
Those attending yesterday's hearing in- 


cluded Edward L. S. Arkema, Jayne's at- 
torney. He agreed to the police request 
and said he and the family "were well 
aware of the energetic and full-time in- 
vestigation" state and local authorities 
are waging. 


To date, no witnesses, including Pala- 


tine police, have been subpoenaed. Scia- 
raffa said he hoped the police would be 
ready to testify by, the February inquest. 


Following all testimony, a six-man 


coroner's jury will render a verdict on 
Jayne's death. 


Jayne, 1918 Banbury Lane, Inverness, 


was shot on Oct. 28 in the basement of 
his home. A single bullet was fired 
through a basement window to where 
Jayne was sitting at a card table with 
several members of his family.

I'd like 
to see it catch on here among the people 
with a Mexican heritage," she said. 


HELPING Mexican-Americans accept 


and be proud of their heritage has been a 
lifelong project for Teresa. Next week 
she will begin teaching an evening 
course at Palatine High School to help 
Spanish speaking people study for the 
High School Equivalency Test. 


A word-of-mouth campaign is under 


way in the Mexican-American commu- 
nities in the Northwest suburbs to recruit 
students for the class: "The only way I 
can reach them is to go to the places 
where Mexican-Americans hang out and 
talk about the class," Teresa said, 
in California proudly call themselves. 


"Chicano" is what Mexican-Americans 
High School Dlst 211, which is sponsor- 


ing the class, is contacting employers of 
Mexican-Americans for help in promot- 
ing the class. 


"MY PARENTS were fiercely proud of 


their Mexican background and taught 
my brother and sister and me to also be 
proud We all work in helping Ohicanos 
get ahead, but not by denying our back- 
ground." 


Teresa is married to Jack Bevington, 


whom she met in college in Los Angeles: 
"Because of me we have been prejudiced 


against. My children are also feeling 
prejudice in their Palatine school. I am 
appalled that people around here do not 
realize there is a problem." 


She plans to teach the course in Eng- 


lish but talk in Spanish on specific prob- 
lems students have- "I never studied 
Spanish in school. We spoke it at home 
only." 


The test, which the course prepares 


students to take, is m English: "I find 
the hardest parts for Spanish speaking 
Americans to pass are the reading and 
math sections " 


ONCE A STUDENT passes all five sec- 


tions of the equivalency test, he receives 
a certificate stating he has a general 
educational background similar to that of 
a high school graduate. 


Teresa has been a teacher seven years. 


While living in Denver two years ago, 
she helped begin a program to help in- 
mates of the Denver County JaH study 
for the high school equivalency test. 


"When we started the program, one 


woman finished and got her certificate. 
Now almost half the class finishes with a 
high school equivalency certificate." 


TERESA FEELS adult education pro- 


grams will help her suburban Chicano 
friends: "You have to give them a feel- 
ing of self worth. I really hope this pro- 
gram will help."

ary change, 12 letters both for and 
against the change, and two petitions one 
from 40 Fremd High School students who 
want to attend Rolling Meadows High 
School and one from 24 of the 27 up- 
coming seniors possibly affected by the 
change — were sent to the board this 
week. 


IF THE CITY of Rolling Meadows and 


the two high school districts cannot come 
to agreement on tuition for the 27 se- 
niors, the students will be bused to For- 
est View High School where 29 Rolling 
Meadows high school students in Dist 
214 will be next year Rolling Meadows 
High School will not have a senior class 
until the fall of 1972. 


"I would like to welcome our new resi- 


dents to Dist. 214 and I am sure the two 
school districts will be able to work out 
implementing the boundary change" 
Richard Bachhuber, Dist. 214 school 
board president, said. 


The two high school districts have yet 


to work out which district will assume 
the bonded indebtedness of the area 
being disannexed from Dist. 211 and an- 
nexed to Dist. 214, the tax structure so 
that Dist. 214 will receive taxes from the 
area, and which district will receive 
state aid for the seniors who might re- 
main at Fremd High School. 


have specific steps they may follow if 
they have a grievance, First they may 
take their problem to the school princi- 
pal. If they are not satisfied with the 
first step, they may go to the district 
superintendent and finally to the school 
board According to Gerald McGovern, 
principal of the Douglas MacArthur Ju- 
nior High School, "the procedure stops 
short of guaranteeing the teacher his 
grievance will be corrected to his satis- 
faction " 


ANOTHER PART of the agreement 


says that if an impasse is reached in ne- 
gotiations between the teachers and the 
school board, outside mediators will be 
brought in In this case, a third party 
would review the proposals of both nego- 
tiating teams If the impasse is still not 
resolved, a "fact finder" may be brought 
in That person wquld review the propos- 
als and then make specific recommenda- 
tions. 


Neither the actions of the mediator or 


the fact finder will be binding. The 
teachers and school board may consider 
the opinions of the third parties, but they 
do not have to follow them. 


The main focus of negotiations under 


the new agreement will be the merit sys- 
tem of teacher compensation, according 
to school officials. Under the merit sys- 
tem, teachers receive a cost of living in- 
crease and a merit increase. This year 
the cost of living increase equaled 6.3 per 
cent of the teachers' base pay. Teachers 
rated "superior" also receievd $600. 
"Above average" teachers received $400, 
and "competent" teachers received $200. 
Below-average teachers were asked to 
leave the district. 


This is the first year the merit system 


has been used in the district. The district 
is the only one in the Northwest subur- 
ban area that uses the system in deter- 
mining salary hikes. In the past the dis- 
trict used the step system in which 
teachers' salaries were increased accord- 
ing to their experience. 


IN 1968 THE TEACHERS and the 


school board signed a contract providing 
for the merit system during the 1970-71 
and 1971-72 school years. The contract 
does not extend over the 1972-73 school 
year, which will be the subject of nego- 
tiations under the new agreement. 


If the teachers and school board decide 


during the negotiations next fall that the 
merit system is unsatisfactory, the con- 
tract may not be renewed. 


During the summer of 1970 the teach- 


ers expressed dissatisfaction 
with the 


merit system According to Bates, this 
dissatisfaction was based on the amount 
of the merit increases and not flic sys- 
tem itself. Now, he said most of the 
teachers are satisfied with the increases 
and the system. 


Formal negotiations in Dist. 23 began 


in 1967, soon after the teachers' group 
was organized. In the spring of 1968, a 
mutual agreement was signed by the two 
parties, which soon led to the formula- 
tion of an evaluation instrument. The in- 
strument, which is annually revised, lists 
criteria by which teachers are evaluated. 
The present merit system Is an out- 
growth of the first evaluation instrument, 
according to school officials.

Major Hospital in Shelbyville, Ind., Tues- 
day following her recovery from internal 
injuries sustained in the Jan. 3 automo- 
bile accident. At one time she was in 
critical condition 


The accident occurred on Interstate 74, 


near Shelbyville, when the Elk Grove 
Village family was returning from a holi- 
day trip to see relatives in Claiborne 
County, Tenn. Also killed in the accident 
were three women in another car. 


In a telephone conversation with her 


aunt and grandmother yesterday, they 
said the girl was doing fine.

Thompson Undecided On Fire Dept. 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Donald 


Thompson said yesterday he is unde- 
cided about the formation of a municipal 
fire department. 


The village board is in the process of 


studying the feasibility of organizing a 
municipal department that would cover 
all areas of the village. Currently, the 
homes north of Checker Road are pro- 
tected by the Long Grove Rural Fire 
Protection District. 


A report on the cost of forming and 


operating an all-village department will 
be presented at next Monday's village 
board meeting. 


"The concept is a good idea. The prob- 


lem is the cost. The people have in- 


dicated that they don't want to pay for 
good fire protection and a rough estimate 
'is that it would cost aobut $75,000 more 
to have a municipal 
department," 


Thompson said. 


Thompson was referring to a referen- 


dum approved by 60 homeowners dis-an- 
nexing their homes from the Wheeling 
fire district and joining the Long Grove 
Rural Fire Protection District. The tax 
rate in the Long Grove district is half of 
the Wheeling rate. 


"The final decision will be made when 


all the facts are known," Thompson said. 
"It has become an emotional issue. 
There 
are personality conflicts in- 


volved."

THE BUFFALO GROVE Fire Depart- 


ment serves all areas of the village south 
of Checker Road. The section north of 
Checker Road is in the Long Grove Rur- 
al Fire Protection District and is served 
by the Long Grove Fire Department 
from a station in Long Grove. 


The Buffalo Grove Department is a 


private non-profit organization which re- 


ceives money for its operation from a 
tax the Wheeling Township^ Rural Fire 
Protection District levies on village resi- 
dents. 


If a municipal fire department is 


formed, a station in Lake County might 
be needed to handle fires now fought by 
Long Grove firemen, Winter said. 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board is 


currently studying the feasibility of 


forming a municipal department. This 
would mean one fire department would 
serve all areas within the village limits. 


The board has received two reports 


recommending a municipal department 
be organized but neither report esti- 
mated the amount of money that would 
be needed to establish such a depart- 
ment. Trustee Robert Gleeson is study- 
ing the costs involved in organizing and 
maintaining a municipal department and 
will report to the board at next Monday's 
meeting. 


WINTER SAID HIS department is op- 


erating on a $48,000 budget this year and 
estimated that next year's budget would 
jump to $125,000. "The reason for the in- 
crease is that we want to hire three full- 
time men for a day shift, because most 
of the volunteer men are out of town and 
working during the day," the chief said. 


"We are going to ask for that much 


and hope we can get it from the Wheel- 
ing fire district," be added. 


Winter said he conditionally favors the 


formation of a municipal department. "I 
support it to the point that the whole vil- 
lage is protected by one department 
from the same place. That is the only 
advantage I can see in it. If someone 
would point out other advantages I would 
be glad to listen, but so far, I haven't 
heard any." 


See Capacity 
Enrollment 
By Next Year 


Despite the opening of Willow Grove 


School in Buffalo Grove next month, ca- 
pacity enrollment can be expected in 
Dist. 96 by "the middle or end of next 
year," according to Supt. William Hitze- 
man. 


The district can absorb only 366 addi- 


tional students before a third school or 
double shifts will be necessary, he in- 
dicated. 


Hitzeman presented figures at Mon- 


day's school board meeting which in- 
dicated enrollment in Dist. 96 has grown 
by 20 students from Dec. 14 to Jan. 11. 
Total enrollment is now 804. 


The school district has been on double • 


shifts since September, a situation which 
will terminate with the opening of Willow 
Grove next month. 


Following a one-hour executive session, 


Board Pres. Arthur Edmunds said the 
board has instructed Hitzeman to study 
the situation and make a recommenda- 
tion to the board in the near future. 
"The situation is complicated because 
no court date has been set on the retrial 
of the condemnation suit the district filed 
last year against the building firm of 
Levitt and Sons, Inc. The court has not 
decided whether to accept or reject Lev- 
itt's appeal of the retrial decision. 


THE DISTRICT condemned IS acres of 


land in the Strathmore section of Buffalo 
Grove for a third school site. Following a 
jury trial last summer, the jury deter- 
mined that the land was worth $350,000, 
considerably more than Dist. 96 had in- 
dicated it could pay. 


However, the district won a new trial 


of the case. 


Hitzeman said yesterday that the dis- 


trict has anticipated the enrollment in- 
crease. 


"We had hoped our condemnation suit 


would be settled by this time. We will 
have to come up with an alternative plan 
(for obtaining a third school site)," he 


Building Pace 
Is Disputed 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Donald 


Thompson yesterday disputed school 
Supt. William Hitzeman's statement that 
building in the Strathmore subdivision 
has resumed at a rapid pace. 


Hitzeman, superintendent for School 


Dist. 96, said at a school board meeting 
Monday that the increased building in 
Strathmore may force Dist. 96 schools to 
operate on double shifts, unless a new 
school is built. 


"Our figures show that Levitt (the de- 


velopers of Strathmore) have built 158 
homes in the last six months, based on 
the number of requests the building de- 
partment has received for occupancy 
permits. That's about 25 homes per 
month. They have laid off half of their 
work force," Thompson said. 


"There are houses standing empty 


they can't even sell," he added. 


said. "I hope to present another plan at 
the next school board meeting." 


Hitzeman said enrollment has grown 


more rapidly in the district in the past 
month than in the preceidng few 
months. 


He attributed this mainly to the devel- 


opment of the Strathmore subdivision. 


In the figures Hitzeman presented to 


the board Monday, he indicated Willow 
Grove School could handle 625 students 
in kindergarten through fifth grade if 
class size was limited to 25 students. He 
reported that presently the district al- 
ready has 569 students in these grades, 
allowing an increase at Willow Grove of 
only 56 more students.

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Teacher Salaries Will Be Revised Again 


Two alternative 1971-72 salary sched- 


ules were presented to the Dist. 96 school 
board Monday by Supt. William Hitze- 
man. 


However, after board discussion, the 


proposed schedules were returned to Hit- 
zeman for revision. 


Several board members commented 


that a schedule should be devised to al- 
low teachers to receive the maximum 
salai-y in fewer number of years, and 
that there should be a greater difference 


in the salaries of teachers with B A. and 
M.A. degrees. 


Hitzeman told the board that he 


doesn't feel the district can offer its 
teachers more than a 6 or 7 per cent 
increase ivthetr present salaries in 1971- 
72 


"I don't think we're in a position finan- 


cially to offer them more," he said 


UNDER ONE proposed schedule, the 


starting salary for a teacher with a B A. 
degree and no experience would be 
$7,700. The top salary for a teacher with 


a B.A. degree would be $10,000 after 13 
years experience. 


The range for a teacher with a B.A. 


degree and nine additional semester 
hours of college courses would be $7,800 
starting, $10,900 after 15 years experi- 
ence. Starting salary for a teacher with a 
B.A. degree plus 18 semester hours 
would be $7,900, and $11,300 after 17 
years. 


For a teacher with a M.A. degree, 


starting salary would be $8,050 with no 


experience and $11,500 after 17 years ex- 
perience. For teachers with a M.A. de- 
gree plus 15 semester hours, the starting 
salary would be $8,200 and $11,650 after 
17 years experience. 


In the second proposed plan, the start- 


ing salary for teachers with a B.A. de- 
gree and no experience would be $7,800 
and $10,100 after 13 years experience. 


For those with a B.A. degree and nine 


semester hours, the starting salary 
would be $7,900 and $11,000 after 17 years 


of experience. 


TEACHERS WITH a B.A degree and 


18 semester hours would start at $8,000 
and receive $11,400 after 20 years experi- 
ence. Teachers with a M.A. degree would 
start at $8,150 and receive $11,600 after 
20 years experience. Teachers with a 
M.A. Degree and 15 semester hours 
would start at $8,300 and receive $11,750 


after 20 years experience. 


Hitzeman said he would like to start a 


district-sponsored insurance program in 
Dist. 96 in 1971-72. He said he is now 
Investigating types of insurance pro- 
grams offered in other local school dis- 
tricts and will present a proposal for a 
Dist. 96 insurance program to the board 
in the near future. 


Eye Civil Defense Group 


Buffalo Grove officials are considering 


establishing a civil defense commission 
instead of naming a new civil defense 
director, according to Donald Thompson, 
village president. 


Thompson said the idea was presented 


at Monday night's executive session of 
the village board, called to screen appli- 
cants for the civil defense director's job. 


"All of the applicants were so strong, 


it occurred that it would be desirable to 
have all of them working on civil de- 
fense," Thompson said. 


"We checked it out with our attorney 


and he said it would be legal to form a 
commission," he added. 


The village board still has to interview 


two more applicants for the position at 
next Monday's board meeting. No formal 
proposal to form a commission will be 
made until after all applicants have been 
Grant Third 
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considered, Thompson said. 


Under the commission arrangement, 


according to Thompson, the village 
board would appoint commissioners, who 
would in turn select a civil defense direc- 
tor among themselves. 


THOMPSON POINTED out the advan- 


tages of having a civil defense commis- 
sion rather than a single civfl defense 
director. 


"With a commission, the members 


could work in a liaison capacity with in- 
dividual village departments. For in- 
stance, one man could act a liaison with 
the fire department. Another could work 
with the police department, and a third 
with the public works department," he 
said. 


"That way we could use all of the 


available abilities of citizens in civil de- 
fense, instead of selecting one man and 
letting the other knowledgeable people 
go."Buffalo Grove has been without a civil 
defense director since last June when 
Viillage Mgr.

To date, no witnesses, including Pala- 


tine police, have been subpoenaed. Scia- 
raffa said he hoped the police would be 
ready to testify by the February inquest. 


Following all testimony, a six-man 


coroner's jury will render a verdict on 
Jayne's death. 


Jayne, 1918 Banbury Lane, Inverness, 


was shot on Oct. 28 in the basement of 
his home. A single bullet was fired 
through a basement window to where 
Jayne was sitting at a card table with 
several members of his family.

Palatine became part of a large-scale 


mutual aid plan among Northwest subur- 
ban fire departments

proved mutual aid association among 
some 15 neighboring communities on the 
request of Orville Helms, village Fire 
Chief. 


The agreement establishes a relatively 


automatic system whereby neighboring 
communities will respond to backup or 
assist each other in fighting major fires, 
said Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun. 


Other fire departments participating in 


the program include Des Plaines, Mount 
Prospect, 
Arlington Heights, Rolling 


Meadows, Elk Grove Village, Wheeling, 
B u f f a l o Grove, Hoffman Estates, 
Schaumburg, 
Prospect 
Heights and 


North Maine. 


"THE MUTUAL AID agreement will 


apply only in circumstances of a major 
event tying up the local fire department 
and will not involve routine calls," Braun 
said.

Under the new system, a box alarm 


system with specific codes will be set up 
in Palatine to make the call to their 
towns a faster, more efficient process.

Accountability. It's a big and impor- 


tant word to most school districts right 
now. 


Being accountable to the students in a 


district means responding to the individ- 
ual educational needs of each student. In 
Elementary School Dist. 15, accountabili- 
ty has been demonstrated for years 
through its special education and psycho- 
logical services program. 


"We're trying to give every child equal 


opportunity to achieve up to his poten- 
tial," Arnold DeGuisne, Dist. 15 psy- 
chologist and director of the special edu- 
cation program, said. 


Through psychological and intelligence 


testing, students in Dist. 15 can be placed 
into different groups according to their 
levels of ability. On this smaller group 
level, where the children's needs are 
similar, instruction 
by a 
specially 


trained teacher becomes more mean- 
ingful to each student. 


THERE ARE A vast number of cate- 


gories that fall under the classification of 
special education, varying from the mal- 
adjusted to the physically handicapped. 


"It's the question of degree that causes 


a problem when categorizing students," 
DeGuisne said. Although physical handi- 
caps can be pretty clearly defined and 
dealt with, emotional problems that have 
an effect on a child's ability to learn are 
often variable and more difficult to de- 
termine. 


After sufficient physical, neurological 


and intellectual testing is given a child, 
he is placed in a particular classroom 
situation. Dist. 15 provides special in- 
struction to students with physical handi- 
caps, such as those that are hard of 
hearing, partially sighted, deaf or blind. 


Expensive programs for 
Educable 


Mentally Handicapped students are also 
offered by the district. Much of the .EMH 
instruction is handled in what DeGuisne 
calls "self-contained classrooms," in 
which the EMH students receive daily in- 
struction in the same environment with- 
out having to transfer from room to 
room or building to building. 


A LARGE NUMBER of special educa- 


tion students fall into the learning dis- 
abilities category, in which children with 
certain perceptual handicaps or social 
and emotional problems receive special 
daily instruction. 


Resource rooms outside of the regular 


classrooms have been set up in eight of 
the 17 Dist. 15 schools. In individual daily 
sessions, students with less severe learn- 
ing disorders are taken out of their regu- 
lar classrooms for supplemental instruc- 
tion. These resource room sessions help 
a child keep up with his regular class- 
room load and fellow students. 


DeGuisne estimated there are some 250 


children currently enrolled in actual spe- 
cial education classes in Dist. 15. How- 
ever, the program is more far reaching. 
Between 700 and 800 childrcen each 
school year regularly visit speech cor- 
rectionists to overcome speech problems 
that often stem from psychological prob- 
lems rather than physical defects. 


Another 600 students a year are given 


diagnostic testing on the request of their 
classroom teachers or school principals, 
DeGuisne said. This testing provides a 
basis for interpretation of certain social 
or learning problems that have become 
apparent during the school year. 


A staff of 40 teachers and psychologists 


handle the special education program 
this school year, although DeGuisne said 
the staff should increase to over 50 for 


1971-972. Since the program began in 
1961, it has been undergoing a gradual 
expansion, with a heavy increase in ser- 
vices going into effect when DeGuisne 
took over the operation in 1967. 


Although Dist. 15 is self-sufficient in 


providing instruction to students in many 
special education categories, there are 
certain areas of low incidence for which 
the district itself does not provide in- 
struction. 


However, the district does participate 


in the Northwest Suburban Special Edu- 
cation Organization, a cooperative of lo- 
cal school districts, which helps place 
children with low incidence problems, 
such as multiple handicaps, in programs 
outside the district. 


"Permanence and centralization is ex- 


tremely important to the success of a 
special education program," DeGuisne 
said. The less students are transported 
from school to school, the stronger the 
educational impact will be. 


If anything, the addition represents a 


genuine concern for the unique educa- 
tional problems of handicapped students 
and should be a definite step towards 
continued expansion of a strongly needed 
program.

Tax Vote: June?

Will the proposed mental health refer- 


1 endum be held on Feb 20 as requested 


by the four-township mental health steer- 
ing committee? 


If the problems concerning precincts 


> are not cleared up by the end of the 
. month, the referendum's date may be 
. postponed. 


Somewhere, somebody found a legal 


reference to the number of polling places 
that are to be in service during each 
election The number is the same re- 
quired for a Presidential election. 


However, there is a big difference be- 


tween electing a president and voting for 
a new tax levy For one thing, there is 
more interest in electing a president 
among the people A lower expected vot- 
er turnout would require fewer polling 
places 


ALSO. THERE is a money problem. 


Whiel the four townships involved In the 
r e f e r e n d u m (Palatine, Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg and Wheeling) have many 
precincts, they do not all have enough 
money to man all of them with judges. 


Palatine and Wheeling townships are 


two townstvps that are low on funds 
With their tesal years ending around the 
April Town meetmgs, funds are harder 
to come by. 


Palatine Township, after losing their 


tax surplus last year, had tight budget 
this year An unexpected drain of the 
general assistance fund has already 
created some problems. Paying 210 judg- 
es to man 42 precinct polling places 
would really put a drain on township fi- 
nances 


So. the township wants to have only a 


few precincts The township could afford 
30 judges better than 210 


Volunteer judges have also been sug- 


gested However, who will volunteer to 
spend an entire Saturday from sunrise to 
late evening to watch a polling place? 
Volunteers would be harder to come by 
than paid judges, especially with only 40 
da>s notice from the mental health steer- 
ing committee 


KEN DOUCAN. executive director of 


referendum publicity, has stated the vote 
must take place on Feb 20 Any time 
else would create a conflict with other 
referendums, elections and tax pay- 
ments

Prospect Heights has a grade school 


referendum on Feb. 6 while Arlington 
Heights has a referendum set for March 
13 This precludes most of these two 
months. In April, village boards, school 
boards, library boards, park boards and 
what-have-you boards will be elected. In- 
come tax will be collected April 15 and 
the property tax will be collected a 
month later. 


In all, with the possible exception of 


March 27, the referendum could not be 
held until June, if one is to believe the 
mental health steering committee. 


Their request grants little flexibility to 


the townships with their precinct prob- 
lems. They can either rush for Feb. 20 or 
wait until June. 
"THIS SITUATION may be a creation of 
t h e steering committee's 
misunder- 


standing of how townships set up elec- 
tions. They may not have realized the 
precinct problem, the costs involved, or 
even the time involved. 


Rushing to a referendum may not only 


create extra problems for the townships, 
but a problem for those who will vote on 
the matter Feb. 20, if it is held then. 


The announcement of the referendum 


may come so fast, many people may 
miss it completely. They will not turn out 
to vote and those who would want to op- 
pose the new tax may have an easy time 
defeating it 


Realizing the program recommended 


by the committee is good and a long time 
in coming, and that a 10 cent on $100 tax 
assessment isn't high, the committee 
should have given the townships more 
room to maneuver. 


If the referendum is postponed, it will 


be this situation that will be the cause.

Jayne Inquest Continued Again 


For the third, but maybe the last time, 


the inquest into the death of Inverness 
resident George W. Jayne was continued 
upon the request of the Palatine police 
yesterday.

said the inquest will be continued, hope- 
fully for the last time, to Feb. 10 at the 
Cook County Morgue Building, Chicago. 


Palatine police made their request on 


advice from the states attorney's office. 
Nicholas Motherway, states attorney, 
said "We are asking that the inquest be 
c o n t i n u e d simply because our in- 


vestigation is not completed." 


Sgt Eugene Bobinski, one of the first 


officers on the scene the night Jayne, 47, 
was killed, said the police are asking for 
another two or three weeks before mak- 
ing any public testimony. 


Those attending yesterday's hearing in- 


cluded Edward L. S. Arkema, Jayne's at- 
torney. He agreed to the police request 
and said he and the family "were well 
aware of the energetic and full-time in- 
vestigation" state and local authorities 


are waging. 


To date, no witnesses, including Pala- 


tine police, have been subpoenaed. Scia- 
raffa said be hoped the police would be 
ready to testify by the February inquest. 


Following all testimony, a six-man 


coroner's jury will render a verdict on 
Jayne's death. 


Jayne, 1918 Banbury Lane, Inverness, 


was shot on Oct. 28 in the basement of 
his home. A single bullet was fired 
through a basement window to where 


Jayne was sitting at a card table with 
several members of his family. 


Robert Centner, Palatine police chief, 


said the investigation is "closing in." So 
far two suspects have been arrested af- 
ter the Cook County grand jury indicted 
them for trying to influence the testi- 
mony of a grand jury witness. 


Melvm Adams, 37, and Miss Patricia 


Farmer, 24, 14817 S. Kedzie, Posen, are 
scheduled to appear in criminal court on 
Jan 28 for a hearing on these charges. 


Police structure Council Raps Health Unit 
Change Is Coming 


The structure of the Rolling Meadows 


police department will be changed Feb. 
15, according to a resolution passed by 
city council. 


The resolution provides for two lieuten- 


ants, three sergeants, four corporals and 
16 patrolmen, along with the chief of po- 
lice. Presently the police department is 
operating with a chief of police, one cap- 
tain, a vacant lieutenant's position, four 
sergeants, and 20 patrolmen. 


Case recommended to the city license, 


police and health committee that the cor- 
poral position be a line officer's position 
on the street, when the sergeant is not 
around. 


The Rolling Meadows city council 


agenda allocates 20 minutes for the au- 
dience to speak at each council meeting. 
The 20-minute time limit was extended to 
over an hour Tuesday.

City alderman fired questions at K E.

Ian voiced displeasure at the number of 
Rolling Meadows residents on the seven 
m e m b e r Palatine Township Mental 
Health board of directors. Only one Roll- 


ing Meadows resident is a member of 
that board Council members said 40 per 
cent of the township population is in the 
city and that about 40 per cent of the 
members of the board should be Rolling 
Meadows residents. 


MAYOR ROLAND MEYER asked 


whether politics would play a part in the 
mental health services, if the township 
runs the program. Meyer also said the 
township may "dry up" in a few years 
and asked what would then happen to the 
program. 


Dougan answered both questions and 


stated that "we hitched ourselves to the 
townships only because state law re- 
quires us to." If the townships dry up, 
Dougan said the legislature will provide 


\ 


another entity to take its place, accord- 
ing to his reports from state officials. He 
said there should be no politics because 
the mental health agencies will have a 
majority of members on the board. But 
he also said the township board of audi- 
tors, not the township mental health 
boards, will make the mental health 
levy. 


Meyer also questioned the adminis- 


trative costs of the mental health boards. 
Dougaw said there would only be a 
three-member paid staff. 


ALD. SCANLAN said he wasn't satis- 


fied with a present township group and 
sited the Palatine Township Youth Com- 
mission as a "group that does not believe 
in records and does not keep them." 


Martin Pratt, a member of the Pala- 


tine Township Mental Health Board, 
spoke near the end and said he would 
step down himself and let a Rolling 
Meadows resident take a seat on the 
board to "get the good will of the city" 
toward the mental health referendum. 


Nicholas Schmidt, a member of the 


city mental health committee, said that 
there had been a lack of communications 
between the city and the township. But 
he said, "I would like to see us get be- 
hind this thing."

ground " 


Teresa is married to Jack Bevington, 


whom she met in college in Los Angeles: 
"Because of me we have been prejudiced 


against. My children are also feeling 
prejudice in their Palatine school. I am 
appalled that people around here do not 
realize there is a problem." 


She plans to teach the course in Eng- 


lish but talk in Spanish on specific prob- 
lems students have: "I never studied 
Spanish m school. We spoke it at home 
only." 


The test, which the course prepares 


students to take, is in English: "I find 
the hardest parts for Spanish speaking 
Americans to pass are the reading and 
math sections " 


ONCE A STUDENT passes all five sec- 


tions of the equivalency test, he receives 
a certificate stating he has a general 
educational background similar to that of 
a high school graduate. 


Teresa has been a teacher seven years 


While living in Denver two years ago, 
she helped begin a program to help in- 
mates of the Denver County Jail study 
for the high school equivalency test. 


"When we started the program, one 


woman finished and got her certificate. 
Now almost half the class finishes with a 
high school equivalency certificate." 


TERESA FEELS adult education pro- 


grams will help her suburban Chicano 
friends: "You have to give them a feel- 
ing of self worth. I really hope this pro- 
gram will help."

The present salary was raised from

In comparison to surrounding commu- 


nities. Rolling Meadows pays the best for 
the number one elected position, al- 
though most communities call their top 
elected post the village president. Arling- 
ton Heights pays $2,000 a year salary to 
their village president Mount Prospect 
and Palatine also pay $2,000 a year.

Dist. 15 Geared To Individuals

Accountability. It's a big and impor- 


tant word to most school districts right 
now. 


Being accountable to the students in a 


district means responding to the individ- 
ual educational needs of each student In 
Elementary School Dist. 15, accountabili- 
ty has been demonstrated for years 
through its special education and psycho- 
logical services program 


"We're trying to give every child equal 


opportunity to achieve up to his poten- 
tial," Arnold DeGuisne, Dist, 15 psy- 
chologist and director of the special edu- 
cation program, said 


Through psychological and intelligence 


testing, students in Dist. 15 can be placed 
into different groups according to their 
levels of ability. On this smaller group 
level, where the children's needs are 
similar, 
instruction by a specially 


trained teacher becomes more mean- 
ingful to each student. 


THERE ARE A vast number of cate- 


gories that fall under the classification of 
special education, varying from the mal- 
adjusted to the physically handicapped. 


"It's the question of degree that causes 


a problem when categorizing students," 
DeGuisne said Although physical handi- 
caps can be pretty clearly defined and 
dealt with, emotional problems that have 
an effect on a child's ability to learn are 
often variable and more difficult to de- 
termine 


After sufficient physical, neurological 


and intellectual testing is given a child, 
he is placed in a particular classroom 
situation. Dist. 15 provides special in- 
struction to students with physical handi- 
caps, such as those that are hard of 
hearing, partially sighted, deaf or blind. 


Expensive 
programs for 
Educable 


Mentally Handicapped students are also 
offered by the district. Much of the EMH 
instruction is handled in what DeGuisne 
calls "self-contained classrooms," in 
which the EMH students receive daily in- 
struction in the same environment with- 
out having to transfer from room to 
room or building to building. 


A LARGE NUMBER of special educa- 


tion students fall into the learning dis- 
abilities category, in which children with 
certain perceptual handicaps or social 
and emotional problems receive special 
daily instruction. 


Resource rooms outside of the regular 


classrooms have been set up in eight of 
the 17 Dist 15 schools. In individual daily 
sessions, students with less severe learn- 
ing disorders are taken out of their regu- 
lar classrooms for supplemental instrut- 
tion These resource room sessions help 
a child keep up with his regular class- 
room load and fellow students 


DeGuisne estimated there are some 250 


children currently enrolled in actual spe- 
cial education classes in Dist. 15. How- 
ever, the program is more far reaching. 
Between 700 and 800 childrcen each 
school year regularly visit speech cor- 
rectionists to overcome speech problems 
that often stem from psychological prob- 
lems rather than physical defects 


Another 600 students a year are given 


diagnostic testing on the request of their 
classroom teachers or school principals, 
DeGuisne said. This testing provides a 
basis for interpretation of certain social 
or learning problems that have become 
apparent during the school year 


A staff of 40 teachers and psychologists 


handle the special education program 
this school year, although DeGuisne said 
the staff should increase to over 50 for 


1971-972. Since the program began in 
1961, it has been undergoing a gradual 
expansion, with a heavy increase in ser- 
vices going into effect when DeGuisne 
took over the operation in 1967 


Although Dist 15 is self-sufficient in 


providing instruction to students in many 
special education categories, there are 
certain areas of low incidence for which 
the district itself does not provide in- 
struction 


However, the district does participate 


in the Northwest Suburban Special Edu- 
cation Organization, a cooperative of lo- 
cal school districts, which helps place 
children with low incidence problems 
such as multiple handicaps, in programs 
outside the district 


"Permanence and centralization is ex- 


tremely important to the success of a 
special education program," DeGuisne 
said The less students are transported 
from school to school, the stronger the 
educational impact will be 


If anything, the addition represents a 


genuine concern for the unique educa- 
tional -problems of handicapped students 
and should be a definite step towards 
continued expansion of a strongly needed 
program.

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Jayne Inquest Continued Again

Will the proposed mental health refer- 


endum be held on Feb. 20 as requested 
by the four-township mental health steer- 
ing committee9 


If the problems concerning precincts 


are not cleared up by the end of the 
month, the referendum's date may be 
postponed. 


Somewhere, somebody found a legal 


reference to the number of polling places 
that are to be in service during each 
election. The number is the same re- 
quired for a Presidential election. 


However, there is a big difference be- 


tween electing a president and voting for 
a new tax levy. For one thing, there is 
more interest in electing a president 
among the people. A lower expected vot- 
er turnout would require fewer polling 
places. 


ALSO. THERE is a money problem. 


Whiel the four townships involved in the 
r e f e r e n d u m (Palatine, Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg and Wheeling) have many 
precincts, they do not all have enough 
money to man all of them with judges. 


Palatine and Wheeling townships are 


two townships that are low on funds. 
With their fiscal years ending around the 
April Town meetings, funds are harder 
to come by. 


Palatine Township, aftor losing their 


tax surplus last year, had tight budget 
this year. An unexpected drain of the 
general assistance 
fund has 
already 


created some problems. Paying 210 judg- 
es to man 42 precinct polling places 
would really put a drain on township fi- 
nances. 


So, the township wants to have only a 


few precincts. The township could afford 
30 judges better than 210. 


Volunteer judges have also been sug- 


gested. However, who will volunteer to 
spend an entire Saturday from sunrise to 
late evening to watch a polling place? 
Volunteers would be harder to come by 
than paid judges, especially with only 40 
days notice from the mental health steer- 
ing committee. 


KEN DOUGAN. executive director of 


referendum publicity, has stated the vote 
must take place on Feb. 20. Any time 
else would create a conflict with other 
referendums, elections and tax pay- 
ments.

Prospect Heights has a grade school 


referendum on Feb. 6 while Arlington 
Heights has a referendum set for March 
13. This precludes most of these two 
months. In April, village boards, school 
boards, library boards, park boards and 
what-have-you boards will be elected. In- 
come tax will be collected April 15 and 
the property tax will be collected a 
month later. 


In all, with the possible exception of 


March 27, the referendum could not be 
held until June, if one is to believe the 
mental health steering committee. 


Their request grants little flexibility to 


the townships with their precinct prob- 
lems. They can either rush for Feb. 20 or 
wait until June. 


THIS SITUATION may be a creation of 


the 
steering committee's 
misunder- 


standing of how townships set up elec- 
tions. They may not have realized the 
precinct problem, the costs involved, or 
even the time involved. 


Rushing to a referendum may not only 


create extra problems for the townships, 
but a problem for those who will vote on 
the matter Feb. 20, if it is held then. 


The announcement of the referendum 


may come so fast, many people may 
miss it completely. They will not turn out 
to vote and those who would want to op- 
pose the new tax may have an easy time 
defeating it. 


Realizing the program recommended 


by the committee is good and a long time 
in coming, and that a 10 cent on $100 tax 
assessment isn't high, the committee 
should have given the townships more 
room to maneuver. 


If the referendum is postponed, it will 


be this situation that will be the cause.

upon the request of the Palatine police 
yesterday. 


Anthony J. Sciaraffa, deputy coroner, 


said the inquest will be continued, hope- 
fully for the last time, to Feb. 10 at the 
Cook County Morgue Building, Chicago. 


Palatine police made their request on 


advice from the states attorney's office. 
Nicholas Motherway, states attorney, 
said "We are asking that the inquest be 
c o n t i n u e d simply because our in- 


vestigation is not completed." 


Sgt. Eugene Bobinski, one of the first 


officers on the scene the night Jayne, 47, 
was killed, said the police are asking for 
another two or three weeks before mak- 
ing any public testimony. 


Those attending yesterday's hearing in- 


cluded Edward L. S. Arkema, Jayne's at- 
torney. He agreed to the police request 
and said he and the family "were well 
aware of the energetic and full-time in- 
vestigation" state and local authorities 


are waging. 


To date, no witnesses, including Pala- 


tine police, have been subpoenaed. Scia- 
raffa said he hoped the police would be 
ready to testify by the February inquest. 


Following all testimony, a six-man 


coroner's jury will render a verdict on 
Jayne's death. 


Jayne, 1918 Banbury Lane, Inverness, 


was shot on Oct. 28 in the basement of 
his home. A single bullet was fired 
through a basement window to where 


Jayne was sitting at a card table with 
several members of his family. 


Robert Centner, Palatine police chief, 


said the investigation is "closing in." So 
far two suspects have been arrested af- 
ter the Cook County grand jury indicted 
them for trying to influence the testi- 
mony of a grand jury witness. 


Melvin Adams, 37, and Miss Patricia 


Farmer, 24, 14817 S. Kedzie, Posen, are 
scheduled to appear in criminal court on 
Jan. 28 for a hearing on these charges. 


Police structure Council Raps Health Unit 
Change Is Coming 


The structure of the Rolling Meadows 


police department will be changed Feb. 
15, according to a resolution passed by 
city council. 


The resolution provides for two lieuten- 


ants, three sergeants, four corporals and 
16 patrolmen, along with the chief of po- 
lice. Presently the police department is 
operating with a chief of police, one cap- 
tain, a vacant lieutenant's position, four 
sergeants, and 20 patrolmen. 


Case recommended to the city license, 


police and health committee that the cor- 
poral position be a line officer's position 
on the street, when the sergeant is not 
around. 


The Rolling Meadows city council 


agenda allocates 20 minutes for the au- 
dience to speak at each council meeting.

that board. Council members said 40 per 
cent of the township population is in the 
city and that about 40 per cent of the 
members of the board should be Rolling 
Meadows residents. 


MAYOR 
ROLAND MEYER asked 


whether politics would play a part in the 
mental health services, if the township 
runs the program. Meyer also said the 
township may "dry up" in a few years 
and asked what would then happen to the 
program. 


Dougan answered both questions and 


stated that "we hitched ourselves to the 
townships only because state law re- 
quires us to." If the townships dry up, 
Dougan said the legislature will provide 


another entity to take its place, accord- 
ing to his reports from state officials. He 
said there should be no politics because 
the mental health agencies will have a 
majority of members on the board. But 
be also said the township board of audi- 
tors, not the township mental health 
boards, will make the mental health 
levy. 


Meyer also questioned the adminis- 


trative costs of the mental health boards. 
Dougaw said there would only be a 
three-member paid staff. 


ALD. SCANLAN said he wasn't satis- 


fied with a present township group and 
sited the Palatine Township Youth Com- 
mission as a "group that does not believe 
in records and does not keep them." 


Martin Pratt, a member of the Pala- 


tine Township Mental Health Board, 
spoke near the end and said he would 
step down himself and let a Rolling 
Meadows resident take a seat on the 
board to "get the good will of the city" 
toward the mental health referendum. 


Nicholas Schmidt, a member of the 


city mental health committee, said that 
there had been a lack of communications 
between the city and the township. But 
he said, "I would like to see us get be- 
hind this thing."

Township Officials To Meet On Mental Issue 


Officials from Palatine, Wheeling, Elk 


Grove and Schaumburg Townships will 
meet Saturday morning to compare 
notes and problems concerning the up- 
coming mental health referendum. A 
proposed tax of 10 cents on $100 assessed 
valuation will be levied if the referendum 
passes. 


Supervisors, clerks and attorneys of 


the townships will meet in the Palatine 
Township Hall, 37 N. Plum Grove Rd., 
Palatine, at 11 a.m. Saturday to discuss 
problems they have been having with the 
referendum, tentatively scheduled for 
Feb. 20. A main problem will concern the 
number of precincts in the townships. 


Other problems concerning the setting 


up of the election in the four townships 
will also be discussed.

Howard Olsen and Wheeling Township 
supervisor Mrs. Frank Kolerus arranged 
for the Saturday meeting. Both were con- 


cerned about the unanswered questions 
created by the mental health steering 
committee's proposal, which came a 
little over 40 days before the referendum 
was to be held. 


Palatine, Wheeling and Elk Grove 


townships have dozens of precincts, most 
of which they would like to consolidate 
for the balloting. Attorneys for the town- 
ships are looking into whether a reduced 
number of precincts and polling places 
can legally be used during the voting. 


Ken Dougan, executive director pro- 


moting the referendum, said the attor- 
neys of the Northwest Mental Health and 
Retardation Council believe the number 
of precincts can be reduced legally. He 
said they are writing up a brief on this 
matter now. 


Other items to be discussed by the 


township officials include the joint print- 
ing of ballots, whether there is time to 


announce special township meetings to 
resolve local problems concerning the 
referendum, and whether there is still 
enough time to post the referendum. 


There is a general feeling among the 


township officials that the referendum 
should be held on Feb. 20. No official 
would state if his township was inter- 
ested in changing the date. 


"We were unhappy with the short no- 


tice the steering committee gave us, but 
if we have to hold the referendum with 
all 57 of our precincts, we'll go ahead 
with it," said Elk Grove Township Clerk 
George R. Busse.

TOWNSHIP .supervisor 


Howard Olsen was less happy with cur- 
rent affairs. He said Palatine Township 
does not have the funds to hire judges 
to man all 42 of the township's precincts. 
He said, however, that the Feb. 20 refer- 
endum date is still not impossible for his 


township to meet. 


The townships have to resolve their 


problems before the end of the month 
since an election has to be announced 20 
days before it will be held. If the town- 
ships cannot announce the referendum 
by Feb. 1, it will have to be postponed. 


Dougan said the Feb. 20 date was cho- 


sen because it will not conflict with other 
referenda and with the April election, in- * 
come tax collection and property tax col- 
lections. Grade school referenda will be 
held in Prospect Heights on Feb. 6 and in 
Arlington Heights on March 13.

Negotiations 
Pact Signed 
In Dist. 23 


After seven months of bargaining, a 


"professional negotiations agreement" 
was signed this week by representatives 
of School Dist. 23 teachers and school 
board. 


Items which may be negotiated by the 


teachers (the Prospect Heights. Educa- 
tion Association) and the school board 
are included in the agreement. Negotia- 
tion procedures are also listed in the 
agreement. 


The agreement will go into effect next 


August and will apply to negotiations be- 
tween the teachers and the school board 
for the 1972-73 school year. It does not 
apply to the 1971-72 salary negotiations 
slated to start in February. 


However, approval of the agreement 


does clear the way for the negotiations to 
begin. According to representatives of 
the teachers' group, they will probably 
have a salary proposal ready for presen- 
tation to the school board by Feb. 15. The 
proposal will be based on questionnaires 
concerning salaries, teacher evaluations 
and fringe benefits, filled out by all of 
the teachers. 


NEGOTIATIONS FOR the 
1971-72 


school year will be carried out according 
to provisions in the current professional 
negotiations agreement; drawn up last 
year. 


According to school officials, there are 


substantial differences between the cur- 
rent agreement and the new one which 
was just approved. The current agree- 
ment lists only teacher compensation, in- 
cluding salaries and fringe benefits, as a 
negotiable item. The new agreement, 
however, also outlines a grievance proce- 
dure and provides for mediation. 


Ken Bates, a representative of the 


t e a c h e r ' s group, termed the new 
agreement "one of the best in the North 
west area." Administrators and school 
board members in the district have ex- 
pressed similar sentiments. 


Under the new agreement, teachers 


have specific steps they may follow if 
they have a grievance. First they may 
take their problem to the school princi- 
pal. If they are not satisfied with the 
first step, they may go to the district 
superintendent and finally to the school 
board. According to Gerald McGovern, 
principal of the Douglas MacArthur Ju- 
nior High School, "the procedure stops 
short of guaranteeing the teacher his 
grievance will be corrected to his satis- 
faction." 


ANOTHER PART of the agreement 


says that if an impasse is reached in ne- 
gotiations between the teachers and the 
school board, outside mediators will be 
brought in. In this case, a third party 
would review the proposals of both nego- 
tiating teams. If the impasse is still not 
resolved, a "fact finder" may be brought 
in. That person would review the propos- 
als and then make specific recommenda- 
tions. 


Neither the actions of the mediator or 


the fact finder will be binding. The 
teachers and school board may consider 
the opinions of the third parties, but they 
do not have to follow them. 


The main focus of negotiations under 


the new agreement will be the merit sys-

tern of teacher compensation, according 
to school officials. Under the merit sys- 
tem, teachers receive a cost of living in- 
crease and a merit increase. This year 
the cost of living increase equaled 6.3 per 
cent of the teachers' base pay. Teachers 
rated "superior" also receievd $600. 
"Above average" teachers received $400, 
and "competent" teachers received $200. 
Below-average teachers were asked to 
leave the district. 


This is the first year the merit system 


has been used in the district. The district 
is the only one in the Northwest subur- 
ban area that uses the system in deter- 
mining salary hikes. In the past the dis- 
trict used the step system in which 
teachers' salaries were increased accord- 
ing to their experience. 


IN 1968 THE TEACHERS and the 


school board signed a contract providing 
for the merit system during the 1970-71 
and 1971-72 school years. The contract 
does not extend over the 1972-73 school 
year, which will be the subject of nego- 
tiations under the new agreement. 


If the teachers and school board decide 


during the negotiations next fall that the 
merit system is unsatisfactory, the con- 
tract may not be renewed. 


During the summer of 1970 the teach- 


ers expressed dissatisfaction 
with the 


merit system. According to Bates, this 
dissatisfaction was based on the amount 
of the merit increases and not the sys- 
tem itself. Now, he said most of the 
teachers are satisfied with the increases 
and the system. 


Formal negotiations in Dist. 23 began 


in 1967, soon after the teachers' group 
was organized. In the spring of 1968, a 
mutual agreement was signed by the two 
parties, which soon led to the formula- 
tion of an evaluation instrument. The in- 
strument, which is annually revised, lists 
criteria by which teachers are evaluated. 
The present merit system is an out- 
growth of the first evaluation instrument, 
according to school officials.

Rolling Meadows students living east 


of Route 53 will be able to attend Rolling 
Meadows High School when it opens this 
fall. 


The Cook County Board of School 


Trustees yesterday decided to grant a 
request for a boundary change to resi- 
dents who were trying for the second 
time in six years to join their neighbors 
living in High School Dlst. 214. 


Last week the county board reached a 


tie vote after three hours of testimony 
from residents and high school officials 
from both High School Dist. 211 and 214. 
Dist. 211 opposed the boundary change, 
which will reduce their bonding capacity, 
as did parents of 27 upcoming seniors at 
William Fremd High School. 


Yesterday, after county board mem- 


bers voted to reconsider the tie vote, the 
board voted S to 1 in favor of the bound- 
ary change. 


Richard Sheldon of Winnetka, who 


originally voted against the request but 


voted for it on the second vote, said he 
hoped the city officials who said they 
would help pay tuition for the seniors 
would feel a moral obligation to do so. 


AT THE PUBLIC hearing on the 


request 10 days ago, Mayor Roland Mey- 
er said the city would help pay the tui- 
tion, so the upcoming seniors could com- 
plete high school at William Fremd High 
School in Dist. 211. 


Letters, telegrams and petitions sent 


by local residents to the county board 
after the Jan. 4 hearing were not consid- 
ered by the board before it made a final 
decision. The board was advised by its 
legal counsel that only testimony and 
documents submitted at the hearing 
could be considered. 


Sixty telegrams supporting the bound- 


ary change, 12 letters both for and 
against the change, and two petitions one

cano" family, would like, to see the Mexi- 
can-Americans living in the Northwest 
suburbs be as proud of their background 
as she is of hers. 


"Chicano is an identification word 


which has caught on in the West. I'd like 
to see it catch on here among the people 
with a Mexican heritage," she said. 


HELPING Mexican-Americans accept 


and be proud of their heritage has been a 
lifelong project for Teresa. Next week 
she will begin teaching an evening 
course at Palatine High School to help 
Spanish speaking people study for the 
High School Equivalency Test. 


A word-of-mouth campaign is under 


way in the Mexican-American commu- 
nities in the Northwest suburbs to recruit 
students for the class: "The only way I 
can reach them is to go to the places 
where Mexican-Americans hang out and 
talk about the class," Teresa said, 
in California proudly call themselves. 


"Chicano" is what Mexican-Americans 
High School Dist. 211, which is sponsor- 


ing the class, is contacting employers of 
Mexican-Americans for help in promot- 
ing the class. 


"MY PARENTS were fiercely proud of 


their Mexican background and taught 
my brother and sister and me to also be 
proud. We all work in helping Chicanos 
get ahead, but not by denying our back- 
ground." 


Teresa is married to Jack Bevington, 


whom she met in college in Los Angeles: 
"Because of me we have been prejudiced 


My children are also feeling 


prejudice in their Palatine school. I am 
appalled that people around here do not 
realize there is a problem." 


She plans to teach the course in Eng- 


lish but talk in Spanish on specific prob- 
lems students have: "I never studied 
Spanish in school. We spoke it at home 
only." 


The test, which the course prepares 


students to take, is in English: "I find 
the hardest parts for Spanish speaking 
Americans to pass are the reading and 
math sections." 


ONCE A STUDENT passes all five sec- 


tions of the equivalency test, he receives 
a certificate stating he has a general 
educational backgroumTsimilar to that of 
a high school graduate. 


Teresa has been a teacher seven years. 


While living in Denver two years ago, 
she helped begin a program to help in- 
mates of the Denver County Jail study 
for the high school equivalency test. 


"When we started the program, one 


woman finished and got her certificate. 
Now almost half the class finishes with a 
high school equivalency certificate." 


TERESA FEELS adult education pro- 


grams will help her suburban Chicano 
friends: "You have to give them a feel- 
ing of self worth. I really hope this pro- 
gram will help."

to test-drive the car, which he then alle-

McKenna told the salesman he wanted to 
show the auto to his wife and he would 
return the car in 30 minutes. 


When McKenna didn't return with the 


car, the salesman called police. Monday 
a salesman for Downers Grove Oldsmo- 
blle called Mack Cadillac inquiring about 
the list price of a 1970 Cadillac convert- 
ible, police said. 


Police said a description of the car in 


question by the Downers Grove salesman 
matched the description of the auto sto- 


len from Mack Cadillac. Since McKenna

A single bullet was fired 
through a basement window to where 
Jayne was sitting at a card table with 
several members of his family.

Grove and Schaumburg Townships will 
meet Saturday morning to compare 
notes and problems concerning the up- 
coming mental health referendum. A 
proposed tax of 10 cents on $100 assessed 
valuation will be levied if the referendum 


Supervisors, clerks and attorneys of 


the townships will meet in the Palatine 
Township Hall, 37 N. Plum Grove Rd., 
Palatine, at 11 a.m. Saturday to discuss 
problems they have been having with the 
referendum, tentatively scheduled for 
Feb. 20. A main problem will concern the 
number of precincts in the townships. 


Other problems concerning the setting 


up of the election in the four townships 
will also be discussed.

Howard Olsen and Wheeling Township 
supervisor Mrs. Frank Kolerus arranged 
for the Saturday meeting. Both were con- 


cerned about the unanswered questions 
created by the mental health steering 
committee's proposal, which came a 
little over 40 days before the referendum 
was to be held. 


Palatine, Wheeling and Elk Grove 


townships have dozens of precincts, most 
of which they would like to consolidate 
for the balloting. Attorneys for the town- 
ships are looking into whether a reduced 
number of precincts and polling places 
can legally be used during the voting. 


Ken Dougan, executive director pro- 


moting the referendum, said the attor- 
neys of the Northwest Mental Health and 
Retardation Council believe the number 
of precincts can be reduced legally. He 
said they are writing up a brief on this 
matter now. 


Other items to be discussed by the 


township officials include the joint print- 
ing of ballots, whether there is time to 


announce special township meetings to 
resolve local problems concerning the 
referendum, and whether there is still 
enough time to post the referendum. 


There is a general feeling among the 


township officials that the referendum 
should be held on Feb. 20. No official 
would state if his township was inter- 
ested in changing the date. 


"We were unhappy with the short no- 


tice the steering committee gave us, but 
if we have to hold the referendum with 


• all 57 of our precincts, we'll go ahead 


with it," said Elk Grove Township Clerk 
George R. Busse.

Howard Olsen was less happy with cur- 
rent affairs. He said Palatine Township 
does not have the funds to hire judges 
to man all 42 of the township's precincts.

Board Approves 
Five-Point Plan 
For Town Traffic 


A five-point plan to alleviate some of 


the traffic problems in downtown Mount 
Prospect was approved Tuesday by the 
village board. 


Purpose of the plan is to improve traf- 


fic control and safety by redesigning key 
intersections in the downtown business 
district. Intersections slated for improve- 
ments this year include Lincoln, Main 
and Elmhurst Road; Main, Evergreen, 
Prospect and Northwest Highway; Maine 
and Busse Avenue; Main and Central 
Road; and Northwest Highway, Maple 
and Evergreen streets. 


The village board met Tuesday with 


the safety commission and members of 
the Chamber of Commerce to discuss de- 
tails of a traffic study conducted last 
year by the engineering firm of Craw- 
ford, Bunte and Roden. The St. Louis 
firm was hired by the village to survey 
major intersections throughout town and 
recommended ways to solve some of the 
traffic problems in the village. 


The safety commission reviewed the 


traffic study, submitted last March, and 
recommended Tuesday the board sched- 
ule immediate improvements for key in- 
tersections and streets in the downtown 
area. 


These improvements will be only one 


part of the "comprehensive" village traf- 
fic plan. Additional projects will have to 
be tackled over a two-year period be- 
cause they require extensive engineering 
studies and financing. 


THE INTERSECTION of Northwest 


Highway, Maple and Evergreen streets 
will be changed to allow only one-way 
traffic eastbound on Evergreen between 
Maple and Elm Streets. The change is 
expected to alleviate traffic control and 
safety problems near the village hall and 
post office. 


The intersection of Lincoln, Main and 


Elmhurst Road will be redesigned to 
eliminate the safety problems around the 
S-bend of Elmhurst Road (Route 83). 
Traffic northbound and southbound on 
Elmhurst Road will have the right-of- 
way. 


Traffic eastbound on Lincoln Street 


will be allowed to turn only southbound 
on Elmhurst Road (Route 83) or north- 
bound on Elmhurst Avenue. Traffic west- 
bound on Lincoln Street will be allowed 
to turn north on Elmhurst Road (Main 
Street) or south on Main Street. 


TRAFFIC SOUTHBOUND on Elmhurst 


Road (Maine Street) will not be allowed 
to continue south on Main Street at Lin- 
coln. Traffic northbound on Elmhurst 
Road (Route 83) will not be allowed to 
continue north on Elmhurst Avenue at 
Lincoln. 


In short, the intersection will be rede- 


signed to eliminate cross traffic on the 
S-bend of Elmhurst Road. According to 
police, the S-bend has been a safety pro- 
blem and the sne of many auto accidents 
in recent years. 


Improvements at the intersection of 


Main, Evergreen, Prospect and North- 
west Highway were approved by the 
board pending additional discussion with 
businessmen in the immediate area. Vil- 
lage trustees, safety commissioners and 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
could not agree on how traffic on Ever- 
green Avenue should be rerouted. 


Crawford, Bunte and Roden recom- 


mended Evergreen Avenue be changed 
to one-way westbound which would elimi- 


nate a "bottleneck" at the intersection 
south of the Chicago and North Western 
R.R. tracks. 


SOME MEMBERS OF the Chamber of 


Commerce suggested, if Evergreen is 
one-way westbound, the present traffic 
lanes could be used for diagonal parking 
and the median strip could be removed 
with that area used for traffic. The trees 
located in the median on Evergreen 
would have to be removed, according to 
this plan. 


It was pointed out that the trees would 


eventually have to be destroyed because 
of Dutch Elm disease since the govern- 
ment's ban on DDT (used to prevent 
Dutch Elm disease), it is estimated 
many of the elm trees in the village will 
become diseased in two to three years. 


Disagreements over redesigning Ever- 


green Avenue prompted village officials 
to postpone any final decision until they 
could meet with merchants whose busi- 
nesses may be affected by the change. A 
meeting has been scheduled for Feb. 10 
in the municipal building. 


IMPROVEMENTS FOR the inter- 


section of Main and Northwest Highway 
will include the addition of left-turn t>?ys 
at all four corners. However, for*:Ce- 
ments here will also depend on details of 
the plan for Evergreen Avenue.

After Tuesday, voter registration will

later than next Tuesday or at the town- 
ship clerk's office no later than March 
23. 


18-YEAR-OLD residents may also reg- 


ister but they will not be allowed to vote 
in the village elections April 20. Although 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled the 18- 
year-old vote is constitutional, the- law 
applies only to federal elections 


The village clerk's office is open week- 


days from 8:30 a m. to 5 p m. 


Mount Prospect residents who live in 


Wheeling Township may register to vote 
at the township offices, 1818 E. North- 
west Hwy, Arlington Heights. Registra- 
tion will be accepted weekdays from 9 
a m to4'30pm.

Sewer Installation On Schedule 


Work on the installation of sanitary 


sewers to service three subdivisions 
south of Golf Road and west of Elmhurst 
Road in Mount Prospect is about 30 per 
cent complete. 


David Creamer, director of the Mount 


Prospect Public Works Department, said 
yesterday two construction crews from 
S H. Casstdy Inc of Skokie are working 
on the project. 


Work includes laying underground 


pipes on Can-Dota and Wa-Pella streets 
south of Weller Creek for the installation 
of sanitary sewers, and a lift station to 
service Windsor and Huntington Estates, 
and the Kaplan and Braun subdivision 
south of Golf Road. 


The project calls for the installation of 


underground pipes in the parkway on the 


west side of Wa-Pella Street south to the 
south property line of Sunset Park 
School. The sewer lines will then be con- 
tinued west on the school property to 
Can-Dota street and south on the east 
side of Can-Dota to Golf Road. 


Creamer said the trenches have al- 


ready been dug along the east parkway 
of Can-Dota to Golf Road, 


"At present, one crew is working in the 


area of Golf Road and Wa-Pella Street, 
trict property just south of the creek at 
Man-A-Wa and Wa-Pella streets, where 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District inter- 
ceptor sewer is located," he explained. 


The project, scheduled for completion 


in about two months, will provide sani- 


tary sewers in this area with a direct 
line to the MSD interceptor sewer.

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Condon Gets 
Solid Backing 
By Colleagues 


Members of the Arlington Heights 


Park Board defended one of their own 
members Tuesday night passing.a reso- 
lution urging Edward Condon to retain 
his seat on the Park Board. 


The resolution, which was introduced 


with a humorous poem, was in answer to 
an editorial which appeared in the Ar- 
lington Heights Herald Dec. 28. The edi- 
torial asked for the resignation of board 
member Condon, who was appointed to 
the board in March, 1968. 


The editorial was based on the change 


in the state law since then which re- 
quires appointees to stand for election at 
the next regular election. With the regu- 
lar park elections coming up in April, the 
editorial asked for Condon's resignation 
on the basis of adhering to the spirit of 
the new law. At present, Condon will not 
have to stand for election and will serve 
until April, 1973. 


WHEN THE EDITORIAL appeared, 


the headline mistakenly said, "Edward 
Gordan Should Resign." 


The resolution, approved by four board 


members, with Condon abstaining, reads 
as follows: 


"Whereas, we hold these truths to be 


self-evident: 


"Editorial writers are profound, 
"Many live to become renowned, 
"They write of cabbages and kings, 
"People, the law and things, 
"But, alas, even after most careful 


study, an editorial writer 


"May make headline booboos and 


reach conclusions he ought-not-er, 


"And this is what happened to an edi- 


torial in the Arlington Heights Herald of 
Monday, December 28, 1970, entitled 
"Edward Gordan Should Resign" (nee 
Edward Condon). 


"And the Board of Park Commission- 


ers of the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict by this resolution takes exception to 
that editorial whereto Edward Condon 
was urged to resign as a Park District 
Commissioner because his continuance in 
office violated 'the spirit of the present 
law governing Park District appointees,' 
albeit recognizing his sterling qualities." 


"NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved, 


by the Arlington Heights Park District, 
through its duly authorized and assem- 
bled Board of Park Commissioners: 


"1. That the law under which Edward 


Condon was appointed is clear and 
unambiguous and he is entitled to occupy 
the office of commissioner until April, 
1973, without fear of successful chal- 
lenge. 


"3. That under these circumstances, 


there Is no need to call upon the soaring 
spirits of the law."

Arlington Heights residents may soon 


find themselves competing with persons 
from neighboring communities for li- 
brary books. 
' 
The governing board of the North Sub- 


urban Library System (NSLS), of which 
the Arlington Heights Memorial Library 
is a member, will decide in the next few 
months on a program of reciprocal bor- 
rowing within the system. 


Members of the library board of direc- 


tors were told by board president Mrs. 
Robert Wallace that a committee of the 
NSLS board will report on reciprocal 
borrowing in late February. The NSLS 
board is expected to vote in March. 


The system must, under state law, in- 


stitute a system of reciprocal borrowing 
among its 31 members by June 28. 


A RKCIPKoC'Ai, borrowing arrange- 


ment would allow a resident of any com- 
munity within the system to use his li- 
brary card in any library within the sys- 
tem. Thus, a resident of Palatine or any 
other town with a library in the NSLS 
could go to the Arlington Heights library 
'and use his Palatine library card to 
check out books. 


Larger libraries within the system 


have taken the position that they want to 
be reimbursed for the Increased use un- 
der any plan. 


Executive librarian Harold Ard said 


the NSLS has had a pilot program of re- 
ciprocal borrowing this year, but seven 
libraries, Arlington Heights, Evanston, 
Skoktu, Lake Forest, Park Ridge, Des 
Plaines and Mount Prospect, have re- 
fused to participate. 


As of June 28, all libraries must par- 


ticipate in reciprocal borrowing in order 
to remain in the system. Ard said. 


In addition, under the NSLS rules a li- 


brary must give 90-day notice before the 
beginning of a new fiscal year to with- 
draw from the system for the next year, 
attorney Marland Smith said, 


THUS. IF the Arlington Heights library 


decided not to participate in reciprocal 
borrowing, it would have to announce in- 
tent to withdraw from the NSLS by April 
1, Smith said. 


Also, Smith said, "I continue to be ner- 


vous about our right to withdraw from 
the system." 


Originally rules for the NSLS said no 


library could withdraw without per- 
mission of the state library, Smith said. 
This provision was withdrawn by the 
NSLS board before the Arlington Heights 
library joined the system. 


However, since then the state librarian 


has said publicly that libraries need his 
permission to withdraw from a system 


and the Arlington Heights library pointed 
out that the NSLS had different rules. 


'•I SMELL A fight coming," Smith 


said. "Even though I believe we have 
made a good case it is possible the state 
library might try to enjoin this library 
from withdrawing if the state library de- 
cides the NSLS could not make that rule 
change." 


The trend under state law, Smith said, 


is toward library systems that will serve 
as a channel for all state aid. The sys- 
tems would be controlled from the state 
library, he said. 


"We are coming closer and closer to 


the day when the state will not allow a 
library to exist without a system." 


The Arlington Heights library is sup- 


ported by property taxes and bond issues 
approved and paid for by residents of the 
village.

from residents and high school officials 
from both High School Dist. 211 and 214.

bers voted to reconsider the tie vote, the

would help pay tuition for the seniors 
would feel a moral obligation to do so. 


AT THE PUBLIC hearing on the 


request 10 days ago, Mayor Roland Mey- 
er said the city would help pay the tui- 
tion, so the upcoming seniors could com- 
plete high school at William Fremd High 
School in Dist. 211. 


Letters, telegrams and petitions sent 


by local residents to the county board 


after the Jan. 4 hearing were not consid- 


ered by the board before it made a final 
decisioj. The board was advised by its 
legal counsel that only testimony and 
documents submitted at the hearing 
could be considered. 


Sixty telegrams supporting the bound- 


ary change, 12 letters both for and 
against the change, and two petitions one 
from 40 Fremd High School students who 
want to attend Rolling Meadows High 
School and one from 24 of the 27 up- 
coming seniors possibly affected by the 
change — were sent to the board this 
week. 


IF THE CITY of Rolling Meadows and 


the two high school districts cannot come 
to agreement on tuition for the 27 se- 
niors, the students will be bused to For- 
est View High School where 29 Rolling 
Meadows high school students in Dist. 
214 will be next year. Rolling .Meadows 
High School will not have a senior class 
until the fall of 1972. 


"I would like to welcome our new resi- 


dents to Dist. 214 and I am sure the two 
school districts will be able to work out 
implementing the boundary change," 
Richard Bachhuber, Dist. 214 school 
board president, said. 


The two high school districts have yet 


to work out which district will assume 
the bonded indebtedness of the area 
being disannexed from Dist 211 and an- 
nexed to Dist. 214, the tax structure so 
that Dist, 214 wUl receive taxes from the 
area, and which district will receive 
state aid for the seniors who might re- 
main at Fremd High School.

Plan For Library Expansion 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary will be just three years old in 
June, but plans for expansion are already 
getting under way. 


The library board of directors agreed 


Tuesday night to study population trends 
and the long range needs of the library 
in order to prepare for the day when the 
library will be too small. 


The board did not act, however, on a 


suggestion that it use between $3,500 and 
$4,500 to authorize preliminary drawings 
of a possible addition. 


The money could be taken from the 


construction fund used for the original 
construction and the drawings could be 
made by Nicol & Nicol, the original ar- 
chitects, executive librarian Harold Ard 


Board members discussed the proposal 


but decided to take no action until they 
have further information about library 
needs and about improving use of the 
existing building. 


"We are not using this library to its 


fullest extent," board member Mrs. Clar- 
ence Henrickson said. "We have space 
we can use if we need it." 


Ard said the library is growing rapidly 


and that "it is not uncommon to have all 
the seats full." He said that library cir- 
culation increased from 420,545 items in 
1969 to 659,217 in 1970. During the same 
period the library collection increased 
from 80,936 items to 122,196. 


The board was advised by attorney 


Marland Smith to close the library con- 
struction fund at the end of the fiscal 
year. 


The fund has been kept open to cover 


construction-related costs the library has 
incurred since it was built. 


If the board closes the fund, the bal- 


ance can be transferred to the fund from 
bond sales, Smith said. About $12,000 re- 
mains in the fund.

When the new constitution takes effect. 


he said, the village \vill have home rule 
and will have all governmental powers

One of these powers is that of provid- 


ing library service, Smith explained In 
order to carry forward existing laws that 
limit the power of villages with home 
rule, as the library legislation does, a 
three-fifths vote of the General Assembly 
will be required 


In other words, if the legislature does 


not act on the status of libraries before 
July 1, the village might have the power 
to abolish the elected library board and 
create some other means of running the 
library, Smith said. 


However, it is not certain that the vil- 


lage will be able to do that, because the 
elected library board does have some in- 
dependence 


"IF THE BOARD were wholly inde- 


pendent, its duties would go on un- 
changed, but since it's a quasi-village

Dimton Room May Open 


Political and religious organizations 


may soon be able to meet in the library. 


The board of directors of the Arlington 


Heights Memorial Library referred a 
proposal to change the policy on use of 
the Dtinton Room of the library to its 
policy committee Tuesday night. 


The proposed change, submitted by 


board member Roland Ley would open 
the room to non-profit groups meeting 
for cultural, educational or civic pur- 
poses, even if those groups were reli- 
gious or partisan. 


Present policy on use of the Dunton 


Room specifically prohibits meetings for 
"social, religious or partisan" purposes. 


A L S O . UNDER LEY'S 
proposed 


change, the meeting room, which accom- 
modates 90 persons, would be provided 
free to non-profit 
organizations. Pre- 


sently all organizations pay $15 for use of 
the room unless the library board agrees 
by special vote to grant free use. 


Ley said he proposed the change, par- 


ticularly that portion referring to politi- 
cal and religious groups, to bring the pol- 
icy in line with the "Library Bill of 
Rights" of the American Library Associ- 
ation. 


The bill of rights says that meeting 


rooms in libraries should be open for 
"socially useful and cultural activities 


and discussion of current public ques- 
tions . . . on equal terms to all groups in 
the community regardless of the beliefs 
and affiliations of their members, pro- 
vided that the meetings are open to the 
public." 


LEY ADDED THAT policy concerning 


charging for the room should be made 
uniform, but said he was not deeply con- 
cerned about passing his particular rec- 
ommendation. 


The Dunton Room is currently being 


used 20 to 30 per cent of the time, execu- 
tive librarian Harold Ard said. 


Board member Robert Melroy said he 


was concerned that opening the library 
to religious organizations might result in 
religious services being held on public 
property. 


However, other board members said 


they believed the room would have more 
use if the policy was liberalized. Board 
members Richard Frisbie said, "The 
Dunton Room sits vacant because the 
board has written too restrictive a pol- 
icy." 


Board member Charles Edward added, 


"A library is not just a place for ex- 
change of books and tangible signs of 
knowledge, it is a place for discussion."

Those attending yesterday's hearing in- 


cluded Edward L. S. Arkema, Jayne's at- 
torney. He agreed to the police request 
and said he and the family "were well 
aware of the energetic and full-time in- 
vestigation" state and local authorities 
are waging. 


To date, no witnesses, including Pala- 


tine police, have been subpoenaed. Scia- 
raffa said he hoped the police would be 
ready to testify by the February inquest.

Behrel Promises To 'Tackle Pressing Problems9 Of 70s

Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 


said yesterday the city will have to dig to 
soon to tackle some of the more pressing 
problems of the 1970's which are not now 
being fought on the local level 


Behrel, speaking at the fourth annual 


Mayor's Prayer Breakfast sponsored by 
the Des Plaines Jaycees, said problems 
such as pollution and noise will have to 
be solved during this century and that 
the city will have to hire experts and 
form special departments to succeed in 
this endeavor. 


The mayor took advantage of the gath- 


ering of about 130 civic, business and 
government representatives attending 
the breakfast by calling on them to offer 
their time and efforts in helping the city 


in the future. He said his office would be 
open for any suggestions or offers of 
help. 


Speaking at the Brass Rail Restaurant 


in the Sheraton O'Hare Motor Hotel in 
neighboring Roeemont, Behrel limited 
his remarks to about 20 minutes, saying 
he was not going to talk about Welkr 
Creek or sewers, adding only that the 
city was on a "redevelopment 
kick. 


We're on our way," he said. "We are 
continuing to work on that project." 


INSTEAD, BEHREL chose to speak on 


what he called the "challenge of the "70s. 


"The population explosion of the "50s in 


the dty was tremendous," he said. "It 
tapered off slightly in the '60s and we got 
through all right, generally accom- 
plishing what we started in the 'SOs. 


"Once upon a time," Behrel said, 


"Des Plaines was a nice, quiet suburban 
community. Now, it's no longer a quiet 
country town. With this growth and the 
disappearance of the title of small town, 
many new problems have been created." 


Behrel said the dty has been fighting a 


drug problem for 'many years, and that 
he is proud of the accomplishments of 
the juvenile officers of the Des Plaines 
police department and the Des Flakes 
Young Commission. 


But, there's more to be done, accord- 


ing to the mayor, who said the city must 
continue to be alert to young fobs and 
their problems. 


THEN BEHREL challenged the people 


in the room who had "sincere intentions 


to help this city. Call my office," he said. 


Behrel also spoke of what he called the 


"new words that have come to us," 
words that the mayor regards as the ma- 
jor problems of the '70s. 


"There's the very much overworked 


word of pollution," Behrel said. "In 
many ways we have been fighting pollu- 
tion, for instance in the water works. 
Your water isn't polluted," he said. 
"That's no accident. Our biggest worry 
is that some vandals will get into one of 
our plants and pull the wrong lever. 
Then we're in trouble." 


Behrel said other new words included 


air pollution, noise pollution and environ- 
mental. He said the city would probably 
have to muster a great deal of energy to 


attack these problems. 


"The city council shortly will probably 


have to consider pollution, environment 
and ecology all in one department, be- 
cause the city doesn't have experts in 
city hall. We were so busy in the '50s and 
'60s that these problems were over- 
looked. Money had to be used for other 
things," he said. 


Behrel also told the audience that Des 


Plaines and other municipalities are try- 
ing to convince the city of Chicago and 
the O'Hare Airport Authority to shut 
down the airport between the hours of 11 
p.m. and 6 a.m. It's being done in other 
areas, the mayor said, citing London and 
Montreal as cities that have closed their 
airports to accommodate neighboring 
residents.

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Civil Rights Weren't Violated 
Couple Loses Tree Verdict

A Federal Court jury yesterday ruled 


against the Des Plaines couple who con- 
tended city officials violated their civil 
rights by ordering the destruction of trees 
in the parkway of the couple's home. 


The six-member Jury returned its ver- 


dict after less than an hour's delib- 
eration, finding no liability on the part of 
Mayor Herbert H. Behrel and former 
city engineer E. N. Fletcher, who were 
sued by the couple under the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach, who also 


had been named as a defendant, was 
dropped from the suit yesterday at the 
request of Leonard Karlin, attorney for 
Mr. and Mrs. Dean Spindler, 2523 Scott 
St., Des Plaines. 


The Spindlers accused city officials of 


violating their rights in connection with a 
1969 special assessment project on the 
city's south side which resulted in the 
destruction of 11 evergreen trees in front 
of the couple's home in order to make 
way for a sidewalk. 


Karlin told tiie jury that city officials 


ordered destruction of the Spindler trees, 
while allowing trees on the parkways in 
front of other homes to be saved. He lat- 
er admitted, after the verdict was re- 
turned, that bis clients had a "thin case" 
under the federal civil rights law. 


THE SPINDLERS asked for a total of 


$22,000 in damages from the three offi- 
cials, who were sued as individuals. 


U.S. District Court Judge Hubert Will 


told the jurors that the officials bad to be 
guilty of "purposeful, arbitrary and

In this last of a series of articles she 
examines what it' like to be poor and 
some of the solutions being sought by 
local persons and agencies.

Many families in Des Plaines are in 


need of some type of temporary help. 
The Northwest Suburban Day Care Cen- 
ter provides help to mothers who must 
work but who can't afford to pay regular 
day care center fees. 


"These women are self-supporting," 


said Mrs. Joan DiLeonardi, founder of 
the center, "but they don't make much 
money and can't afford to pay the stan- 
dard $25 a week day care fee for each 
child." 


Mrs. DiLeonardi said she had a great 


deal of trouble raising money to start the 
center. "In order to get money we had to 
stress the idea that the people who would 
use the center are poor. But the women 
do make some money." 


Eleven mothers have their children en- 


rolled in the day care center. With the 
exception of one woman—who has a hus- 
band — all the mothers are the bread- 
winners of their family. 


"Most of them make between $80 and 


$110 a week gross," Mrs. DiLeonardi ex- 
plained. "After expenses they have very

little left over even for food. Most of 
these women have office jobs and they 
simply don't have a lot of money." 


ACCORDING TO MRS. DiLeonardi, 


rent is high in Des Plaines but the only 
place in the area where they're lower is 
in the western suburbs and some areas 
of Chicago. "But if they've lived locally 
most of their lives and other parts of 
their lives have fallen apart — it's better 
for those women to stay here where they 
know where things are at least." 


She said that single women with chil- 


dren have trouble finding some place to 
live. "People don't rent to divorcees or 
widows with children. They want a man 
to co-sign the lease. Woman who are 
alone and have small children face 
double peril — people don't want to rent 
to them." 


Two of the mothers who have children 


attending the center are Spanish speak- 
ing. Mrs. DiLeonardi doesn't think 
enough Spanish speaking mothers are 
making use of the center because they 
either don't know about it or are afraid 
of sending their children there. 


"SPANISH-SPEAKING mothers usual- 


ly don't read local papers so they must 


get referrals from someone they trust. 
They also have such strong family ties 
they often rely on one another to care for 
the children in the family." 


Mrs. DiLeonardi thinks there's an im- 


age problem with the day care center. 
"People associate the center with pover- 
ty," she said, "and judgments are made 
on enrollees. People tend to say these 
people are not really poor so why help 
them. People expect to see tatters and 
rags as proof of need. But there are a lot 
of people in the city who are just heking 
out a living. My biggest problem has 
been convincing people that there are 
poor people in Des Plaines." 


She contacted the United State Depart- 


ment of Commerce and got recent statis- 
tics which say there are 747 households 
in Des Plaines that have an average of 
4.2 people and a total income of less than 
$3,000 per year. 


THERE ARE 598 households in Des 


Plaines that have a total income of $3,000 
to $5,000. The subsistence level set by the 
government for a family of four is $3,600. 


Mrs. DiLeonardi has strong opinions on 


what it's like to be poor in Des Plaines. 
"I think it's a lot harder to be poor here 
in the suburbs than it is to be poor in a 
ghetto. Because at least in a ghetto ev- 
eryone is the same. Here a kid has to 
walk a mile to school because he doesn't 
have a fancy bike to ride. And he doesn't 
have the latest style jacket to wear be- 
cause he doesn't even have a jacket and 
he's different and constantly reminded of 
it by other kids and tt hurts . . . that's 
what it's like to be poor in Des 
Plaines..." 


capricious" conduct against the couple in 
order to be liable for damages. Judge 
Will said an error in judgment on the 
part of the city officials was not enough 
to constitute a violation of the Spindlers' 
civil rights. 


At the conclusion of the three-day trial, 


City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi said city 
officials recognized sincere feelings on 
the part of the couple that they had been 
wronged by the city. 


"My clients feel the Spindlers brought 


(his (suit) in absolute good faith, and let 
me assure you that there are no hard 
feelings and everybody is happy that it's 
been concluded," he said in court after 
the jury had been dismissed. 


The fact that Mrs. Rohrbach had been 


named as a defendant when she took no 
part in the decision to remove the trees 
was at one point called "indicative of 
this whole suit" by DiLeonardi. She was 
dropped as a defendent after witnesses 
said she had nothing to do with the order 
to cut down the row of evergreens. 


ON THE MORNING of Sept. 4, 1969, 


Mrs. Spindler carried out a promise to 
fight for the trees "until the end," throw- 
ing her arms around one of the 11 trees 
and holding tight while workmen started 
cutting down the evergreens at the other 
end of her parkway. 


When police pulled her hands from the 


trees, Mrs. Spindler sprained her thumb 
and had to be treated at Lutheran Gener- 
al Hospital in Park Ridge. 


In arguing against the Spindlers' suit 


yesterday, DiLeonardi said the couple 
could not have been denied their con- 
stitutional rights .because the row of 
trees involved was on city property. 


Karlin maintained that the couple had 


a "secondary right" to enjoy the trees in 
front of their home. He compared the 
couple's claim to that of someone owning 
property next to a pond that was being 
polluted, saying the owner would have a 
right to protection of his environment, 
even if he didn't own the pond. 


Fletcher, city engineering consultant 


on the 1969 special assessment project 
that included the Spindlers' sidewalk, 
testified that he recommended against 
sparing the trees because rerouting the 
sidewalk would have brought it too close 
to the Scott St. curb. 


According to testimony given during 


the trial, the city at first indicated that 
the sidewalk would be built around the 
trees, but at a September city council 
meeting decided that they would have to 
be destroyed.

Woman Deacon? Not Likely

She wants to be a deacon. But it 


doesn't look like she'll have the chance. 


Mrs. Polly O'Grady, a Des Plaines 


mother of four, has applied for the newly 
created Roman Catholic position of dea- 
con. As far as she knows, she is the only 
woman who has applied in the Chicago 
area to become a deacon. And that's part 
of the problem. 


When it was announced several weeks 


ago that the Roman Catholic church was 
recreating the ancient role of the diaco- 
nate, church spokesmen didn't say they 
were seeking women. They asked for 50 
to 100 men. 


Mrs. O'Grady spid it would take a de- 


cision from Rome to open the way for 
her to become a deacon, and she doesn't 
think that would be likely. 


What she won't be doing is going 


through a two year training program, 
which would allow her to be ordained. 


BEING 
A DEACON would have 


allowed her to perform all priestly func- 
tions except performing mass and hear- 
ing confessions. 


Deacons existed during the early his- 


tory of the Roman Catholic church. The 
role of deacon was revived through re- 
cent Church reforms. 


Mrs O'Grady first heard about the 


need for deacons during a sermon at St. 
Stephens Protomartyr Church, 1267 Ev- 
erett, Des Plaines. 


She has had an incerest in theology for 


most of her life, and she has taken 
courses at the University of Chicago and 
Loyola University on theology and philos- 
ophy. She has a degree in English from 
the University of Chicago. 


Mrs. O'Grady works as a secretary at 


Abbott Laboratories, Rosemont. She has 
four children — Matthew, 15, a Maine 
West High School student; David, 18, a 
freshman at Knox College, Thomas, 20, a 
student at Harper College, Palatine; and 
Rosemary, 26, a teacher. 


SHE HAS BEEN active in the Des 


Plaines Camera Club, which meets at 
the South Park Fieldhouse, Des Plaines. 
She also serves on a committee of the 
Maine Township Adult Education Pro- 
gram and helped plan a current lecture 
series. 


She terms her application a "test 


case" and "an act of conscience." She 
hopes to talk to clergy members of the 
Catholic Theological Society of America, 
which is now discussing the deaconate. 


Mrs. O'Grady has done some reading 


in women's liberation, and she feels that 
she can do the Job and ought to. 


Individuals are people first, then men 


and women, she said. Men are as much 
slaves 
to the 
cultural 
atmosphere. 


"People should be treated as equals." 


She does't agree with all the tactics of 


the women's liberation movements, es- 
pecially those practiced by what she 


calls the "way out" fringe. 


"But sometimes the way out fringe is 


needed to wake people up." 


HER INTEREST in the Church was in- 


creased by its recent self-reforms, in- 
cluding the diaconate and use of native 
language in masses. 


"But they didn't go far enough," Mrs. 


O'Grady said. 


Mrs. O'Grady feels the Church should 


go further in allowing autonomy, au- 
thority of church members over them- 
selves. 


She feels the parish system is dead, 


and that the church of the future will 
meet in homes. "Every block will have a 
church and a priest to go with it," she 
said. 


She's not giving up on her desire to 


become a deacon, and she is surprised 
that more women haven't applied.

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Zoning Study Unit Asks Extension

The Illinois Zoning Laws Study Com- 


mission will ask the legislature for a one- 
month extension of its Feb. 1 deadline 
for submitting proposed legislation afhd 
will hold a previously unscheduled public 
hearing on the controversial proposal on 
Feb. 1 in Springfield. 


The commission, chaired by State Rep. 


Eugene 
F. 
Schlickman, 
R-Artington 


Heights, agreed to ask for the extension 
yesterday at a meeting that featured in- 
creased opposition to the commission's 
proposed legislation that would create a 
state land use commission and give the 
state far-reaching control over local zon- 
ing matters. 


Representatives of the Illinois Munici- 


pal League, the Illinois Association of 
City Managers the Chicago Bar Associ- 
ation and the Illinois Bar Association, as 
well as scvernl municipal representa- 
tives, offered polite but firm opposition 
to the commission's proposal. 


THE PROPOSED legislation, which is 


subject to change before it is introduced 


to the 77th General Assembly this year, 
would create a state land use commis- 
sion and authorize the commission to es- 
tablish minimum standards for ordi- 
nances in the following areas: 
—Regulations for control of ingress and 
egress and land use on all streets, high- 
ways and frontage within a one-mile 
radius of intersecting highways. 
—Regulations to assure an adequate sup- 
ply of low and moderate-income housing, 
with the determination of adequate sup- 
ply made on the basis of need for such 
housing, land and development costs and 
the number of people employed in the 
area in low and moderate-income cate- 
gories. 
—Regulations for the protection of prime 
agricultural land. 
—Regulations for the control of land use 
in flood plains. 
—Regulations for the preservation of his- 
toric sites and structures, 
-REGULATIONS FOR the protection of 
open space and watersheds and unique 
scenic or natural features. 


—Regulations to provide safety in the op- 
eration of airports and helicopter landing 
areas, applying the current applicable 
regulations of the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration. 


The commission would consist of seven 


members, all appointed by the governor 
and all being "knowledgeable in land de- 
velopment, conservation 
or property 


management." 


The proposed legislation also would 


call for the elimination of all non-con- 
forming zoning uses. 


The law would not strip zoning powers 


currently held by municipalities and 
counties but it would force the smaller 
units of government to bring their codes 
into conformance with the state code. 


The code would give the state commis- 


sion powers to establish standards for 
physical dimensions of buildings, min- 
imum land area requirements for build- 
ings, ratios between the size of buildings 
and minimum land requirements, ratios 
between the areas within a site to be oc-

'Slow And Subtle' Dist. 59 Change 


by JUDY MEHL 
A New* Analysis 


The 'administration of School Dist. 59 


has been slowly and subtly revamped 
since the arrival of Supt. James Erviti 
last July. 


None of the changes in personnel, 


duties or practices have been drastic, but 
each has its reason. 


Some of the change is typical of a new 


administrator coming into a district — 
usually he will organize things into a 
more familiar way which he feels he can 
best direct. 


But some of the change is also due to 


prevailing situations in the district. They 
are: the necessity for budget cutting; 
teacher unrest in a district where the 
salary is average in the area and school 
conditions and educational practices are 
at least average or above; and an ex- 
tremely rapid growth of student popu- 
lation beginning to taper off. 


Ervlti's changes appear to have been 


aimed at meeting all of these situations 
to the best of the district's ability without 
causing any louder rumbles than have 
already been heard. 


The alterations in administrative per- 


sonnel have basically been title shifts 
and role changes rather than hiring and 


firing of past administrators. Many of 
the personnel are new since the superin- 
tendency of Donald Thomas almost two 
years ago, but most of these have not 
been due to direct commands by Erviti. 
Those that are left, and the new ones, 
have been given more comprehensive 
roles in fewer positions. 


THE PRESENT set-up includes two 


assistant superintendents and another as- 
sistant superintendent vacancy, one di- 
rector, two specialists and a part time 
consultant. 


This arrangement of staff consolidated 


the past positions of assistant superin- 
tendent of finance and administrative as- 
sistant into the position of assistant su- 
perintendent of administrative services. 


It also combines the positions from 


1968 of assistant superintendents of in- 
struction and curriculum into the present 
vacant position of assistant superintend- 
ent of instruction. 


THE PAST DIRECTOR of community 


education has become a specialist in pub- 
lic and community relations, adding the 
role of a public relations person, which 
was allotted for in past budgets but not 
filled. 


The assistant superintendent of person- 


nel and director of pupil personnel posi- 
tions have remained the same. The posi- 
tion of director of research and testing 
has remained basically the same, al- 
though the title is now specialist in eval- 
uation and systems information. 


A PART-TIME consultant has been 


added to the staff and is called in for 
specific jobs. 


This staff organization, for the 1970-71 


year will be retained after 1971, accord- 
ing to Erviti, although he expects to fill 
the one vacant position. It eliminates two 
major positions from 1968-69, but in- 
cludes an additional secretary. 


Atfer six months of operation under 


this organization Erviti feels that it will 
adequately serve the district, at the 
same time retaining a lower cost for ad- 
ministrative personnel, one of the items 
criticized by teachers and parents follow- 
ing the failure of a tax increase request 
in November of 1969. 


The vacancy in supervision of instruc- 


tional programs is definitely only a tern- 


No Date Set For 
District 214 Vote 


There's no date yet for High School 


Dist. 214's bond issue to construct an 
eighth high school, probably to be lo- 
cated in Buffalo Grove. 


The Dist 214 board Monday night de- 


layed a decision on the timing of the ref- 
erendum until Monday, Jan. 18, in order 
to give the board members more time to 
study the matter. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, at the beginning 


of the discussion, recommended Satur- 
day. May 15. as the date. He said he'd 
recommend Buffalo Grove as the site of 
the new school, as it is the center of the 
district's growing population. 


Pointing to an enrollment chart which 


showed Forest View and Elk Grove High 
School 300 to 400 students over capacity 
by 1974, Gilbert said the board "might 
also want to consider" additions to those 
schools. 


NONE OF THE board members ar- 


gued about the need for the referendum; 
rather, several wondered if it might be 
preferable to set the referendum date on 


Saturday, April 10, the board election 
date. 


Board member Jack Costello suggested 


April 10, and Joseph Schiffhauer of Ar- 
lington Heights said that residents might 
get tired of running to the polls if the 
May date is used. 


The district is faced with as many as 


four elementary referenda in the first 
three months of 1971. Districts 26, 23, 25 
and 59 have scheduled referenda; the 
districts are all elementary districts in 
the Dist. 214 enrollment area. 


So, no action was taken Monday night 


on the referendum. The board has an ad- 
journed meeting next Monday night, at 
which time the decision is scheduled to 
be made. 


As proposed by Gilbert, the new school 


would open in time for the 1973-74 school 
year in the district. It would relieve 
overcrowding at John Hersey and Wheel- 
ing High Schools, each projected to have 
an enrollment of 3,400 students at that 
time. 


Rev. Graham 
To Leave Area 


Rev. David L. Graham, pastor of the 


Good Shepherd Community Church in 
unincorporated Des Plaines, and a mem- 
ber of the board of education of Maine 
Township High School Dist. 207, has an- 
nounced his resignation from his pasto- 
rate effective April 1. 


Graham who will assume duties as 


pastor of the Martinsville United Method- 
ist Parish in Martinsville, 111., said he 
intends to resign his position on the 
school board prior to that date. He said 
this will allow for the filing of petitions 
for candidates seeking his position. The 
school board election is scheduled for 
April 10. 


Rev. Graham has been pastor at Good 


Shepherd at 9000 Home Ave. for the past 
four years. He had been a minister of 
Methodist churches in central Illinois for 
more than eight years before coming to 
Des Plaines. He has been a member of 
district 207's board of education for the 
past two years, being re-elected to a 
three-year term last April after serving 
one year as a replacement for John Wil- 
kins of Des Plaines, who resigned. 


Rev. Graham is presently director of 


the district 207 student activities corpo- 
ration. He is also a member of the 
board's public relations committee. In 
addition to ministering to his parish- 
ioners at Good Shepherd, he has had var- 
ied community interests and activities. 


porary one, Erviti said. Robert Brewer, 
who is presently on a year's leave of ab- 
sence from the district, filled that posi- 
tion before leaving. 


The major part of his role is being 


filled by Erviti in his absence. 


ANOTHER POSITION in the past, di- 


rector of operational services has been 
eliminated. This position was basically 
for enrollment projection studies and di- 
rection of transportation. Some of this 
work has been redistributed, although 
much of it is no longer necessary, Erviti 
said. 


Enrollment projections are mostly 


needed for rapidly growing districts. Er- 
viti sees the district enrollment as peak- 
ing in a year or so and eventually stabi- 
lizing. Transportation is also more of a 
problem for growing districts, he said. 


The results of the staff changes and 


continuing changes in duties of principals 
and other personnel, have yet to be re- 
vealed to parents in an area where they 
show much concern — the school budget 
and related taxes. 


The budget for this year is presently 


under review, and plans for the next 
school year budget have been underway 
in the past few weeks. Results are ex- 
pected to be reported soon to the school 
board.

The Way We See It 
Pressure for Change 


A possible answer to the need for 


more mixed income housing in the 
suburbs is being weighed by offi- 
c i a 1 s in Montgomery County, 
Maryland. 


They are considering a require- 


ment that all future residential de- 
velopments include a fixed per- 
centage of housing for low and 
moderate income families. 


Members of the county council 


unanimously supported the concept 
in the November political cam- 
paign. In effect, it would require 
developers to think in terms of 
communities rather than subdivi- 
sions. 


The Mongomery council is con- 


cerned about a shortage estimated 
at 10,000 units for families with low 
and moderate incomes. The Wash- 
ington suburb is an area of relative 
affluence, where half the families 
have annual incomes of more than 
$20.000 and few homes sell for less 
than $30,000. 


Many of the county's public em- 


ployes — school teachers, secretar- 
ies, policemen, fire fighters — 
can't afford to live there. Neither 
can a lot of blue collar and clerical 
employes who work in the area. 


Palatine Today 


Like tens of thousands of fami- 


lies of moderate means, they must 
commute long distances to modest- 
ly paying jobs or face intense job 
competition closer to home. The 
problem is repeated in the north- 
west community and suburban 
areas across the country. 


In many communities, it is sim- 


ply a matter of economics. The 
suburban town, hungry for tax rev- 
enues, lures industry. But it is not 
eager to have low and moderate 
income housing for the workers. 
Such housing generally does not 
pay for the schools and public fa- 
cilities that must be provided. 


That discrimination against the 


poor often 
amounts to dis- 


crimination against blacks, since 
they comprise a large part of our 
urban poor. But there are many 
whites who face the same di- 
lemma 


In some parts of the county, or- 


ganizations 
representing 
poor 


people are going to court to over- 
turn suburban zoning regulations 
that keep out mixed income hous- 
ing. Several recent court decisions 
offer them encouragement. In Cali- 
fornia, for example, a federal 
judge ruled that the Constitution 


requires municipalities to provide 
enough housing for their poor. 


Pressure for change is being 


brought by others, including indus- 
trialists who have moved plants to 
the suburbs and have been con- 
fronted with labor shortages. 


Many proposals for mixed in- 


come housing in the suburbs have 
met strong resistance from resi- 
dents of nearby homes. The Mont- 
gomery County plan would elimi- 
nate legitimate points of criticism 
by incorporating mixed income 
housing into new developments. 
There is a sound corollary to this 
concept in the planned devel- 
opment which mixes multiple and 
single family uses, with single fam- 
ily homes acting as a "buffer" 
with the existing community. In 
similar fashion, housing on the 
fringe of a development could be 
made harmonious with housing in 
existing adjacent neighborhoods. 


Zoning has value when used 


imaginatively. Certainly, it would 
be better for suburban commu- 
nities to use zoning concepts to at- 
tack the housing problem rather 
than mixed income housing im- 
posed by courts or higher levels of 
government

Issues Emerge For April 


Red Carpet Treatment 


by MARTHA KOPER 


Banks are beautiful. They lend pres- 


tige to the community. Banks bring dol- 
lar signs to mind, and everyone likes 
that. 


In Palatine, bantu are so beautiful 


they receive the red carpet treatment. 
No obstacle is too great when a local 
banker wants to build a drive-in facility, 
even if customers must use a village- 
owned parking lot to reach H. 


Any hindrance is so small that it 


doesn't matter, if entrances and exits to 
the new building will mean greater traf- 
fic jams at the intersection of Smith and 
Coif ax. 


When the new railroad depot is opened 


just south of Colfax that intersection is 
expected to generate the most traffic of 
any spot in town. Add the momentum of 
automobile banking and visions of bump- 
er-to-bumper snarls come into the head. 


In a close vote Monday night the vil- 


lage board of trustees agreed to allow 
Gerald Fitzgerald, president of the Pala- 
tine National Bank to construct a drive- 
in facility on the southwest corner of Col- 
fax and Smith. 


Weeks of discussion, mostly behind 


closed doors, preceded the final decision 
That's one consolation. Approval was not 
automatic, but in the end the final result 
is the only thing that counts. 


So in a few months customers of the 


Palatine National Bank won't have to 
worry about bottleneck traffic on Brock- 
way Street anymore. They can travel 
just two blocks west to the drive-in facil- 
ity and fight for a place in the traffic line 
of all the commuters. 


The trafifc flow at the corner of Smith 


and Colfax obviously will be slow. Al- 
though there are plans to widen both 
streets, that can't solve all the problems. 


Three yean ago it cost the village a lot 


of money to pay for a study of traffic 
problems in Palatine. The results are 
there for anyone to see. It's projected 
that between 100,000 and 120,000 vehicles 
will enter or leave the central business 
district per day by 1965. 


Conservatively guessing, if only half of 


the vehicles are going to or from the rail- 
road depot, local residents will be in a lot 
of trouble. 


The obvious question is, why add to the 


anticipated traffic problem with a drive- 
in bank? 


Mayor John Moodie, Trustees Wendell 


Jones, Tom Ketras, and John Hughes 
couldn't have asked themselves that 
question. They voted in favor of the facil- 
ity. 


Both Trustees Terry Leighty and Clay 


Brown must have seen some of the prob- 
lems attached to toe proposal. They 


voted against it while Trustee Fred Za- 
jonc didn't vote at all. 


Aside from the 
traffic problems, 


there's a principle involved which was 
totally overkwekd by board members 
voting to allow the drive-in facility. 


There is no other private, profit-mak- 


ing business in town which has the ad- 
vantage of municipal-owned property en- 
hancing its enterprise. Chances are that 
situation can't be found in many other 
towns in the country. 


But Palatine National customers will 


drive into a common entrance owned by 
both the village and Lew Draper, devel- 
oper of the shopping center adjacent to 
the depot. The customer will then have 
to turn into a parking lot lane owned 
solely by the village to reach the drive-in 
and exit by a similar lane 


Taxpayers' money should not be used 


to help someone in his own ventures It 
hasn't been done and shouldn't be, if for 
no other reason than the ring of politics 
such a practice carries with it 


Most likely, local residents didn't real- 


ize what was going on at the village hall 
Monday night. If they had, they should 
have done something to stop it.

There is another phenomenon, like leap 


year, which occurs every four years It 
might not be as fantastic, but it is fasci- 
nating In its own right. Every four years, 
voters in Buffalo Grove elect a new vil- 
lage president and three trustees. 


This April 20, however, because of res- 


ignations, four trustees and a village 
clerk, in addition to a village president 
will be elected. 


Right now, several persons are consid- 


ering entering the race and are quietly 
sizing up their chances of getting elected 
Rumors, which flourish during elections, 
have it that before the Feb. 15 filing 
deadline is over, three slates and at least 
five independent candidates will enter 
the race 


Two of those slates are obvious, One 


slate will come from the Buffalo Grove 
Alliance, a group of citizens who have 
charged that current village officials are 
unresponsive to village residents. 


It is likely that the incumbent candi- 


dates will band together and jointly seek 
re-election, most probably running on the 
merits of their past four years in office. 


This should prove to be an interesting 


campaign, with one group of people tell- 
ing the electorate that they have done a 
wonderful job during the last four years, 
and another group pointing out examples 
where they feel the incumbents haven't 
done such a wonderful job. 


A third slate of candidates could be 


formed by the residents in the older part 
of the village directly north of Dundee 
Road, east of Arlington Heights Road 
and west of Buffalo Grove Road. 


In any event, each group or individual 


must deal with the same issues. The only 
difference will be that they will view the 
issues from different points of view. 


There are five issues which must be 


considered by any serious and respon- 
sible candidate in the next election First 
is the future development of Buffalo 
Grove and how it should be controlled 
Should the village keep expanding with- 
out being able to provide basic services

such as sewer and water to the new 
areas? Also, what is the desirability of 
apartment construction in the village? 
Should more apartments be approved, 
and if they are, where should they be 
located' 


Secondly, a stand must be taken on the 


formation of a municipal fire department 
or a proposal for the entire village to be 
protected by one fire district. The im- 
petus is underway for a change and by 
the tune of the election, the question 
should be a full-blown issue. 


A third issue is the lack of any in-

dustry or professional service areas in 
the village The village has a designated 
industrial area, but not one industry has 
located in Buffalo Grove. The present 
service area consists of two shopping 
centers and one old cheese factory that 
has been converted into an office build- 
ing 


The fourth issue is an old one — flood- 


ing. This would be the most difficult for 
any incumbent to deal with if he de- 
cides to run. The question is how can 
present problems be alleviated and fu- 
ture ones prevented 


The last issue appears to be non-exis- 


tent, but in any area such as Buffalo 
Grove, it could surface at any tune. The 
moderate income housing project that 
has been proposed for Arlington Heights 
could just as well been dropped in the 
laps of village politicians There are sev- 
eral unincorporated areas, especially to 
the north of the village, which could be- 
comes sites for moderate income housing 
developments seeking annexation to the 
village. 


The difference between victory and de- 


feat in the April election depends on how 
intelligently and meaningfully candidates 
can speak on these issues

If it's been confusing to you, it's cer- 


tainly been frustrating for us. 


What I'm talking about is the Her- 


ald/Day coverage of every important 
event in the city that affects our readers. 
And because of the several school dis- 
tricts, park districts, townships, etc., 
serving Des Plaines, you, the reader, are 
probably a bit confused. So here, in cap- 
sale form, is a rundown of what organi- 
zations serve which people in Des 
Plaines. 


Des Plaines is served by eight school 


districts, some of which serve other 
towns. 


If your child goes to the following 


schools he attends the following school 
districts, 


—Brentwood, Devonshire, Einstein and 


High Ridge Knolls elementary schools, 
all in Des Plaines, and Dempster Junior 
High School in Mount Prospect, are in 
school district SB. 


—Central, Cumberland, Forest, Maple, 


North, Orchard Place, Plainfield, South, 
Terrace and West elementary schools 
and Algonquin, Chippewa and Iroquois 
Junior High Schools, all in Des Plaines, 
•re in school district 62. 
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—Nathanson, Stevenson and Mark 


Twain elementary schools, and Apollo. 
Junior High School, all in Des Plaines, 
are in school district 63. 


—Park View elementary school and 


River Trails Junior High School, both in 
Mount Prospect are in district 26. 


—Maine West and North High Schools 


in Des Plaines and Maine East in Park 
RWge, all are in district 207. 


—Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 


Village, and Forest View High School in 
Arlington Heights, are in high school dis- 
trict 214. 


—St Viator High School in Arlington 


Heights, Notre Dame High School in 
Niles and Sacred Heart of Mary hi Roll- 
ing Meadows, are non-public schools 
serving the city 


In addition, Des Plaines is served by 


Maine, Elk Grove and a portion of 
Wheeling townships 


The major portion of Des Plaines is in 


Maine Township and is in elementary 
school district 62, 63 and 26, high school 
district 207 and Oakton Community Col- 
lege in Morton Grove. 


The eighth ward of the city, located in 


Elk Grove Township, is served by the 
Mount Prospect Park District, elementa- 
ry school district 59, high school district 
214 and Harper College in Palatine. 


It's probably a little confusing still so I 


will not go into further details about such 
services as mental health agencies, who 
they serve, how, etc. 


The point is, the above listing should 


beunderstood by the reader because 
from here is where they will be taxed, 
asked to make judgments about policies 
and make plans to take advantage of ser- 
vices offered. A mastery of the list 
means a more simple life for everyone 
within the city limits.

Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 


trict officials are good losers' 


Shaken, but with renewed determina- 


tion, officials of the Hoffman Estates dis- 
trict resolved last week to return a 
$300,000 bond issue to the voters next 
month. 


The proposal, defeated by a majority 


of the 500 residents who cast ballots in 
the Dec 12 special election, would fund 
construction and equipping of a thud fire 
station necessary to satisfy the increas- 
ing demands of the district. 


Presumably, the issue met defeat be- 


cause of the inability or unwillingness of 
the fire district to present facts and fig- 
ures outlining the tax increases which 
would surely have resulted from author- 
ization of the issue. 


Within four weeks, officials of the dis- 


trict have done a rapid about face and 
will attempt to present their complete 
picture with assistance from a citizens 
committee established to help boost the 
measure through to victory. 


Representatives and employes of the 


fire district were floored when both The 
Herald and Hoffman Estates Jaycees 
publicly urged the proposal be turned 
down and suggested a rapid return with 
complete information being presented. 
(The need for such a facility as proposed 
was never questioned.) 


A third station, one that will serve as 


headquarters for the district, is mandato- 
ry in view of the high rise "high risk" 
construction now in progress in the west- 
ern sector of the village. 


Fire trustees know that they bombed 


out badly last month, but past history 
indicates clearly that the district has 
never been challenged or even really 
asked to explain itself on bond issues or 
tax rate increases. 


Initially, district officials were antago- 


nistic about the defeat and placed much 
of the blame on The Herald. Rather 
quickly, however, they appear to have 
realized their previous modus operand! is 
obsolete and that today's taxpayer wants 
plain facts and plenty of them. 


I predict that in the future this is just 


what they will get from the fire district 
now that the air has been cleared. 


In a sincere attempt to keep costs 


down, the district did not choose to hire 
an architect or ootteult with bonding ex- 
perts on projected u\ increases before 
appro\ al of the *.»le 


The trustee* their legal counsel and 


even most en the wn interested and 
dedicated vohmhvr firemen are now dis- 
playing th«? grace ami consideration this 
reporter expected of them all along. 


They are showing clear concern that 


since the voters have expressed a desire 
for knowledge that it be provided them 


Failure to receive authorization to sell 


the bonds this time will result, most 
probably, in a rating change for the dis- 
trict. 


This change will produce a substantial 


insurance increase which will be quickly 
felt by every homeowner living within 
the fire protection district. 


Unless the voter takes a bard look at 


the complete proposal, he will be liter- 
ally playing with fire — and it could be 
in his own home.

Not So Bad After AD?

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-Mth, ad> 


milled Tuesday that be has changed his 
mind about the seniority system of elec- 
ting committee chairmen in Congress. 


Crane was one of the proponents of the 


seniority system on the hour-long pro- 
gram, "The Advocates," broadcast live 
from Washington over the educational 
television network 


He was joined In his support by con- 


servative columnist James J. Kilpatrlck 
and a Pittsburgh political scienceprofes- 
sor. 


Taking the opposing viewpoint were 


Sen. Robert Packwood, R-Ore., colum- 
nist Jack Anderson and Rep. Donald 
FVaser, D-Minn. 


Crane said he has moved one-third of 


the way up the seniority ladder in the 
House Banking and Currency Committee 
after only 13 months in office. 


The proponents of the seniority system 


— which automatically insures the elec- 
ton to the chairman ship of the majority 
party member who has served on the 
committee longest — claimed the move- 
ments to change the system are being 
waged by liberals in the House "who are 
out to replace certain committee chair- 
men." 


Crane, who rarely is left without 


words, appeared to be set back with one 
comment made in respnse to one of his 
remarks. 


The opponents of the seniority system 


claimed that swing districts in the nation 
— those in which the political winds are 
changing and do not always elect a con- 
gressman from the same party — are 
prevented from having representation in 
the highest levels of Congress, the com- 
mittee chairmanships, 


"But you're only talking about 22 per 


cent of the districts," Crane responded. 


"Yes, and 22 per cent of the districts 


represents 40 million people," was the 
reply from the opponents and Crane 
seemed surprised by that figure. 
*

* 


ALTHOUGH CRANE has changed his 


mind on the seniority system, he still be- 
lieves other procedures in Congress are 
weak and he let his views be known in a 
report of one of the subcommittees he 
has been assigned to. 


His remarks are printed in the official 


report on the Smithsonian Institution 
published by the subcommittee on librar- 
ies and memorials of the committee on 
house administration. 


Crane, in two pages of comments at 


the end of the report, said he could not 
associate himself with the report "other 
than in a very general way." 


He said one of his reasons was the fact 


that the transcript of committee hearings 
had not beep printed and there has been 
no way to refer to the hearings prior to 
writing the report. 


"Because of conflicts with other com- 


mittee hearings and meetings, it was 
possible for me to attend and participate 
in only some of the hearings," Crane 
said. "This, together with the fact that 
the hearing transcript has not been print- 
ed and available for reference and study, 
obviously makes it extremely difficult to 
assess adequately the information and 
comment contained in the report as to its 
completeness, 
objectivity 
and rele- 


vance." 


SPEAKING OF the seniority system in 


Congress, U.S. Rep. Robert McClory, 
R-I2th, also opposes 
any 
change. 


McClory. In a recent news release, pre- 
dicted that the system probably will re- 
cive substantial support when rules for 
the 92nd Congress are approved. 


"The dangers inherent in abandoning 


the system 
must be recognized," 


McCtory said. "For instance, a reversion 
to the system which prevailed when 
Speaker Joe Cannon individually named 
the chairmen of all committees would 
result in the kind of Speaker dictatorship 
which was discarded 60 years ago.

A Little Help - 


The regular meeting of the delegates of 


the American Kennel Club, held last Dec. 
8. brought to light three subjects: an 
educational program to aid dog buyers, a 
series of Gazette articles to give the 
facts on proposed state laws affecting 
dog breeders and a series of seven Ga- 
zette articles to report, in layman's lan- 
guage, on the various dog diseases that 
were discussed at the AKC-AVMA Sym- 
posium in October, 1969. 


The three subjects were discussed by 


John A. Lafore, executive vice president 
of the AKC. It is on the first two that we 
would like to get in our licks. 


Regarding the first item, we are glad 


.that the AKC had done something which 
will help the prospective buyer of a new 
puppy learn more about what they are 
entitled to receive in the way of a regis- 
tration application or identification when 
.1 dog that is represented to be eligible 
for registration by the AKC is acquired. 
If you want such information you may 
write to the American Kennel Club, 51 
Madison Ave , New York, N.Y., 10010, for 
their new two-page pamphlet on the sub- 
ject 


On the second subject, there has been 


more confusion in the past year or two 
about laws regarding dogs than you can 
imagine. Those involved with dogs are 
perhaps well aware but even they have 
been misled, misinformed and, in gener- 
al, kept in a constant state of turmoil 
about such laws. In Illinois, we are per- 
haps a little better informed because of 
the work of the Illinois Dog Clubs and 
Breeders Assoc., and the splendid job 
they have been doing in trying to keep 
ahead of proposed new dog legislation. 


In other states the problem is a real 


one. and it can happen even in our own 
state, that something is slipped through 
without dog owners being aware. It is 
about time that the dog owners in this 
country have a central clearing house for 
proposed new laws that concern dogs, 
and if the AKC will stay on top of It, 
perhaps they are the answer 


This time of year — 


Now, perhaps more than ever, is the 


time to remember that if you have the 
dog in the car while you are traveling, 
and stop to do some shopping, remem- 
ber, let the windows stay open a crack. 


Some folks will let the motor run to 


keep the dog warm, and they often forget 
that carbon monoxide from a faulty ex- 
haust system can leak up into a car 
much easier when it is standing still with 
the motor idling. 


Most dogs don't need the warmth from 


a car heater, and are perhaps better off 
without it Furthermore, in most places 
it is against the law to let a car run at 
idle and unattended. 


Barks It Bays — 


One tablespoon, more or less depend- 


ing on the size of the dog, of corn oil 
added to his food once a day will keep 
his coat and skin from getting too dry 
during the winter months if you keep 
your dog indoors.

Some of the other 
products used which worked are rubbing 
alcohol, spray wall cleaner, trichloro- 
ethane (allowed to dry), then laundered. 
For fresh crayon stains, one reader 
dampened the cloth, then rubbed in that 
old faithful — dry baking soda. Hope one 
of these works for you.

ics of annexation. 


THE FIRST STEP in annexation is to 


present a petition with the signatures of 
a majority of the residents involved to 
the desired municipality. If the village 
board or city council approves the annex- 
ation request, the Cook County Circuit 
possible set a referendum date. 


If the council joins PHIA in supporting 


incorporation, it must set municipal 
boundaries for less than four square 
miles with a population of over 7,500. It 
is questionable whether it is then neces- 
sary to secure the consent of any munici- 
pality within one mile of the proposed 
boundaries. One portion of the state stat- 
utes requires the consent white another 
says it is not necessary if the population 
is over 7,500. 


A petition with the signatures of 10 per 


cent of the residents involved must then 
be submitted to the Cook County Circuit 
Court. If the incorporation request is ap- 
proved, the court will set a referendum 
date.
